AdelpM (TllO).-This pro- 
porty, comprising three or four 
streets on the south side of the 
Strand andthe handsome Adelphi- 
terrace facing the river, was built 
about the middle of the last cen- 
tury by four brothers of the name 
of Adam, whose names were given 
to the streets, such as Adam-st, 
Robert-st, &c. The Adolphi- 
ter has recently been entirely 
renovated, and now that the 
eml'umkment lias concealed the 
muddy foreshore of the river, is a 
most desirable place of residence. 
At his house on Adelphi-ter 
David Garrick died in 1779. In 
John-st, Adelphi, is the house of 
the Society of Arts, which will be 
found described under its proper 
heading. The greater part of the 
Adelphi is builtupon arches, which 
at one time were the chosen resort 
of thieves and bad characters of 
every kind. The alterations which 
were made when the Adelphi 
arches were^ put into thorough 
repair some six or seven years ago, 
finally closed this modem Alsatia.

^ Advertising appears a very 
simple affair, but it really a 
dilUcultart, and h becoming yearly 
more difficult, It is still possible, 
with a comparatively small sum 
judiciously expended, to produce 
an almost startling resiuit. On the 
other hand, there arc few things 
more easy than to fool away 
X^fOooJn advertisements without 
producing any result at all. A 
man who rouia spend say ;^so,ooo 
a 3’ear in advertising anything 
would probably make his fortune. 
But such need not be catered for 
here. The ordinary advertiser 
must be cai'efui so to layout every 
shilling that it shall ensure at the 
least a fair twelve-peimj'W'orth of 
publicity. To this end he has 
three points to consider; First, the 
nature of the things advertised ; 
second, the special public to which 
the advertisement may be advan- 
tageously addressed; and ffiird, 
the particular organs best calcu- 
lated to reach that special public. 
The subject is too large to be 
exhaustively discussed here, and 
indeed would require a volume to 
itself. But a glance at the list of 
London newspapers will give as 
good an idea of the organs to 
choose in each case as can be 
given by anything hut actual ex- 
perience, One ^ especial deside- 
ratum of the skilful advertiser is 
what is termed “display," and 
against this most of the daily 
papers strongly s.et their fares, the 
JC'/wAt bemg especially fastidious 
on this head, and ha\iiig elabo- 
rated its restrictions to a refine- 
ment which renders evasion almost 
impossible. Ihose who do not 
care to be at the trouble of going 
to the newspaper office can for- 
ward tlieir advertisements through 
an agent, who will make no extra 
change except in the cases of nd- 
verwements for the Tintest on 
which a commihsion is generally, 
but not tdways, demanded.

Many lite- 
rarj' celebrities have lived m the 
Albany; and in the days w’hen 
the uncomfortable fashion of early 
breakfast parties obtained— when 
Sydney Smith jested, and ivhen 
Rogers prosed — the old houses 
were a favourite resort of the wits 
and buuix of the time. The 
names of “ Monk " Leads, Macau- 
lay, Bulwer, and Byron, are in- 
separably connected with these 
chambers.

The Albert Embankment, London, 
S.E., on the right bank, from a 
point a little below Vauxhall-br 
to Westminster-br. Tlie carriage 
way diverges to the right after 
leaving l,ambeth Palace, and 
enterb Westrainster-br-rd at the 
corner of Stangate; Si. Thomas’s 
Ho.spital, and a walk for foot 
pasbcngers only, occupying the 
river frontage at this point. With 
the exception of Lambeth Palace, 
the fine imecimens of modem archi- 
tectural boldness recently erected 
by Messrs, Boulton, the carefully 
designed new St, Thomas’s Hos- 
pital, and the curious mosaic 
frontage of Messrs. Rust and Co., 
the AlWt Embankment presents 
along its length of rather more 
than half a mile but little to 


attract attention. Nrarest R^»

Albert Ha 31 » Ken&ington-rd, 
wab opened to the public in May, 
1871, and is a huge building of 
elhjitical form in the style of the 
Italian Renaissance, the materials 
of the fagade being entirely red 
brick and terra-cotta. I'he larger 
exterior diameter is 273 ft., interior 
219 ft, ; the smaller e.xterior 238 
ft., interior 185 ft, The frie/e 
above the balcony was executed 
by Messrs, Minton, HoUinsi, & 
Co., and is divided into compart- 
ments containing allegorical de- 
signs by Messrs. Armitage, Arm- 
stead, Horsley, Marks, Pickers- j 
gill, Poynter, and Yeames, There 
are two box entrance — on the east 
and west— with a private doorway 
from the Horticultural Society’s 
Gaidens on the south side, and 
separate entrances on either side 
for the balcony, the galierj*', and 
the area, and for the ;|^tforms on 
either side of the great organ. 
The interior, which is amphithea- 
trioal in construction— hke, for 
example, the Coliseum at Rome 
—is grotesquely inappropriate to 
any purpose for which it is ever 
likely to be required. For gladia- 
torial exhibitions of any kind, the 
central area, measuring toz ft. by 
68 ft., would, of course, though 
rather small, be capitally adapted. 

A bull-fight, even, on a very small 
scale, might be managed here. As 
a matter of fact, it is used almost 
exclusively for concerts, when the 
area is filled up with seals, and 
the surrounding tiers, specially 
conbtructed with a view to com- 
manding the centre of the build- 
ing, are filled with an audience 
whobe entire attention is specially 
directed to the extremity, where a 
space has been chipped otit for the 
orchestra. However, it is a “ big 
thing," at all eventa At the top 
of the hall is the picture gallery, 
capable of accommodating a, 000 
persons, and used on ordinary 
occasions as a promenade* Thera 
are hydraulic lifts to the upper 
floors.

Athletics. — • Clubs for the 
practice of athletic sports of all 
kinds exist in London in great 
numbers, and it is only possible 
here to mention three of the prin- 
cipal and most representative as- 
sociations ; the Amateur Athletic 
Club, the London Athletic Club, 
and the German Gymnastic Societji- 
The Amateur Athletic Club has 
for its objects the promotion and 
supet vision of athletic sports and 
pastimes, and the ensuring “as 
far as practicable that they are 
legitimately and honourably con- 
ducted." Members are divided 
into two classes, honorary and 
active ; the former paying one sum 
of .<^12 X2S., and the latter an 
annual subscription of £2 ss. The 
election is by committee, and one 
blackball excludes. The grounds of 
the club at Lillie Bridge ovhere the 
secretary may be addressed) (near- 
est stations, LilUeBridgeand Earl’s 
Ct,, on the District Ry. ; cab fare, 
from Charing 4 *, 2s.; from the 
Bank of England, as, 6d.) com- 
prise a running track, four laps to 
the mile ; gymnasium ; skating 
causeway, which is flooded in 
winter for real ice skating ; with 
good pavilion, &c. The athletic 
sports of the two great Universities 
ai'e held here, as^well as other 
meetings of public interest. There 
is a ladies’ class for g^’mnastics, 
and lawn tennis Is plajed in the 
open and under cover. 

The London Athletic Club is by 
far the most important of all the 
clubs with similar objects in^Lon- 
don. Founded on the remains of 
the old Mincing Lane Club, it now 
contains ne.urly 700 member-s, .mul 
takes the lead m almost all matters 
connected with amateur pedes- 
trianism. Its object is declared 
to be the cultivation of athletic 
sports, and it consists of active and 
non-active members. 1 ‘he former 
pay £x IS. annually, and £t is. 
entrance fee. After paying three 
annual subscriptions a member 
tsin, by paying an additional sum 
of £$ ss*» become free of the 
club. Active members are ad- 
mitted to all the advantages of the 
club j non-active members are not 
permitted to compete in the snorts. 
The election, after the candidate 
has been duly proposed and se- 
conded, is by ootftmittee* one black 
ball in five excluding. Meetings 
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for prizes given by the club take 
place frequently, and one of the 
most important rules is that “no 
member may enter for any bports 
wliich are not confined to ama- 
teurs, nor compete with profes- 
sional runners for cither prke or 
money." The definition of an 
amateur does not appear in the 
rules, and the question would seem 
to be left to be settled by the com- 
mittee from time to time, as the 
entries (to the open competition^) 
of all strangers are subject to the 
ballot of the committee, the dub 
alway* reserving the right of re- 
fusing the entry of anyone not a 
member of the club. The London 
Athletic Club possesses seven hand- 
some challenge cups (100 yards, 
quarter of a mile, half a mile, x 
mile, 3 miles, 7 miles walking, and 
10 miles), which are considered 
as being their absolute property. 
There are also three other cups 
which may, in the ci'ent ot a cer- 
tain number of victories, be won 
by some fortunate athlete. These 
are the half-mile swimming cup, 
the Q20 yards cup, and the 600 
yards cup, called the “ China 
Cup," from the fact of its having 
been presented to the club by some 
old members resident iu China. 
The club has an excellent ground 
at Stamford Bridge, Fulham, op- 

E )site the Chelsea Stn, of the W. 

ondon Extension Ry. (cab fare 
from Charing Hh, 2s.; from the 
Bank of England, 3s.), with a 
first-rate path of Jour laps to the 
mile, and a straight run of 350 
yards.

That the London Athletic Club is 
in a very “live" state will be seen

iliaiotloiiSk ^ii kinds, are 
institutions which those who have 
toot their London at their iinger- 
endbs would do well to .avoid. 
The ‘^Mock Aiction" is a 
swindle pure and simple. It i.s 
commonly carried on in a small 
shop, carefully darkened by filling 
the window with all kinds of os- 
teiwihle wwBfchandise, and tenanted 
chiefly hiyHlje proprietor and Ins 
ooofedemt%\who keep up a 
Evdy bidding^ some unwary 
puHser^hy h into cater- 
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ing, and speedily stuck** with 
some perfectly worthles-s article 
at a fabulous price. Should the 
victim And that he Is <mlled upon 
to pay too dearly for his folly, he 
may, by stoutly denying having 
made any bid, calling m the police, 
and, if necessary, showing fight, 
make his way out again scot fi'ce. 
But he will possibly be roughly 
handled, probably have his pockets 
picked, and certainly pass an ev- 
iremely ^ ^maitvetts qitari heure. " 
There is also a kind of sale of a less 
distinctly fraudulent description, 
but btill anjUihing but hoiitifttk. It 
takes place at auction rooms of 
more or less legitimate position, 
usually in the evening, and is 
known to the initiated asa “rigged 
sale,” consisting chiefly of articles 
\amped up or originally manufac- 
tured for the purpose. It is, in- 
deed, a too frequent custom among 
the less responsible auctioneers to 
introduce a number of such ar- 
ticles into sales, and the purchaser 
will do well to bear this in mind. 
But the “rigged sale” is practi- 
cally a mart for such articles only, 
and for anyone in search of value 
for his money there are few better 
places to avoid. The legitimate 
auction is, of course, a diflerent 
affair. But the casual patron of 
the smaller auction sales will not 
find hiuLself very^much better off. 
As a buyer he will be opposed by 
a mob of “ brokers,” all in league 
with each other toeither crush him 
altogether, or run him up to the 
highest price that can be screwed 
out of him. As a seller he will find 
the same combination exerting all 
their skill to secure the knocking 
doivn of each lot to one of their own 
gan g ; the article being afterwards 
again put up privately amongst 
themselves, and the profits of the 
tran'.action divided amongthe con- 
federates in the “ knock out.” The 
only chance for a novice is, ^ when 
selling, either toget an evpei ieneed 
friend to watch the sale, or to put 
a reserve price upon the .article; 
when bu^ynng, to make up his mind 
as to the highest price he is pre- 
pared to pay, and put himself in 
the hands of a broker, who, he may 
be quite sure, will find it necessary 
to go at all eY«uts exceedingly near 
it. The good behaviour of the 
brokers is, it may be added, in di- 
rect proportion to the professional 
standing and firmness of the auc- 
tioneers, with some of whom even 
the most persevering and obtrufatve 
never atteUipt to me any liber- 


ties, It is not advisable to pur- 
chase safes at public auction, at 
all events until all possibly existent 
keys shall have been .satisfactorily 
accounted for. Xt^^ is a by no

Bsbptiste.— The Baptist Union 
of Great Britain and Ireland com- 
prises all the churches contained 
in the revised list appended to the 
annual report of 1873, together 
with such other churches, &e., 
as have .since been admitted in 
conformity with its ^ rules. Its 
declaration of principle U thus 
stated : In this Union it is fully 
recognised ^that every separate 
church has liberty to interpret and 
administer the laws of Christ, and 
that the immersion of believers is 
the only Christian baptism." The 
olyects of the Union include, 
bcbidcs the general advancement 
and well doing of Baptists, both 
socially and from the special points 
of view of their relij^ous faith, 
conltmpe md co-opmtion with 
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other^ Christian communities, as 
occasion may require) and the 
maintenance of the right of 
all men everywhere to freedom 
from disadvantage, restraint, 
and taxation in matters purely 
religious. The Union acts by 
its assembly and thiuugh its 
olficers and committee. The 
assembly consists of representative, 
personal, and honorarj’- members. 
Reprcsentati\ e members comprise 
ministers of churches, heads and 
tutors of colleges, and ^delegates 
from churches, associations, and 
societie*?. Personal members are 
members of Baptist churches, who 
have been duly accredited in 
writing by at least three memljers 
of the assembly, and accepted by 
the committee. Honorary mem- 
bers are chosen by a resolution of 
the assembly' ou the nomination of 
the committee. The assembly 
meets in London In the spring to 
receive the repor| of the committee 
and the audited accounts, to elect 
officers, committee, Sic., and for 
other business; and in the autumn 
at such place, if possible in the 
provinces, as the committee may 
arrange. To defray the necessary 
expenses of the Union an annual 
.subscription is required of each 
church, college, and society repre- 
sented in the assembly of not less 
than five shillings, and one pound 
from each association so repre- 
sented. Personal members are 
required to subscribe not less than 
ten shillings pei annum. The 
amount thus received during the 
year ending March 31st, 1879, was 
;d873 X9S. Full particulars re- 
specting the Baptist community 
throughout the United Kingdom 
will be found in the Baptist 
Handbook, published under the 
direction of the Union by Messrs. 
Vate*. and Alexander, ax, Castle- 
st, Holbom. 

The London Baptist As'* 
sociATioN is the main ot'gafti-* 
sation of the denomination in 
London. Its objects are stated 
to be “The co-operation of the 
associated churches in efibrts 0 
advance the Kingdom of Christ

Amongst the institutions con-

education to a far larger number. 
The college, which is under the 
entirely gratuitous management 
of the Rev. C. H. Spurgeon, re- 
ceived in 1877 from weekly offer- 
ings at the Tabernacle £jjB77. in 
dotations ;^4, 300 17s. 7d., and in 
collections by former students 
^38 1 i6s, ad. Also under the 
presidency of the Rev. C. H. 
Spurgeon is the ^ Stockwell Or- 
phanage^ which is purely unde- 
nominattunal in its character, and 
was founded, about twelve yeans 
ago, for the majnten.ance and 
education of destitute fatherless 
boys between the ages of .six and 
ten# The boys are selected by the 
committee, and are located in 
separate houses, under the care 
of matrons. The committee add, 
in their report, that the lads “ arc 
not distinguished by a uniform 
dress, which in so many cases 
becomes a degrading kadge of 
poverty."

decline to sell you the actual 
thing out of the window, be sure 
that the whole affair is a swindle. 
See, too, that in taking it from the 
window they do not drop it behind 
the counter and substitute one of 
the others, an ingenious little bit 
of juggling not very difficult of 
performance Another very taking 
device is the attaching to each 
article a price-label in black ink, 
elaborately altered in red to one 
twenty or fn c-and-twenty per cent, 
less. This has a very ingenuous 
air. But when the price has been 
— as it commonly has — liaised 30 
or 40 per cent, before the first 
black-ink marking, the practical 
economy is not large. Of course, 
if you do buy anything out of one 
of these shops, you w'lll take it 
with you. If you have it sent, be 
particularly careful not to pay for 
It until itarrives,and not then until 
you have thoroughly ex^ined it. 
When a shop of this kind sends 
you “patterns,** you will usually 
find a request attached not to cut 
them. Always carefully disregard 
this, keeping a small piece for 
comparison. There are, however, 
some houses where, if you at alt 
understand your business, real 
bargains are at times to be had. 
The only safe guide to these is the 
advice of some London friend per- 
sonally acquainted with the par- 
ticular shop recommended.

ISIarlEet#— This great leather, or 
rather hide marhst, lies in Woston- 
st, ten minutes* walk from the 
Surrey side of X^ondon-br. The 
neighbourhood in which it stands 
is devoted entirely to skinners and 
tanners, and- the air reeks with 
evil smells. The population is 
peculiar, and it is a sight at xa 
o’clock to see the men pouring out 
from all the works. Tbeir clothes 
are^ marked with many stains ; 
their trousers arc discoloured by 
tan ; some have apron and gaiters 
of raw hide ; and about them all 
seems to hang a scent of blood. 
The maricet Itself stamte in the 
centre of a quiet block of buildings 
cm the left baud side of Weston-st, 


the entry being through a gate- 
way. Through thi>, a hundred 
yards clown, a small square is 
reached. Most of it is roofed, 
but there is an open space in 
the centre. Under the roofing 
are huge piles of fresh hides and 
sheepskins. There is no noise or 
bustle, and but few people about. 
There are no retail purchasers, the 
sales being almost entirely marie 
to the great tanners in the neigh- 
bourhood. The warehouses round 
are all full of tanned hides; the 
yards behind the high ^ walls are 
all tanneries, with their tens of 
thousands of hides soaking in the 
pits, Aliy visitor going down to 
look at the Bermondsey hide- 
market should, if possible, procure 
beforehand an order to visit one of 
the great tanning establishments. 
Unless this be done the visit to 
the market itself will hardly repay 
the trouble of the journey, or make 
up for the unpleasantness of the 
compound of horrible smells whicli 
pervade the whole neighbourhood.

_ The want of some sort of orga- 
nization for keeping the clubs 
together, and for the regulation 
of bicycling matters generally, led 
to the formation, in 1878, of the 
Bicycle Union, Hon. Sec., R. 
Cork, I, Lombard-st, E.C, The 
objects of the association, among 
others, are declared to be “ To 
secure a fair and equitable admin- 
istration of justice as regards the 
right of bicyclists to the public 
roads. To watch the course of 
any legislative proposals in Parlia- 
ment or elsewhere affecting the 
interests of the bicycling public, 
and to make such representations 
on the subject as the occasion may 
demand.” An excellent set of re- 
commendations to riders has been 
issued by the Council of the Union, 
and it is made abundantly clear 
from the remarks by which they 
are prefaced (and which are quoted 
below) that, if the principles of the 
Union are carried out, there will 
be very little further trouble 
between the bicyclists and the 
public : 

** In placing before the general 
body of bicyclists the accompany- 
ing recommendations in reference 
to road riding, which have been 
made as concise ^ posible, the 
Council of the Union would spe- 
cially urge on every individual 
rider the desirability of extending 
to all that courtesy which he would 
have shown to himself. The pre- 
sent prejudice against bicycling 
has been partly caused (and cannot 
but be fostered and increased) by a 
disregard to the feelings of other 
passengers on the road ; and al- 
though the right of the bicyclist to 
the free use of the public highway 
should be at all times maintained, 
any needless altercation should be 
studiously avoided,” 

Bicyclists who are addicted to 
furious riding should carefullycon- 
sider the case of Taylor w, Good- 
win (reported h TfPtm of 
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March 26, 1S70), where Mr, Justice 
Mellor ^and hlr. Justice Lush, 
sitting in banco in the Queen's 
Bench Division, held that bicy- 
clists are liable to the pains and 
penalties imposed by the Furious 
Driving” Act, 5 & 6 William XV. 
c. so> s. 78, although at the time 
of the passing of the Act bicycles 
were not in existence. 

The principal races amongst 
London bicyclists take place at 
Lillie Bridge, Stamford Bridge, and 
the Alexandra and Crj’Stal Palaces, 
and a new track for bicyclists ha-* 
just been opened at the Marble 
Rink, Clapham.

Bond Street Is, next only 
to R^ent-st, the main artery be- 
tween tbo thoroughfares of 


Oxford-st and Piccadilly. It was 
once, /an exce/ience, the fashion- 
able street of London. Here the 
“ beaux ” of one period and the 
“bucla” of another strolled up and 
down, criticising the exterior of 
others, aud showing off their own. 
In those days a man was made 
or marred by the fold of his neck- 
cloth or the set of his coat, and men 
spent as much thought on their 
attire as did women. In this re- 
spect Bond-st is entirely changed ; 
it is no longer a lounge, and those 
who would see the lounger” of 
the pre«ent day must look fk>r him 
in the “Row.” Except, indeed, 
in Pall Mall, there is too much 
traffic and bustle for the lauguid 
walk which appears to^be one 
of the marked characteristics of 
“beaux” of all times and of all 
nations ; and the ghost of Brummel 
would sigh over a Bond-st occupied 
by abusy throng of foot-passengers, 
and invaded by omnibuses. As a 
fashionable street it has been 
eclipsed by Regent^st, but in point 
of high-class shops it can still hold 
its own against its younger rival, 
and it is strong in exhibitions and 
art galleries. In this respect a 
great addition has been made by 
the erection by Sir Coutts Lindsay 
of the Grosvenor Gallery, Abano- 
some building on the western side 
of the street. On the same side of 
the street are the Belgian and 
Danish Galleries, while on the 
eastern side is the Dorfi Gallery, 
devoted solely to the pictures of 
the great French artist.

of paintings and masters. To 
those more particularly interested 
in the eccfesiological aspect of 
London may be recommended 
Mackeson’s Guide to the Lon- 
don Churches and Chapels;

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Herbert Fry’s admirable little 
work, the Royad Guide to tub 
London Charities, wherein will 
be found at full len^h the nature 
and object of each institution dealt 
with, the names of its various 
officers, tlie mode in which ap- 
plication for assistance from it is 
to be made, the amount collected 
by it in the preceding year, and the 
purposes to which that amount has 
been applied. Haunted Lon- 
don (Chatto and Windus) is a 
cheap reprint of Mr. Thornbury's 
interesting work, edited by Mr. 
E. Walford, and an invaluable 
companion for those %vho care for 
something beyond the mere prac- 
tical workaday view of our some- 
what prosaic London streets. The 
Tower and the Scaffold (C. 
Kegan Paul & Co.) is a brief 
historical sketch, a little one-sided 
here and there, but interesting and 
pleasantly written, and Mr, Timbs’s 
History op Clubs and Club 
Life (Chatto and Windus), a bulky 
little volume of 530 solid pages, 
thickly interspersed with capital 
woodcuts, giv^ a mass of entertain- 
ing information on one of the most 
characteristic features of London 
life. Of guide books proper we 
have the usual three — Murray, 
Black, and Baedeker— each in 
his own i)«:uliar style doing for 
strangers in London the useful 
work he has so often done for 
Londoners elsewhere. Mr. Murray, 
in particulafj has just issued a new 
edition of his handbook, bearing 
date 1879, the revision of which, 
however, has hardly been so 
thorough as might have been 
anticipated or desired. Messrs, 
Cook provide a small sixpenny 
pamphlet for the special benefit of 
their tourists ; and Messrs. Bacon 
another at the same price for the 

E ublic at large, with two capital 
irge maps, and about a hundred 
liltleillustrations ofvarious features 
of interest scattered here and there 
throughout the book ; and, finally, 
Mr. Herbert Fry addresses him- 
self to the general public with a 
thick volume entiM London in 
x8So, and presenting the novel 
feature of a series of bird’s;eye 
views from vsurious central points, 
such as London-br, looking S., the 
Poultry, loolcing E., the Criterion, 
looking W. , and so forth. Messirs. 
Nelson ana Co., on the other 
hand, provide us with a tmittber 
of little volumes of the desbris- 
tive And pictorial class, one 
to lithls^raplife illustra- 
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lions of the principal places pf 
interest at the West End, with brief 
historical and descriptive para- 
graphs ; another with effectively 
executed coloured illustration)!, of 
picturesque and interesting locali- 
ties near London, and so forth. 
Dickens’s Dictionary op the 
Th.vmes does for the river 
From Oxford to the Nore ” 
what Dickens’s Dictionary 
of London has done for the 
metropolis. Its object is ** To give 
practical information to oarsmen, 
anglers., yachtsmen, and others 
directly interested in the river; 
to serve as a guide to the numer- 
ous strangers who annually visit 
the principal places on its banks ; 
to furnish a book of reference for 
residents ; as well && to provide in 
a concise form a useful handbook 
for those conected with the port of 
London and its trade*" Racing 
men, boating men, naturalists, 
scientists, anglers, and idlers, vril! 
all alike find their tastes and in- 
terests specially consulted, whilst 
the collector of curiosities of 
literature will be agreeably sur- 
prised by the space devoted 
to the epitaphs of more or 
less eccentricity, culled from the 
numerous churchyards along the 
river bank, which fortns one of the 
most prominent features of the 
work. Messrs. Taunt & Co. also 
publish a capital little Pocket 
Guide to the Thames. 'JThe 
Tourist’s Guide Round About 
London (Edward Stanford, Cha- 
ring ►J*) deals generally with the 
historical, architectural, archaeo- 
logical, and picturesque aspect of 
the environs within a circle of la 
miles. It does not, however, 
confine itself strictly within those 
limits, outlines of a few walking 
excursions being given to places 
such as Hatfield, Windsor,

Botanic Society (Boyal) 
of Loncton, inner Circle, Re- 
gent’s-pk. — Candidates for ad- 
mission to the society must be 
proposed by 3 Fellows of the 
society, and elected by ballot. 
Persons elected Fellows pay an 
admission fee of jSs SS., and an 
annual contribution of jCa 2$,, or 
one sum of ;C^6 53., which pay- 
ment includes the admission fee, 
and exempts from all further 
contributions. The widows or 
the -widowers of deceased Fellows, 
upon being themselves elected 
Fellows, are exempted from tlie 
admission fee.

This society was incorporated in 
1839 by a royal charter granted to 
several noblemen and gentlemen 
for the “ Promotion of Botany in 
all its branches, and its appKca-* 
tion to Medicine, Arts, and Manu- 
factures, and also for the forma- 
tion of extensive Botanical and 
Ornamental Gardens within the 
immediate vicinity of the Metro- 
polis,” The gardens of the society 
comprise the whole of the inner 
circle of the Regent‘s-pk., held 
under a Crown lease, terminating 
in the year 1901 : and comprise an 
ornamental park-Kke promenade 
of nearly ao acres, an ornamental 
piece of water, a winter garden, 
covering about 20,000 feet of 
ground, hothou^, and a tank 
for uropical plants, collections of 
medico-botanical, economic, and 
other plants ana trees, arranged 
in the order of their natural affini- 
ties in the open ground, a library 
of botanical works, and amuseum, 
so that copious illustrations are 
provided for professors, students, 
and artists in aid of their respec- 
tive pursuits. Botanical lectures, 
free to visitors to the gardens, are 
gfven at 4 o’clock on Fridays in

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Bricabrac*— In I^ondon, as 
everywhere else, the bricabrac 
hunter and collector of works of 
art must very ^efiilly bear in mind 
the -Old maxim, caveat ew^ter. 
While among the London dealers 
in such gooefe there are many most 
respectable and trustworthy men, 
there are many of quite a different 
class; and, unfortunately, as a 
rule, the i>ower of discriminating 
between tnem is only to be obtained 
by, possibly disastrous, experience. 
Let the buyer, to begin with, bear 
in mind that there are only three 
courses open to him, if he would 
buy vrith satisfaction to himself and 
credit to his collection. The first 
and simplest, as well as the rarest, 
is that he shall go to market tho- 
roughly understanding what he is 
about ; the second, which is occa- 
sionally dangerous, is to trust to a 
well-informed friend ; and the thirds 
is to know where to find a straight- 
forward dealer in what he wants 
who will treat him well and openly. 
In the last case it is well not to 
pretend to any more knowledge 
than you may actually possess. 
The expert will infallibly find you 
out, and the temptation to t^e 
advantage of you will be im- 
measurably inarmed.

OSes* Commencing with the 
ighest up-stream they run as 
follows : Chelsea, Grosvenor (rail- 
way), Vauxhall, Lambeth, West- 
minster, Charing 4* (railway and 
foot), Waterloo, Blackfriars, Alex- 
andra (railway), Southwark, Can- 
non-St (railway), and London* 
the lowest at present across 
the river ; each of which, together 
with the Tower Subway, will be 
found under its proper alphabetical 
heading.

On Mon. and 
Sat. all the galleries are thrown 
open; on Tu. and Th. all ex- 
cept the natural history collec- 
tions (then reserved for students); 
on Wed. and Fri. all except the 
antiquities on the upper floor and 
the rest of the department of 
Greek and Roman antiquities (set 
apart on those days for flne-art 
students)* The hours of admission 
are from to (Sat. 12) all the year 
round, in Tanuaiy, February, 
November, December, till 4 ; 
March* April, September, Oc- 
tober, till 5 ; and May to August 
till 6 , On Mon, and Sat. from 
May 8 till the middle of July till 
8, and onwards till the end of 
August till 7. This variety in the 
hours of opening is due to the 
necessity ofclosing at dusk. The 
galleries are not artificially lighted; 
experiments have, however, been 
tried in the readinjg-room -with the 
electric light, whtch will be con- 
tinued in the winter months. Admis- 
sion to the reading-room (for study 
and copying), to the department of 
prints and drawings (for the same), 
to the sculpture galleries (to draw 
from statues and busts), to the

presented by George IV., remark- 
able productiot^ of the printing- 
presses of Europe and Asia), In 
the same library an Exhibition 
OF Drawings by Turner, Cox, 
Girtin, Cozens, Mtiller, and Cana- 
letto, Henderson bequest, 1878; 
of engraved Portraits, historical 
Prints and Playing-cards ; and of 
the choicest Medals in the national 
cabinet, with electrotypes of the 
finest ancient Coins, On the left 
you have the Roman Gallery 
(Busts of Emperors, Roman an- 
tiquities found in England); three 
Oileco • Roman Galleries 
(sculptures of the Greek senool, 
found chiefly in Italy, including 
the Townley, ;)£^2o,qoo, Payne- 
Kniglit, valued with other an- 
tiquities at ;C'do,ooo, bequeathed ;

On the 
floor above are the galleries con- 
taining the sm^ler objects of an- 
tiquity : Egyptian mummies, em- 
balmed animals, coffins, sepulchral 
ornaments, representations of divi- 
nities in gold, silver, and porcelain; 
furniture, ivories, bronzes, vases, 
dresses, weapons, and tools. The 
Glass Collections : Slade and 
Temple cabinets ; Egyptian, Phoe- 
nician, Roman, Anglo-Saxon, Ve- 
netian, French, German, Dutch, 
and Spanish examples ; Christian 
glass, Witt Collection; illus- 
trating the bath of the ancients ;

England cabinets. Lastly are the 
Natural History collections, the 
removal of which to the elegant 
terra-cotta building in the Crom- 
well-rd, near the South Kensing- 
ton Museum, designed by Mr- 
Alfred Waterhouse, will be com- 
menced this summer. It will be 
sufficient to say that they at pre- 
sent 0une) occupy the remainder 
of the upper floor of the British 
hluseum ; that the EootOGiCAL 
Collections comprise, in large 
part, the specimens brought to- 
gether by Sir Hans Sloaiie, 
mammals, &c. ; Colonel Montagu, 
ornitholo^; Hardwicke, Indian 
animals ; Hodgson, mammals and 
birds ; Varrell, fishes; Ross aitd 
Belcher, antarctic specimens ;

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are societies established for the 
pu^se of raising by subscription 
a fund for making advances to 
their members by way of mortgage 
upon security of freehold, copy- 
hold, or leasehold property, repay- 
able by periodical instalments. 
The first society on record was 
the Greenwich Building Society, 
founded in the year 1809, From 
that time until 1836 severm existed. 
In the latter year the Act of 6 & 
7 William IV. c. 3a, was passed 
for the purpose of affording 
these societies encouragement and 
protection, and this Act continues 
to r^ulate all societies established 
previous to 1874, and not re- 
gistered under the Act passed in 
that year. In 1874 the Act of 37 
& 38 Viet., c. 42, was passed 
which not only governs those 
established after the passing^of 
the Act, but also all the then exist- 
ing societies which should re^ster 
themselves under its provisions. 
This statute confers various powers 
upon building societies, treats 
them as bodies coiporate having a 
common seal; and declares the 
liability of merabem to be limited 
in respect of any ^bare upon which 
no advance has been made to the 
amount already paid or in arrear 
on such share, and Sn respect of 
any share upon which an advance 
has been made, to the amount 
payable under any mortgage to 
the society. Since 1836, it is 
estimated tliat building societies 
have enabled more tlian 100,000 
persons to become proprietors 
of houses or land. They are 
especially advantageous in the 
case of membem purchasing the 
houses of which they are tenants, 
such memhem applying the rents 
in repayment of the advance, and 
thus converting rent into capital, 
Ve^ little liability attaches to the 
society on account of any depre- 
ciation in the value of any pro- 
|>erty, as the mortgage securities 
are constantly improving as every 
instalment is paid. Members 
have the advantage of knowing 
before they commence negocia- 
tions the exact amount they will 
have to pay for legal and survey 
charges, for whitm a moderate 
scale is always provided and set 
forth in the rules. 

Building societies may be divi- 
ded into three clashes, via. t (a) 
Pernianent ; (b) Terminating ; and 
(4 Bowkett and StarrtBowkett 
societies. 

f*) Pcttnaiaettl: societies consist 


of two classes of members, viji. J 
investing and borrowing. Invest- 
ing members take shares, Which 
can either be paid up in full or 
by^ periodical payments, interest 
being allowed in the meantime. 
Borrowing members secure the 
amount borrowed by way of mort- 
gage, the same being repayable by 
periodical instalments extending 
over a fixed period of years. 

Amongst the principal societies 
of this class may be mentioned 
the following, viz. : Athenaeum, 
Birkbeck, Carlton, Liberator, 
Monarch, Planet, Reliance, Stan- 
dard, Sun, and Temperance. 

(b) Terminating societies consist 
of members making a periodical 
subscription during the existence 
of the society, the object being to 
continue the society until every 
member shall have had an advance. 
When the subscriptions amount to a 
sufficient sum to be advanced, the 
amount is lent to one of the mem- 
bers upon mortgage, who. then 
pays an increased subscription so 
long as the society lasts. The 
chief difference betxyeen these and 
permanent societies is that in these 
societies all the members inust 
join at the same time, or on join- 
ing afterwards will be required tp 
make a back payment equal to the 
subscriptions from the commence- 
ment of the society. No member 
can with certainty calculate how 
long the society will last, or how 
long he will have to subscribe J but 
in permanent societies, member- 
ship may commence and cease at 
any time, 

(<r) Bowkett and Start-BowkeU 
societies are also terminating so- 
cieties, and differ but little from 
those last mentioned. They were 
originated by Dr. Bowkett, and 
have been improved upon by Mr. 
Starr. Each of the members of 
these societies subscribes a weel^ 
sum, and when an amount sum- 
cient for an appropriation has been 
received a ballot or sale takesplade, ’ 
and the member obtaining the ap- 
propriation secures the repayment 
of the amount without interest, b^jc 
way of mortgage, by periodical 
instalments extended over loer r# 
years.

GAimoii Street is one of the 
greatest of the improvements which 
Have been efiected in modern 
London. It is a noble thorough- 
fare of great width, leading from 
St. Paul’s Churchyard to the end 
of King William«st. Its construc- 
tion has relieved Cheapside of the 
greater part of the heavy traffic.

Victoria-st runs 
diagonally across Cannon-st. la 
the wall of St. Swithin’s Church, 
opposite the S.E. Stn.j will be 
found that curious relic of old 
London, called London^ Stone* 
In the Roman days distances 
were measured from this point. 
The various narrow streets running 
between Cannon-st and Cheapside 
contain many of the most im- 
portant warehouses and firms of 
the City. The locality is specially 
affected by firms connected with 
the trades in cotton and other 
textile fabrics.

Savoy.— Still a Chapel Royal, 
bemg the property of the Crown 
in connection with the Duchy of 
Lancaster. There are many quaint 
brasses and monuments in the 
chapel, but the days of embank- 
ments, of new streets, and great 
buildings have robbed the Savoy 
©fits chief charm. An old brass, 
long missing from the chapel, was 
birought to light some time 
ago, and is now placed in the 
chancel, embedded in a Hock of 
marble. A curious and Interesting 
pictures third part «B**a Trip- 
tych ’’•—I is now placed in the 
oh^l by the side of the font.

solitudes of the Savoy, that he was 
only some fifty yards from the 
rush and strife of the busiest

Whitehall, — The Chapel 
Royal at Whitehall is all that re- 
mains of the old Palace, and was 
adapted from the Banqueting 
House designed by Inigo Jones. 
Service is performed here on Sun- 
days, but, except on one day in 
the year, there is nothing peculiar 
to note in connection with the 
chapel. On the Thursday pre- 
ceding Good Friday the distribu- 
tion of the Roym Bounty, or 
“Maundy Money,” to a number 
of old men and women corre- 
sponding to the age of the Sove- 
reign, takes place here* The pro- 
cession on the occasion is one of 
the quaintest relics of old-fashioned 
Court ceremonial to be seen in 
London. The royal gifts are 
brought into the chapel by the 
Yeomen of the Guard on a William 
and Mary salver, and axe then 
deposited in front of the Royal 
Closet, which is usually occupied 
by some of the Royal Family. A 
special service is held on the oc- 
casion, and at certain intervals the 
gifts are distributed. They consist 
of sums of money, shoes and stock- 
ings, woollen and linen clothes, 
purses, &c.

Cross is a position 
rather than a place^ and may be 
described as the triangular piece 
of roadway where Farliament-st 
runs into the S. side of Trafalgar- 
sq.

A line 
drawn N. and S. through it may 
be said to separate the London 
of pleasure and fashion from 
that of work and business. Of 
the original cross no vestige re- 
mains, not even a stone to mark 
where it stood. It stands repro- 
duced in front of the Charing 
Hotel, And one qiumot but regret 


tliat so beautiful an object should 
be placed there, instead of in the 
centre of the wide roadway looking 
down Parliament-st.— vSVtf 
Trafalgar-sq.) 

Chmins Crom Birl4go 
standsonthesiteoftheold Hunger- 
ford Suspension-bridge, which was 
removed in 1863 to Clifton. The 
lower parts of the two brick piers,

Chartohoilse,--> Originally 
founded in 1371 by Sir Walter de 
IManny as a Carthusian convent, 
the London Charterhouse rapidly 
grew in wealth and importance, 
until the Dissolution brought about 
the end of all such institutions, and 
the monks had to seek such shelter 
as theycould find elsewhere, Henry 
preventing their money from trou- 
bling their minds by kindly taking 
charge of it himself. The Priory 
of the Charterhouse after this 


passed through various hands, 
more or less unworthy, until it 
came into the possession of the 
family of the Dukes of Norfolk, 
from whom it was bought by that 
Thomas Sutton with whose name 
is imperishably connected. Of 
in ancient Lincolnshire family^ and 
educated at Eton and Cambndge, 
Sutton became in course of time a 
great coal owner, and naturally 
amassed considerable wealth. 
Childless and a widower in his old 
age, he determined to devote his 
fortune to the foundation of a 
hospital for the maintenance of old 
men. and for the education of poor 
children, and, after buying the 
Charterhottse, obtained letters 
mtent for his foundation in x6xx. 
Shortly afterwards Sutton died,and 
the usual edifying wrangling and 
robbery over the i^ious founder’s 
will set in. The heir-at-law, Lord 
Bacon, and King James, all had 
their turn, and it is difficult to un- 
derstand how ihehospital ever came 
to do any good at all. The 
hiSitory of the hospital is the history 
most largely endowed alms- 
houses. A good deal was done for 
Itie officers as the property im- 
proved in value, and not much for 
he poor brethren, and the usual 
scandals went on until they could 
bo tolerated no longer. Then came 
reform, and the condition of the old 
gentlemen was much ameliorated. 
The poor brothers are eighty in 
, number, and receive, each, ;^36 a 
year with rooms rent ftee, and are 
I somHew^t moitrnfully clad in black 
^ ekaks. There is a good deal of 
efeapei^mg, with asystem offices 
of a rather objectionable eort, and 
ifc ihay be doubted whether the 
pensioners are always of the class 


intended to be benefited under 
Sutton’s will. Colonel Newcomc 
was a poor brother, as all the world 
knows, and lus memory sheds im- 
perishable lustre on the aged 
eighty. The buildings of the 
Charterhouse, more especially the 
chapel which contains the superb 
tomb of the founder, are well worth 
inspection, and permission to view 
them is readily granted. 

CharterlioxLse ScHool.— 

One of the old London foundations 
which has been wise enough to re- 
move into the country. The build- 
ings formerly occupied by the 
school are now in the occupation 
of the Merchant Taylors’ School, 
and Charterhouse School itself is 
located at Godaiming. 

Cheapside. — Cheapside re- 
mains now what it was five centuries 
ago, the greatest thoroughfare in 
the City of London* Here the 
two great arteries of Oxford-st 
and Holborn and of the Strand and 
Fleet-st from the west, and of 
Bishopsgale and Leadenhall/rom 
the east, together with a mighty 
stream of traffic from Moprgate on 
the north and Kang William-st 
on the south, are all united, and 
the great flow of traffic is constantly 
blocked and arrested by the cross 
tide setting in from Southwark-br 
up Queen-st. In its importance 
as a place of trade It has de- 
cayed. The great wholesale houses 
are in Cannon-st, or in the narrow 
lanes which run right and left 
from Cheapside, and the bright 
displays made by the Flemish 
merchants, the great traders 
of Genoa, and the cunning 
artificers of Milan are gone. 
Sir John Bennett stands at thehead 
of the watchmakers of Cheapside, 
and his clodc, with moveable 
figures which strike the ^chimes 
and hours, is one of the sights of 
the place. Bow Church, with im 
projecting clock looldng up and 
down the street, is one of the few 
relics of the Cheapside of the past. 
Until lately the Poultry con- 
tained many houses of consider- 
able antiquity, but it was at last 
felt that the narrow gut of this lane 
was an intolerable nuisance in the 
face of the enormously increasing 
ti:affic, and the whole of the 
northern side of Cheapside, from 
King-st to the corner of Princcs- 
st, has now been ftirown back, 
to the immense convehience of 
and to the adyantage of 
Cheapside in general by the open 


view now given of the Royal Ex- 
change and adjoining buildings. 
From Cheapside, King-st kadss 
up to tlie Guildhall, Cheap- 
side is always crowded, alway* sx 
wonder to strangers and foreigncis,, 
but the best time to see it is either 
at 9 a.m,, when the great tide of 
traffic is flowing into the City, or 
between $ and 7 p.m., when tho 
offices and warehouses are closinj:;, 
and the tens of thousands of busi- 
ness men are off again to their 
homes. The su-an9:er will be par- 
ticularly struck with the absence 
of women from the moving cremvd 
in Cheapside, and indeed generally 
in the City. In the evening the pro- 
portion is larger than it is during 
the day, for the hands from the great 
bonnet and mantle warehouses .-ires 
then pouring out; hut at oUier 
times there is scarcely a woman to» 
be seen to every hundred men. 

Glielsea Hosipital is one of 
the most interesting sights of 
London. It was built byCharles X L 
from the designs of Sir ChrLtopher 
Wren. The foundation stcffie was 
laid in 163^ by the king himself, 
and the building was completed in 
1690, It is generally supposed 
that it was Nell Gwynnes in- 
fluence with the king which caused 
him to establish this splendid 
haspital for old soldiers. It is 
built of deep red brick with stone 
facings, and consists of two quad- 
rangles and a grand central court 
open on the side facing the river. 
In the dining hall and chapel 
are battle fia|5 taken by the 
British Army in all parts of the 
world. The public are admitted 
to see these halls, and can albo be 
shown over the wards. The hos- 
pital is of great Jnterest from its 
t’radition and history, and still 
more so from its qmet and old- 
world appearance. Walkingamong 
its silent courts it is difficult to 
believe that one is in the heart 
of London.

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Chess Clubs*— What may be 
termed the coffee-house epoch ia 
the history of Chess in England 
ended ia the year i8io with the 
establishment of the London Chess 
Cltth, where members met for play 
in a private room in Cornhili. 
For some sixteen yeais afterv-ards 
it was the only association of the 
hind in London, and being sup- 
ported chiefly by City merchants 
and menibers* of the Stock Ex- 
change, who played chess in the 
middle of the day, it waspiactically 
closed to amateurs whobc occupa- 
tions or pursuits were not of the 
City,** or whose only leisure was 
to be found^ in the evenings. It 
had other disadvantages from^ the 
ordinary amateur's point of view, 
not the least of which was that 
the members comprised a host of 
experts in the science of chess, 
giants in whose company the tyro 
of the period was much more 
Hkety to be awed than edified. 
There was no chess club at the 
West end of the town at this 
period, hut accommodation for 
players was provided in numerous 
coffee-houses where “Monsieur’* 
and “ Hejfr,” who since the first 
French Revolution have been al- 
ways with US, dispensed instruedon 
at such charges os their modest 
requirements suggested. In 1823 
a West End cliess club was esta- 
blished, with special rooms, &c., at 
the Farcy Coffee House in Rath- 
bone-pl. The members met for 
play at seven in the evening, sat 
down to a hot supper at tea— it 
was fifty year.s ago— and broke up 
at l^lf-past eleven. Murphy, a 
miniature painter of note at that 
time, became a member of this 
club soon after it<> foundation, and 
introduced to the members the 
greatest jplayer of the period— 
William Lewis. Lewis was then 
a merchant’s clerk, and, after the 
d<?ath of Sarmtt, the strongest 
chess-player Jn England. He 
won the admiration of the Percy 
Chess Club by beating their best 
player at the odds of a rook. In 
tSas the Percy; Chess Club was 
closed, and Lewis opened subscrip- 
tion rooms in St. Martin’s-Ia, 
where he was patronised by acaily 
afi the be-*£ players in London: 
Alexander Matdonnell, siibsc- 
gtteady \hf famous rival of La 
John Cocluane, the 
pgiiit Itd^^ player that ap- 
it t!|« oaess arena ; Richard 
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and Hints for Chess Players and 
Anglers " (illustrated by Stanfield); 
Bohn, the bookseller ; and Pratt, 
of Lincoln’s-inO, the author of a 
book on chess, which was described 
by Professor ABen, of Philadelphia, 
as a marvellous mixture of “School- 
master’s English and Johnsonese.” 
These rooms were closed in 1827, 
through the failure of Lewis. The 
London Chess Club still prospered ; 
and it was not until the year 1832 
that a rival association appeared 
upon the scene. Early in that 
yearthefamousWestminstei Chess 
Club was opened in a room upon 
the first floor of a coffee-house in 
Bedford-st, Covent-gdn, kept by 
one Huttman, The new club 
was immediately sujccessful, and 
under its auspices was played the 
celebrated match between West- 
minster and Paris in 1834. The 
club was temporarily dissolved in 
183s, and was reorganised in the 
same year, the members meeting 
in Mr. Ries’s drawing-room a{> 
joining the Divan in the Strand, of 
which establidiment that gentle- 
man was the proprietor. Here 
Howard Staunton, for many years 
the champion chess-player of Eng- 
land, maae his fimt appearance, 
and here were played the games 
in his match with Popert. In 1840 
the Westminster Chess Club was 
again dissolved— the ^ City Club 
still prospering— but it was once 
more revived by Staunton, and the 
meetings were held in Cnarles-st, 
off the Haymarkct. Its career 
was brief, however, and it w’as 
finally dosed in 1843. In the same 
yt‘ar a new chess club at the West 
End was formed, at Beattie’s Hotel, 
George-st, Cavendu>h-sq, and was 
called after ^ the name of the 
street in which im first meetings 
were held, the St. George’s Chess 
Club. Beattm’s Hotel w'as closed 
in the following year, and the 
St. George's removed to new 
quarters at the Polytechnic, 
Here was played tlie first Inter- 
national Chess Tournament in 
1S51, and here the club remained 
until the end of 1834, when it 
became associated with the iCaven- 
dlsh, a newly formed dub in Re- 
gcnt-s£, and soon afterwards moved 
to the hou-so formerly Crocfcford’.s, 
in .St. James’s-st, then called the 
WeHiuglon. In the year 1837 the 
St. tjcorge’b removed to its present 
quaUisrs, Palace-chambers, King- 
st, bi. James's. Meamvu%, m 
jSs?, a club w 5 riibformedmthb City, 
under the litfii of the City of 


London Chess Club, by a few 
amateurs of little note at the time. 
This association has since been 
strengthened by the accession of 
all the foremost English player^, 
and is now, in point of numberb, 
and the chess force and public re- 
pute of its members, the strongest 
chess club in the world. In r866, 
a chess club reviving the name of 
the “Westminster,” whose history 
we have recounted, was formed by 
a number of influential amateurs, 
but it ceased to exist as a chess 
club in 1875, when it was dissolved 
and reconstituted under the name 
of the Junior Portland as a whist 
club.

East of Cheyne- 
walk are the gardens of the 
Apothecaries’ Company, with 
their famous cedars, which are 
considered as among the oldest 
and finest in the country.

Chops and Steal£B»— It is 

only recently that a great supersti- 
tion as to chops and steaks has been 
exploded. It was for. very many 
years a popular delusion that west 
of FIcet-st chops and steaks could 
not be had — or, at all events, could 
only be had in a very inferior 
style. The West End chop or 
steak, it is true, was for a long 
time difficult to come at, and, as a 
rule, exceedingly bad when you 
got it, although the grill-loving 
Londoner was even then able to 
go to Stone’s Jn Panton-st with a 
tolerable certainty of finding what 
he wanted. This house, which 
dates from the beginning of the 
century, and has long been well 
knowm to literary London, still 
holds its ovim, although grills have 
of late years grown up round it in 
all directions. The Inns of Court 
Hotel, the Criterion, the Gaiety, 
the Royal Aquarium, the Cafe 
Royal in Regent-st, the St. 
James’s Hall, the “^olborn,” 
and the “Horseshoe” restaurants, 
and many of Spiers and Pond's 
railway refreshment-rooms make a 
specialty of their grills, and the 
foreign reader of the Dictionary 
who wishes to try this peculiarly 
English form Of meal can be re- 
commended to any of these places. 
The City itself absolutely swarms 
with chop-houses, and it is only 
possible here to say that anywhere 
about Finch-la and Comhill the 
grill business is thoroughly well 
understood and well done. Between 


the City proper and the West End 
is the “Cheshire Cheese,” Wine 
Ofiice-ct, Fl€et««t, one of the old 
fashioned chop-houses, specially 
famous for a rump-steak pudding 
on Saturday afternoons. Another 
old style of chop-house is the Cock, 
at 20Z, Fleet-st, immortalised many 
years ago by the Port laureate, 
and still retaining many of its old 
characteristics.

vantages of the institution. The 
fom of presentation is to be ob- 
tained from the individual governor 
presenting; and the child’s name 
in full is to be inscribed therein in 
the handwriting of such governor, 
with a statement of his conscien- 
tious belief that the child so pre- 
sented is a proper object for ad- 
mission into this hospital. It is 
particularly requested that per- 
sons who are in no real need of 
assistance from a charitable foun- 
dation like this hospital will refrain 
from importuning the governors 
for presentations, or seeking the 
admission of their children into 
the hospital.

The election of 
members is vested in the committee. 
The names of candidates shall be 
put up for election m the order in 
which they appear in the book of 
candidates, excepting those of 
members of either House of Parlia- 
ment, and of others who, in the 
opinion of the committee, have 
rendered special services to the 
Liberal cause, to whom precedence 
shall be given. The political busi- 
ness of the club is conducted by a 
political council, the members of 
\\ hich are elected at general meet- 
ings of the club. A life member 
pays £^05 \ but only a limited 
number of life members will be ad- 
mitted. For an ordinary member 
the entr^ce fee is ;^2r, with a 
subscription of ;^io los- A country 
member, who has no residence or 
office within fifty miles of London^ 
pays an eptrance fee of ;^io los,, 
and a subscription of £6 6s.

Municipality of the City originally 
exercised jurisdiction over London 
proper, but the town has so out- 
grown its original limits that the 
Corporation is now entirely sur- 
rouncied by rival powers, and may 
be called in in 

imferio. The City is divided into 
wards, each of which returns a 
member of the Upper House or 
Aldermen, and again into precincts, 
returning the members of the Com- 
mon Council or House of Com- 
mons. The Lord Mayor, who 
during his year of office is the 
constitutional king of the City, is 
nominally elected by the members 
of the Livery, but, as a matter of 
fact, is chosen from the mem- 
bers of the Court of Aldermen 
in rotation. Occasionally an ex- 
tremely popular Lord Mayor is 
re-electea for a second term of 
office, and instances have been 
known where a still longer lease 
of power has been granted; on 
the other hand, the alderman first 
on the rota has been passed over 
and a junior preferred. The Lord 
Mayor exerdses high judicial 
functions as chief nmgistrate of 
the City. The City has from rime 
hninemorial ehjo^ the great 
pririlege of appointing its own 


judicial functionaries, and many 
higlily distinguished lawyers luv 
figured on the roll of the J-L 
corders of the City of Lon. ' 
The Sheriffs of London ar 
Sheriffs of the county of Middle 
and are elected by the Livery 
The City has its own police, and 
the Livery possesses many privi- 
leges conferred and confirmed by 
a series of royal charters, of which 
they are properly tenacious. With- 
in the boundaries of the City the 
Corporation has taxing powers* 
notably in the case of coal and 
wine dues. It is difficult to attain 
to any exact knowledge of the man- 
ner in which the civic revenues 
are expended, but, although it is 
quite possible that a more economi- 
cal system of expenditure might be 
adopted, the vast sums of money 
disbursed of late years in improve- 
ments of great public advantage, 
such as the Holborn Viaduct, the 
great meat and poultry market in 
fcsmithfield, &c., speak volumes in 
favour of the public spirit of the 
Corporation. The official palace 
of the Lord Mayor is the Mansion 
House, the head-quarters of thf. 
Corporation are at the Guildhall 
In the Guildhall also is thr 
magnificent library, which is op< . i* 
free and without restriction da ( 
from 10 till 9. It contains some 
60,000 volumes of books of all 
sorts, except on theology, law, 
and divinity, and, as a specialty, 
of books on London. The library 
was opened in 1873, and has been 
used by more than a million and a 
half of readers since that time. 
The numbers for 1879 were 325,423, 
as against 293,67* in the proewag 
year. Amongst the noteworthy 
institutions which are supported 
by the Corporation may be men- 
tioned the Freemen’s Orphan 
School, in which *so children of 
both sexes, admitted on the nomi- 
nation of members of the Com- 
mon Council are maintained, 
educated, and clothed free of cost, 
A sum of £4^000 is annually ap- 
propriated to this object.

The object of the 
school is to furnish a liberal and 
useful education to the sous of 
persons engaged in professions or 
trades, without the necessity of 
removing them from the personal 
care and control of their parents.

Clare IMDorRet lies at the 
western side of JLincoln's-inn, on 
ground once occupied by the 
monastery of St. Clare, It is a 
market without a market -home ; 
a collection of streets and lanes, 
where the shops are tenanted by 
butchers, greengrocers, &c., and 
where the roadways are crowded 
with costermongers’ carts, and the 
kerbs and kennms with stalls where 
nearly everything is vended. To 
see Clare Market at its best, it is 
needful to go there on Saturday 
evening; then the narrow lanes 
are crowded, the butchers* shops 
are ablaze with gas-lights flaring 
in the air, and the shouting of the 
salesman and costermonger is at 
its loudest. Nowhere in London 
is a poorer population to be found 
than that which is contained in 
this Quadrangle, fonned by the 
Strand^ Catherine-$t, Long Acre, 
and Lincoln’s -inn and the New 
Law Courts. Here herrings or 
mackerel, as the season may be, 
are sold at marvehosly low 
prices; while the vegetables, 
equally cheap, art fresh ana 
excellent in quality. The din and 
bustle last ml nudnight, and it is 

faces and Istea to the conversation 
of people hargsuti-hunting in this 
market. 
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Oleopatra^ Keedle stands 
on the Victoria Embankment. 
Tbis^ famous monolith of red 
jrranite, irom Alexandrioj origi- 
nally stood at Heliopolis, and 
presented to this country by 
biehemet AH in 1819. No ministry 
was bold euough to face the difli- 
cully and expense of transporting 
it across the Bay of Biscay, and 
for iminy years it lay half buried by 
sand at Alexandria, at the foot of 
its still erect si 'terji which, according 
to some people, is the real origi- 
nal Cleopatra’s Needle. In the 
Alexandrian sand the English 
obelisk would probably have 
remained until the end of time (if, 
indeed, the British tourist had not 
carried it away piecemeal in the 
form of relics) but for the public 
spirit of Mr. Erasmus Wilson and 
Hr. John Dixon, the well-known 
civil engineer. Mr. Wilson put 
down ;^io,ooo for the expenses of 
transport, and Mr. John Dixon 
imdertook to deliver the monument 
in the Thames for that sum on the 
principle of “no cure, no pay”*— 
no obelisk, no ;^jo,qoo. A special 
cylinder boat was designed, in 
which the needle tvas encased, and 
Justified hlr. Dixon’s expectations 
by making good weather of it until 
it became unmanageable and un- 
tenantable in a heavy gale in the 
Bay of Biscay. Abandoned by 
the steamer which had it in tow, 
after the sacrifice of six Jives in 
a last gallant attempt to save the 
Cleopatra, few people doubted that 
the Needle would Imd its last rest- 
ing-place ai the bottom of the sea. 
Eortunately a passing steamer 
succeeded m securing it, and towed 
it into Ferroi;( whence it was safely 
transferred to its present site. 
Much ingenuity was shown in the 
machinery designed for its erection, 
the difhcuUies of which will readily 
be understood when it is stated 
that the obelisk is over 68 feet 
In height, and weighs 180 tons.

In one of the reception rooms is 
a cartoon by Mr. Wm. Beverley, 
representing a young apprentice 
saving a maiden from drowning 
in the river Thames. The lad’s 
name was Osborne. His gallantly 
brought him the favour of his 
master, who took him into part- 
nership, and gave him the rescued 
daughter for awife. Osborne was 
the ancestor of the present Duke 
of Leeds. Samuel Pepys was a 
member of the Clothworkers’ Com- 
pany, and gave it a silver loving- 
cup. The free schools belonging 
to the comimny are in the Isle of 
Man, and at Sutton Valence.

Coaebing Clubs ana 
Road Goaebes.— The Benson 
Driving Club, established in i8ojr 
and broken up in 1854, consisting 
of twenty-five members,^ was the 
last of the old coaching^ clubs 
known to the past generation, as 
the Four Horse Club, which was 
organised a year later, expired in 
1826, and the Richmond Driving 
Club did not last long. In 1856, 
however, the late Mr. Morritt .sue-* 


which soon was found to be too 
exclusive for the growing taate for 
the road, and in 1870 Mr. Geoige 
Goddard and a few other gentle- 
men laid the foundation of the 
Coaching Club, which On its first 
appearance in Hyde*pk, turned 
out tiventy-two drags, and last 
year the list of members (confined 
to loo) was full, with many aspi- 
rants on the books* Both clubs 
meet twice a year, generally ae 
the Magaaine in Hyde - pfe i the 
Four-in-hand Club’s first meet‘ 
being always the Wednesday be- 
fore the Derby, and the other 
gathering fiixea later on. Tb^ 
clubs have no habitation or abdle 
but drive from their meets to dine 
or Itmch at Greenwich, Richmond, 
the Alexandra and Paiacest, 

or elsewhere: and the want of 
some congenial rendesifvous m 0 
felt so mm thht in ^874 
Fumival opened the R^d Club 



in Park-place, and Mr* Hurman 
^ordy followed suit at loo, Picca- 
dHly, where “ The Badminton '* is 
now established, with every luxuiy 
for its hahituis^ and capital 
stabling for fifty horses. The 
Road Club keeps a coach for 
the use of its members during the 
season, and the Badminton^ has 
always one or two teams with a 
coach, break, <&c,, in the yard. 
The Duke of Beaufort is president 
of both these clubs, as he also is of 
the Four-in-hand and Coaching 
Clubs. The ‘‘Brighton Age 
being taken off the road in 1862, 
there were no stage coaches 
running out of London until the 
sprihg of iSdd, from which date 
the present revival of road coach- 
ing must date, when “The Old 
Times” commenced the new era 
on the same road ; and each year 
since there has been a steady 
increase, until in 187s there were 
eleven coaches starting from the 
“ White Horse Cellars, in Picca- 
dilly, and last season there Were 
fifteen ; while the following (and 
probably more) will run during the 
ensuing season, viss., from about 
the end of April to the autumn, 
e-xcept “ The Virginia Water, ’ 
which runs all the year round. 
“ The Virginia Water,’’ hlr. Selby, 
pro|>rietor and coachman, leaves 
during the summer months at X0.4S 
a.m., and gets back at 6,30 p.m., 
giving the passengers two hours and 
a quarter for luncheon and inspec- 
tion of the beautiful lake, &c. ; in 
the winter the times are changed 
to 10.30 a.m,. out,_ and 5 p.m. back 
again. Major Dixon, Mr. Seeker, 
Capt Knatchbullj &c., are also oc- 
casionally seen driving this coach. 
“The Guildford,” with Mr. Walter 
Shoolbredsole proprietor this year, 
with Tonx Thorogood for his pro- 
fessional, leaves Hatchett's at 
xt a.m., and returns to Piccadilly 
at 7 p.m. “ The Windsor,” with 
Messrs. Greenall, H. Bailey, and 
Sir Thomas Peyton, as proprietors, 
Harry Thorogood. coachman, and 
the well known Bob Rear Us guard, 
leaves at a.m., returning at 
16.50 p.m, “The Dorking,” Col.

Coal Exoliaiige»— The pre- 
sent Coal Exclxange, situate at the 
corner of St. Mary-at-Hill and 
Thames-st, facing the Custom 
House, was opened in 1849 by the 
Prince Consort, accompanied by 
the Prince of wales ana the Prin- 
cess Royal, in the mayoralty of 
Alderman Duke, who was made a 
baronet in honour of the occasion. 
The building was designed by 
Mr. J. B, Banning, F.S.A., the 
late City architect. It is in shape 
a rotunda, 60ft. in diameter; it 
has three galleries, and is crowned 
by a dome 74 ft. high, which rests 
on eight piers. The walls of the 
interior are decorated with views 
of the Wallsend, Percy, and other 
celebrated collieries, some of the 
principal ports from whence coal is 
shipped, and iuhide the dome are 
paintings of specimens of the 
flowers and fossil plants found in 
the coal measures. On the galleries 
are a few cases containing speci- 
mens of coral and fossil plants 
found in different parts of the 
world. The floor is made with 
4,000 pieces of inlaid wood, and 
represents the face of a mariner’s 
compass. In the centre are the 
City shield, anchor, &c.: the 
dagger blade in the arms being a 
niece of a mulberry-tree planted 
by Peter the Great when he 
worked as a shi|iwright in Dept- 


ford-dockyard. In excavating for 
the foundation of die present build- 
ing, the remaim of an old Roman 
bath were brought to light, which 
have now been enclosetf, and can 
be seen upon application to one of 
the beadles. The offices in tho 


building are occupied by coal 
factors, and others connected with 
the trade; the three trade societies; 
and the corporation officers, ivho 
enter all ships bringing coalinto 
the port of London, and collect 
the City dues on all coal brought 
within certain limits. The money 
collected is afterwards employed 
for metropolitan improvements. 
The exchange is the property of 
the coiporation, and a market is 
held there three days a week, on 
Mon., Wed., and Fn. ; and, being 
an open market, established by 
Act of Parliament, any person

Five years ago a company, of which 
Lord Shaftesbury was president, 
made the first atteihpt on a large 
scale to give the lower section of 
the inhabi tants of l,ondon a chance 
of escape from the public-house. 
The object of this company was to 
establish attractive places of re- 
freshment in the “more densely 
piopled parts of I.iondon, and elae- 
Where, to serve as a counteav 
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aitr.K'tion to the public-house and 
pfin palace.'* It^ would appear, 
from the interesting hrochnre by 
hir, Hepple Hall, that the enter- 
prise for some reason or another did 
not succeed so well as its pro- 
moters expected, and the houses 
opened under the auspices of the 
company have since been leased 
to Air. AlcDougall, in whose 
hands they seem to be malting 
safisfactorj* progress. In 1S77 the 
Coffee Public House Asso. was 
organised under the presidency 
of the Duke of Westminster, for 
the purpose of helping forward 
the movement generally, but the 
rapid and substantial success 
attained has rendered the exist- 
ence of the association no longer 
necessa]^; it was therefore dis- 
solved in Alarch of the present 
year. Again to quote Air. 
Hall; “Adequate provision for 
the wants of the population of 
London alone requires that coffee 
public-houses should be numbered, 
not by tens or scores, but by 
hundreds.^ !t was the business of 
the association : z. To ascertain 
the localities in which Coffee 
Publics can ba most aptly planted, 
and the character of the structure 
and fittings best suited to each 
locality, 2. To investigate the 
schemes submitted to it by those 
W'ho desire Us help, and the claim 
which each scheme has upon it. 
3. To make the necessaiy advances 
upon the most expedient terms, 
and whenever the conditions of 
sticcess are sufficiently assured." 
It will be seen that the last-men- 
tioned clause distinguished this 
society from any other of its class. 
It was a promoter and encourager 
of coffee taverns, not a trader in 
them. 

Some of the northern towns 
contain finer examples of the 
modem coffee public-house or 
coffee-tavern than arc yet to be 
seen in l#ondon. The movement, 
however, has made rapid progress 
in the metropolis since Z876, the 
date of the formation of the 
People’s Cafd Co,, which took 
the lead in the establishment qf 
thm houses on a strictly com- 
mercial basis. Some few coffee 
pwld|c*^bouses of the modem type 
were epeudd at about the same

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earned in the year 1879 a net 
profit of ;^477 8s. fid.) has led to 
the opening of others on a some- 
what similar plan, but the general 
tendency has been more and more 
to lift the movement out of the 
sphere of mere philanthropy by 
the formation^ of companies with 
limited liability, which for^ the 
most part adopt ordinary business 
methods and endeavour to secure 
such profits as shall be fairly re- 
munerative to the shareholders. 
Circumstances, into which it is 
needless to enter here, have tended 
to retard the development of the 
People’s Cafe Co., which never- 
theless has done very useful work, 
and appears to have a prosperous 
future before it. Its most suc- 
cessful house, ^ at 61, St. Paul’s- 
churchyard, is arranged for a 
middle-class trade. The Coffee 
Tavern Co., which was next in the 
field, has adhered closely to its 
original design of catering strictly 
for the working classes, though 
some of its more recently opened 
houses contain ‘first-class bars,” 
or rooms where refreshments are 
served at ^creased rates. One 
of the best examples of the coffee 
tavern yet to be seen in London is 
“The King’s Cross," 290, Penton- 
ville-rdjbelongingto tl^ company. 
Several companies are now 
in operation, some of which are 
confined to particular districts of 
the metropolis. The following are 
the names of ^the companies not 
so limited, with the number of 
establishments in I.ondon belong- 
ing to each, in April, 1880:— 
People’s CafiS Co., 6 ; Coffee 
Tavern Co., 24 ; Lockhart’s Cocoa

Coffee 
public -house companies are in 
operation in various parts of 
Australia, and one has recently 
been formed in Kew York, under 
the direction of some of the lead-* 
ing business men of that city,

ConcortS*— Years ago it was 
a favourite byword with foreigners 
that England was not a musical 
country. Without staying to in- 
quire into fehe accuracy of the 
original statement, we may take 
it now as an accepted fact that in 
fewother countries does music enter 
more universally into the lives of 
the people, or receive more liberal 
acknowledgment. Far earlier than 
the commencement of the present 
centu^ no form of amusement was 
more in favour than concerts, and 
now London boasts permanently 
established series of musical ^per- 
formances— sufficient to satisfy 
the most eager and insatiable 
amateur. The conversion of the 
Ilasover Square Roomsj some 
few years back, has removed the 
centre of attraction from a locality 
so long associated witli the pro- 
gress of the art to the newer and 
moie commodious St. James’s 
Hall, in the Regent-street Quad- 
rant, Willis’s Rooms, once so 
fashionable, have fallen into dis- 
use for regular concert purposes, 
and the proprietors of Exeter 
Jiall will not permit representa- 
tions of ^otboT than sacred works— 
though »t is on record that Verdi’s 
opera, La Trapieitaf was produced 
Sn “recital form” at Exeter Hall. 
Here the old-established Sacred 
llarmonic Society have their head- 
quartets, and hold their oratorio 
iwrformances. In these two build- 
ings the interest of London con- 
certs may be said to bo maintained, 
though the important part taken 
by the Crystal Palace m musical 
aifaim must not be forgotten. The 
oldest musical society in London 
is the philharmonics which has seen 
sixty-seven seasons; the perform- 
ances ai e given on a complete scale, 
and consist of orchestral and other 
instrumental compositions, relieved 
by vocal exceipts. The main- 
tenance of classical art is the 
avowed object of the Philharmonic 
Sodetys, though the most noiice- 
abie fbature in tlie concerts given 
; under their direction is the delibe- 
rate neglftct shown to English 
mudi&--iaf|idfewhich,seeinglhatthe 
dlrefltowsfmfo all Englishmen born 
or natjmjiliaed, i& hard of explana- 
; tiom St* James’s Hall, 

I theimnualsfldesiofcbttoertsusudly 
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consists of eight, which commence 
early in the year, and end about 
the period when the London season 
is at its height. Our musical in- 
stitution next in order in respect 
oflongevit^r is the Sacred Har- 
monic Society, now in its forty- 
seventh year. The oratorios are 
given by a band and choir of 
700, and usually take place at 
Exeter Hall on Friday even- 
ings, commencing at 7.30. The 
season comprises about ten 
concerts, and extends over ^ the 
winter months. Of younger birth, 
but of no less pretension, are the 
Popular Concerts, held at St. 
James’s Hall on Saturday after- 
noons and Monday evenings 
during the winter season. These 
justly celebrated entertainments 
of chamber classical music have 
reached their twenty-second year, 
and the manner in which the 
quartetts, trios, ^^c., are rendered 
by the first living artists, affords 
a theme for eulogistic comment 
throughout the world of art. 
The concerts were instituted by 
Mr. S. Arthur Chappell, u ho con- 
tinues to hold the direction. The 
New Philharmonic Concerts were 
founded some six - and - tvven^ 
years ago by Dr. H. Wylde, iti 
imitation of the Old Philharmonic 
Concerts. 'The season consists 
of about half-a-doven concerts, 
held at St. James’s Hall on Satur- 
day afternoons, during the London 
season. Amongst other entertain- 
ments which have stood the test 
of years, we may cite Mr. John 
Boosey’s London Ballad Concerts. 
Their iacale is St. James’s Hall, 
and they are held on successive 
Wednesday evenings during the 
autumn and spring months. For 
four-and-twenty years Mr. Henry 
Leslie has given subscription con- 
certs, with the aid of the choir 
which o'rt’Tis him for its founder. 
The e.xcellcnt singing of this choir, 
in respect of delicacy and refine- 
ment, has long been universally 
acknowledged, and at the Pans 
Exhibition of 1878 they carried 
off the prire offered for competition, 
Mr. Leslie confined his season to 
a few perforroancesi given on 
those Thursday evenings when a 
“date” could be obtained at St. 
James’s H all. Unfortunately Mr. 
Leslie's choir, as such, 110 longer 
exists. The Crystal Palace 
has played so important a pmt 
for many years in music that 
its claims to be classed to rank 
amidst Ltondon musical attractions 


cannot be ignored. The Saturday 
winter classical concerts have done 
more to foster the appreciation of 
high art inwall its branches than 
any similar institution in the same 
space of time. Mr. August Manns, 
the conductor, has shown true 
eclecticism in the works produced 
at Sydenham, and not one of the 
least interesting features of the 
entertainments have been the ana- 
lytical notes supplied to the pro- 
grammes by [G.j. There is a 
Choral Society in connection with 
the Albert Hall which gives occa- 
sional signs of its exisieitce ; but 
occurrences associated with this 
ill-fated building are not of much 
general importance. Nor do bene- 
fit concerts claim the attention, of 
the average visitor^ who can get 
better return for lus money else- 
where. The rooms^ where such 
erformances are given include, 
esides those already mentioned, 
the Langham Hall, the Royal Aca- 
demy of Music, uie “Horns” at 
Kennington, the “ Eyre Arms,”^^c, 
Congregational Cliurcli 
(The), frequently called “Inde- 
pendent.” — The declaration of 
faith, Church order, and discipline 
adopted at the annual meeting of 
May, 1833, begins by saying :

what is commonly believed among 
them, reserving to every one the 
most perfect liberty of conscience. 
Upon some minor points of doc- 
trine and practice, they, differing 
among themselves, allow to each 
other the right to form an unbiassed 
judgment of the Word of Cod.” 
The principles of religion thus 
alluded to are twenty in number, 
of which it is not necessary in this 
place to quote more than the first, 
which runs as follows: “The 
Scriptures of the Old Testament, 
as received by the Jews, and the 
book of the New Testament as re- 
ceived by the Primitive Christians 
from the Evangelists and Apostles, 
Congregational Churches believe 
to be Divinely inspired, and of 
siipremcautliority. These writings, 
in the languages in which they 
were originally composed, are to be 
consulted, with the aids of sound 
criticism* as a final appeal to all 
controversies; but the common, 
version tl^ey consider to bo 



qtiate to the ordinary purposes of 
Christian instruction and edifica- 
tion.'* The government is founded 
upon “the principles of Church 
order and discipline,” thirteen 
in number, according to No. s of 
which “ The only officers, placed 
by the apostles over individual 
churches, are the bishops or pastors 
and the deacons ; the number of 
these being dependent upon the 
number of the church ; and that 
to these, as the oflicers of the 
church, is committed respectively 
the administration of its spiritual 
and temporal concerns—subject, 
however, to the approbation of the 
church.” The same principle of 
freedom from external control is 
displayed in the constitution and 
laws of the Congregational Union 
of England and Wales, which 
recognise the right of every indi- 
vidual church to administer its 
own affairs, and affirm that the 
Union shall not in any case 
assume legislative authority or 
become a court of appeal. The 
Union consists of representative 
members, honorary members, and 
js^sociates. Two general meetings 
are held in each year, called re- 
spectively the annual and autumnal 
meetings, the former in London in 
May, the latter in the autumn, and 
generally at some other city or 
town in England or Wales. Tho 
headquarters are at the Memorial 
Hall, Farringdon-st, E.C. The 
Secretary is the Rev. Alexander 
Hannay, to whom all communica- 
tions on the business of the Union 
are to be addres.*ied. The accounts 
for the year ending aist Dec., 
1878, show annual subscriptions 
amounting to ;679s 8s. 6d., while 
the sales of the publication of 
the Union during the same year 
amounted to >£7,264 as. yd. The 
London Congregational Union 
(Rev. A. Mearns, Sec.) also has 
its headquarters at the Memorial 
Hall. “ The Congregational Year

gives all information m regard to 
the Congregational Church.

Lectures 
and demonstrations axe now given 
daily in this school by students 
going through a course of training 
as teachers. Cooks and others 
are instructed in all branches of 
cookery, and lessons can be had 
singly or in a course. The public 
are admitted to see the school at 
work every afternoon, except Sat., 
between three and four o’clock. 
The Crystal Palace classes for 
cookery and domestic economy 
were commenced in the Ladies* 
Division of the School of Art, 
Science, and Literature in the year 
1O79. On the removal of the school 
toitspre-sentpositiouin the tropical 
department of the palace, Miss 
Mary Hooper was entrusted with 
the formation of a ne\y series of 
classes for instruction in cookeiy 
and every branch of domestic 
economy. These classes have 
been continued to the present time. 
The instruction is given by prac- 
tical illustration, and is designed 
for ladies, from a lady’s point of 
\iew, and not for the training of 
servants. It includes all that is 
necessary to malm home comfort- 
able and attractive, and a lady an 
accomplished ruler of her own 
house. At each cookery lesson 
two or more dishes aie prepared 
which are tasted b}’ the students. 
At this school single lessons are 
not gi\en, and the number of 
students received for each course 
is limited. 

Co-operative StoreB.->A 

good deal of misunderstanding 
exists on the subject of what are 
called “Co-operative Stores.” The 
co-opemtive principle is in itself 
plain enough, consisting simply in 
the clubbing together of a number 
of retail buyers for the i>urpo«-e 
of procuring their joint^icquire. 
ments at wholesale prices. A 
purely co-operative associatian L 
one exclusively dieiributive, and 
distributive only among itb own 
members, to whom it re-issucs the 
gooda it has purclused %vith tlw ir 
money at ja*t so much advance 
upon the prire it has paid for them 
a'* shall cover the actual cost of 
the double transaction. Tmoti- 
cally, however, it soon becomes 
obvious that this exact balance 
is not to be obtainctl, and that in 
order to insure against less it is 


necessary to have at Iea£*t a 
“margin” of profit. To cairy 
out the co-operative principle in 
its integrity, the accumulations 
accruing from time to time out of 
this margin should be distributed 
among the purchasers raid on 
the amount of their purchases. 
So much for theoiy. Practically 
the co-operative business of Lon- 
dpn is carried^ on uijon a rather 
different ^ principle. Even with 
those which most nearly approach 
the ideal, a considerable deviation 
has been made in the admission of 
a class of member called a ticket- 
holder, who, while paying a small 
fee— 2S. 6d. or 5s. per annum— for 
permission to make his purchases 
at the stores, is entirely excluded 
from any paaiicipation in the 
profits, whilst the majority of the 
associations divide their accumu- 
lations simply on the basis of so 
much per snare, without any refer- 
ence to the amount laid out by the 
shareholder. Some so-called co- 
operative associations have neither 
shareholders nor ticket-holders-;- 
or, at all events, do not limit their 
dealings to them— and are, in point 
of fact, not co-operative societies 
at all, but just large ready-money 
establishments, vvhich, ny the 
diminished exposes and rapid 
turnover of the “ store ’’ system, 
are enabled to offer tlieir goods 
at little more than wholesale 
price.

Co-yeut Garden Market, 

No visitor to London should 
miss paying at least two visits 
to Covent-garden ; one at early 
morning, say at 6 a.m., to see the 
vegetable maikot ; tJje other, later 
on, to see the fruits and fiow’crs. 
All night long on the great main 
roads the rumble of the heavy 
waggons seldom ceases, and be- 
fore daylight the market** is 
crowded. The ye^ loading of 
these waggons is in itself a wonder, 
and the wall-Hke regularity with 
which cabbages, cauliflowers, and 
turnips, are built up to a height oi 
some *» ft. is nothing short of 
marvellous. Between « and 6 
o’clock the light traps of the green- 
grocers of the metropolis rattle 
up, and all the streets around the 
market become thronged with their 
carts, while the Costermongers come 
in in immense numbers. By 6 
o’clock the market is fairly open, 
and the din and hustle are sur- 
prising indeed. Gradually the 
large piles of vegetables melt away. 
If it be summer-time flowers as well 
as fruits are sold at the early mar- 
kets. Then there are hundreds of 
women and girls among the Crowd, 
purchasing bunches of mses, 
violets, and otherfiowers, and then 
sitting down on the steps of the 
church, or of the houses round the 
market, dividing the large bunches 
into smaller ones, or makiUg eho#e 
pretty button-hole bouquets in 
which our ^ London flowelp- girls 
can now fairly hold <hcir own in 
point of taste with those of Erlance 
or Italy, Even in winter flower- 
girls find matenals for' their little 
bouquets; for, thanks to steam, 
violets are brought ftpm the SciWy 
and Channel and even firom 
the Semuth of France, and th<we b 
alurays a certain supply of hot-* 
h«Mm flowers; so that them nte 
mnny flower-girls who ply thehf 
trade at all seasons of tlm year. 
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After B o'clock the market becomes 
quiet. The great waggons have 
moved ofif ; the debris of cabbage- 
leaves and other vegetable matter 
, has been swept up, and Covent- 
gdn assumes its everyday aspect. 
And a very pretty aspect it is. 
The avenue is at all times of 
the year a sight, the shops com- 
' peting with each other in a display 
of flowers and fruit such as can 
scarcely^ if at all, be rivalled in 
any capital of Europe. In winter 
1 the aspect of the fruit shops 
changes somewhat, but not so 
( much as might have been expected, 
fur steam and heat have made it 
possible for iho rich to eat many 
, fruits, which formerly were in 
season but a month or two, all the 
year jround. On each side of the 
main avenue are enclosed sjtuares, 
and here the wholesale fruit mar- 
ket is carried on. In winter there 
are thousands of boxes of oranges, 
hundreds of sacks of nuts, boxes 
of Hamburg grapes and of French 
winter pears, barrels of bright 
American apples. At ten o’clock 
the sale begins ; auctioneers stand 
on boxes, and while the more ex- 
pensive fruits are purchased by 
^ the West End fruiterers, the 
' cheaper are briskly bid for by 
\ the costermonger. Listen to the 
prices at which the fruit sells, and 
you will wonder no longer at the 
marvellous bargains at which 
these itinerant vendors are able to 
jctail their fruits, although, per- 
t haps, you may be astonished 
when you remember the prices at 
Svhich you have seen the contents 
j^of some pf these bo.xes marked in 
fruiterers* shops. Outside the 
[^market there is alniost always 
I something to see. In winter a

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Covent Garden Theatre, 

I 3 ow-st, Covent-gdn. — One of 
the laigest covered theatres in 
Europe, ranking next aftci San 
Carlo at Naples, the Scala at 
hlilan, and the Pergolaat Florence. 
The stage, also, is on a very 
large scale, and fitted up with 
eveiy convenience. It^ was in- 
tended primarily for Italian opera, 
but is now commonly used in 
the autumn for promenade con- 
certs, and in the winter for pan- 
tomime, in which the spectacular 
element largely predominates. 
There are only two full tiers of 
boxes above the pit, which in some 
degiee lessens the general eflect, 
but which enables the boxes them- 
selves to be constructed with much 
more headroom. When open for 
any other performance than Italian 
opera the greater portion of these 
two box tiers is converted into a 
lower and upper dress-circle, whilst 
the pit tier of boxes is thrown into 
the pit or promenade, During the 
Italian season full evening dress 
is de Hgtteur in every part of the 
theatre except the gallery, and 
this rule is most stringently en- 
forced. The •main front is in 
Bpw- street, where there is a 
covered entrance for carriages, 
and the fagade of which is de- 
corated with Fkxman’s statues 
of Tragedy and Comedy, rescued 
from the fire which destroyed the 
late building. Over the carriage- 
way is a Jorge and handsome 
saloon, or foyer.

Crioiket* — The famous 
grounds of “Lord’s,” and the 
“Oval,” with the more lecently 
established “ Prince’s,” are the 
principal cricket grounds of Lon- 
don. “ Lord’s ” is the head- 
quarters of the Marylebone Club, 
and there some of the “ sensa- 
tional” cricket of the year is 
played. Oxford and Cambridge, 
and Eton and Harrow, _ especially 
the latter, attract society to an 
almost ridiculous extent, and are 
among the sights of London. The 
cricket lover will, however, SEhwl 
many matches more to his taste 
than these, and as hardly a week 
goes by in the season from May 
till September without a first-class 
match, will have no difficulty in 
finding a suitable occasion for a 
visit to the celebrated old place. 
“Lord’s” is notoriously a diffi- 
cult ground, but the Marylebone 
Club has recently expended a 
great deal of money in draining 
and relaying, and a great improve- 
ment is observable. A tavern is 
attached to the ^ound, and be- 
sides racket and tennis courts, 
there are billiard rooms and a 
variety of grand stands and pavi- 
lions. The Marjflebone Club 
(entrance fee, £x ; annual sub- 
scription, £3 ; election by com- 
mittee) are the present proprietors 
of Lord’s, which is situated in 
the St. John's Wood-rd, N.W.

gent-cir, Piccadilly.— Is built en- 
tirely underground. It is really 
part of the Criterion Restaurant, 
with which it was intended to 
form one establishment. The 
rules of the Lord Chamberlain’s 
Office, however, forbid any com- 
munication between two places of 
the kind, and the doors leading 
from^ one to the other have ac- 
cordingly been stopped up. ^The 
entrance halls, however, adjoin, so 
that it is still possible to get from 
one to the other without actually 
going out into the rain. The 
house is small, but handsome, 
commodious, and at least as well 
ventilated as any other. There is 
nothing whatever to suggest to the 
visitor m the stalls that he is con- 
siderably below the level of the 
sewers, which, in point of fact, are 
about the height of the gallery. 
One great advantage of this mode 
of construction is that the way out 
lies in every case upstairs, which 
not <mly modifies any rush, but 
greatly mitigates the clanger of 
stumhliag over the trailing dresses 
of the ladies. In case of an alarm 
of fire, this could hardly fail to 
Tjmve a very great advantage.

Crosby HaU, 3s, Bishops- 
gate-st. This fine specimen of 
Gothic domestic architecture, ori- 
ginally known as Crosby Place, 
was built in 1466 on ground leased 
from the Convent of St. Helen, by 
Sir John Crosby, grocer and woof- 
stapier, alderman and member of 
Parliament for London. Sir J ohn 
died in 1475, as is testified to this 
day by his tomb in the church 
of St. Helen. In the following 
year Crosby House took its place 
in the History of England, by 
becoming the residence of Richard 
Duke of Gloucester, and it was 
here that the crown was offered to 
the future king. After this Crosby 
Hall had a chequeied career. For 
some time it was the residence of 
the Lord Mayor of London, and 
later Sir Thomas More became 
its occupant. By Sir Thomas it 
was sold to his friend Antonio 
Bombici, and subsequently passed 
through thehandsofmany different 
owners. For nearly a hundred 
years after 1672, the great hall was 
used as a place of meeting for 
Nonconformists, and the East 
India Company were lodged in 
Crosby Hall for a short tune in 
1700. After it was disused as a 
meeting-house, the hall fell into 
private hands and suffered con- 
siderable damage, and it was not 
until about 1836 that it was re- 
stored to something like its old 
appearance. For eighteen years, 
from 1842, the premises were occu- 
pied by a litcraiy and scientific 
society. To tliis succeeded a firm of 
wine merchants, and all that re- 
mains of Crosby Hall is now occu- 
pied as a great restaurant, the 
proprietors of which have known 
how to adapt the requirements of 
their business to the architectural 
and historical associations of the 
building. 

Crystal Falace, Syden* 
ham.— "About; seven miles from 
London.

Drainage*— N otwithstanding 
all the boasted advance of sanitary 
science, the sewage of London, 
with the exception of a not incon- 
siderable quantity which leaks 


damp and unhedthy, is still dis- 
charged into the River Thames. 
The gigantic work of sewerage 
was undertaken by the Metropo- 
litan Board of Works, and carried 
mto effect at immense cost. As 
the outfall is now near the mouth 
of the river, the danger to health of 
the residents in the metropolis is 
considerably less than when the 
sewage^ was discharged at many 
points in the^ upper parts of the 
stream j but it is still carried by 
the tide far up the river, and, while 
that is the case, the sanitary con- 
dition of London can never be 
considered satisfactory. Nor is 
London water defiled by its o^vn 
sewage only. The whole valley 
still drains mto the Thames ; and 
as the House of Commons last 
year refused by a mryority of 
ae in a house oi 3x4 to allow the 
discussion in committee of the 
elaborately prepared scheme of 
the Lower Thames Valley Main 
Sewerage Board, there does not 
seem to be any very immediate 
prospect of any amendment. In 
the older London houses cesspools 
and brick drains are still to be 
found. These should, in all coses, 
he removed, and glared stoneware 
pipe-drains substituted. Should 
It be neces«ary to make a new 
connection between the house 
drain and the sewer, application 
must be made to the pari'-h autho- 
rities at the District Board of 
Works or yestry, who will cause 
the connection to be made by their 
own contractor, and will lay any 
pipes that may be necessary under 
the public roadway.

the general drainage arrangements 
lend rather to its admission than 
to its exclusion. Dr. Buchanan, 
one of the medical officers of the 
Local Government Board, says: 
“ The air of the sewers is, as it 
were, ‘laid on* to the houses.” 
The larger the house tlie greater 
is the danger, as, unless the 
drainage and plumbers* w’ork has 
been executed in the most perfect 
manner, every lavatory, bath, sink, 
&c., is an additional danger. 
Authors of books on drainage 
generally made a point of telling 
their readers that in no case should 
drains run under the house. In 
the majority of London houses, 
it is impossible that they should 
run any other way, the sewer 
generally being under the road in 
front, and the sink, baths, &c., at 
the back of the house. The only 
thing to be done, therefore, is to 
make the house gas-tight, and to 
this end both good material and 
good workmanship are essential. 
Assuming the glazed stoneware 
pipes to be properly jointed in 
cement and laid to regular falls, 
the next most important operation 
is the introduction of a *vmter-lrap 
between the house and the sewer, 
and the construction^ in the area, 
or other convenient situation, of a 
chamber or chambers in which are 
open channels, through which tlie 
whole of the drainage from the 
house must pass. This chamber, 
or manhole, should be covered with 
an iron gating or close lid, accord- 
ing to circumstances. In the latter 
case, air-flues, or in-lets, must he 
inserted. The fresh air enters this 
chamber, traverses the drains, and 
passes up the soil-pipe, which 
should be carried well above the 
roof of the house, and left open 
at the top. The ventilating pipe 
should not be less than 4-in. in 
diameter, and care should be taken 
that it does not terminate near a 
window. This system of ^discon- 
nection and ventilation is con- 
.sidered by the leading aulhoritits 
to be the best mean-* of preventing 
sowage-giis from entering d wtllhi.4- 
housLb, and no expensive patent 
cowls or traps ate necessary. No

The beech-woods in fheir 
autumn dress are particularly well 
worth a visit. 

The Eastern District is served 
exclusively by the Great Eastern 
Railway, which in the excursion 
season lays itself out with con- 
siderable energy for the accom- 
modation of the Londoner in 
search of fresh air and singularly 
wild and picturesque scenery.

Dorking, and the neighbourhood 
are well worth a visit, the walks 
over the downs and hills being 
especially delightful. Folkestone 
and Dover areboth capital seaside 
places, the latter accessible either 
by L. C. & D. or S, E. R,, .the 
former, with its quiet little neigh- 
bours, Sandgate and Hythe, by 
S.E. only. The Isle of Wight k 
perhaps rather too far distant to be 
included in a list of excursions, 
but will well repay the tourist for 
a visit, Westgatc-oft-Sea, near 
Margate, and Granvtlle-on-Sea, 
which is practically the western 
division of Ramsgate, are pjea- 
sant places for a few days* outing.

Another obstacle 
is found in the fact that most 
modern London houses are run up 
by some speculative builder almost 
entirely without capital, who mort- 
gages the site to obtain money to 
build the ground-floor, the ground- 
floor for the funds to cany the 
building up a storey higher, the 
drawing-room floor for the means 
of building the best bed-room, and 
so on; until by the time the slates 
are laid it becomes an absolute 
necessity to dispobe of the build- 
ing enhloc for what it will fetch, 
that he may close accounts with 
the bank, which is the true spe- 
culator, and realise — if so happy a 
result be obtainable— his own profit 
on the iranbaction. Such flats, 
however, are to be found, let

Flaxman Hall, the College is in- 
debted to the Graphic Society, 
and to the late Mr H. Crabb 
Robinson, whose contribution was 
given anonymously through the 
late Mr, Edwin W. Field. A 
large number of drawings by 
Flaxman was added to the ^Ilery 
in iS 6 a. These have been mounted, 
fixed on screens, and will be 
found in the same room as the 
shield of Achilles.

The Service Pii»iJ is the pipe 
which conducts gas from the com- 
pany’s main in the street to the 
consumer’s meter. It is generally 
laid to just witlxin the preciftCts^of 
the consumer’s premises, and main- 
tained at the Company s expense. 
When a new service-pipe, or an 
alteration in the size of an existing 
one is required, notice must be 
sent to the gas company’s office, 
stating the number of gas burners 
for lighthig, gas stoves mr cooking, 
and gas fires for healing it is pro- 
posed to use. On taking posses^ 
sion of a house the service-pipe is 
generally found disconnected and 
capped off in the area. Before 
making use of it notice must be 
sent to the gas company, who 
then send their inspector with a 
printed form of contract for signa- 
ture ; and this contract i$ to the 
efifect that the consumer will hold 
himself responsible for all gas con- 
sumed on the premises, and will 
permit access to the meter by any 
one of their authorised servants 
at all reasonable hours. 

When an outgoing tenant quits 
a house leaving a quarter’s gas un- 
paid, the company cannot m^ke 
the incoming tenant respQiUlible 
for such default, or refuse on this 
account to supply him with gas. 

When a stoppage occurs in the 
sorvice-pipe fiom the deposit of 
ixapthalm, men are sent to remove 
it on application to the comswmy^s 
office, without any charge bemg 
made to the consumer.

For reception and 
bed rooms the opal Christiania 
shade or globe^ with a No. 4 or 5 
flat flame steatite burner, gives the 
best and most agreeable result 
with the least consumption of gas. 
The Bionner burner is economical, 
but must not be used in places ex- 
posed to much draught. For base- 
ment offices the No, 4 flat flame 
burner will answer every purpose. 
The constant complaint of con- 
sumers about the “bad gas” 
either means that the supply of 
gas is defleient or that it is im- 
properly consumed : with deficient 
supply the fault rests either with the 
gas company, whose service-pipe 
may be stopped, or with the con- 
sumer, whose fittings may be 
choked up or too small; in the case 
of bad burners the remedy is an 
easy one. The comparison on the 
same chandelier of a No. 5 flat 
flame burner with a 7j-m. Chris- 
tiania shade, will at once show 
whether tfee old burners and globes 
are or are not of the right kind. And 
when a good burner and globe are 
obtained it is necessary to keep 
them free from dust by using a soft 
duster for the former, and by wash- 
ing the latter twice a week. It 
should always be remembered that 
what the consumer wants and pays 
for is so much light latherthan so 
many cubic feet of gas. And 
while the quality of the gas sup- 
plied in London does not ^appre- 
ciably vary, it is only by using the 
best burners, fitted in the best and 
most intelligent manner, that satis- 
factory results can be obtained.

Geological Huseum, in 

Jermyn-st, Piccadilly, contains a 
superb collection of minerals, 
metals, and their products. The 
hall into which the visitor first 
entcis is devoted to stones used in 
building and for architectural 
adornments, Here are plinths 
and blocks of an immense variety 
of marbles, granites, porphyrys, 
serpentines, elvans, and conglo- 
merate. The building stones of 
Great Britain are very strongly 
represented^ and in the recesses 
by the stairs arc some cases of 
British serpentines, granites, lime- 
stones, sandstones, wMch 
show what an immense vari^ 
ornamental stone our architects 
have ready at hand. In this hall 
are busts of presidents of the 
mu5, and other eminent geologists* 
Upstairs on the principal floor are 
specimens of every known ore of 
all the metals fiom various parts 
of the world, as also the manu* 
factured products of the ores. The 
number and variety of ores of the 
same metals are immense, and the 
beauty of many of them is very it- 
markable. There are some lovely 
specimens of rock crystal, and 
ladies^ will bo interested in the 
collection of gems, and in the 
beautiful examples of agates and 
amygdaloids. There are naany 
geological models showing^ the 
stiatifications of various locmities, 
and the direction and nature of 
mineral lodes. Facing the stair- 
case is a model, on a large scale, 
of the geologtcm structure oi fhe 
Thames vaUeybeseaffiisati^^ 
London. Just behind thte^lb a 
gold snufi-box mounted in dia- 
monds, and a magnificent Ealver 
in steel and gold.

Cold smiths’ Oompamy 

(Tbe) possess an immense mansion 
at the back of the Geneial Post 
Office, and are famous for their 
hospitality and their charities. 
Time was when the Goldsmiths 
were held to be the most pugna- 
cious of all the guilds, They fought 
the Fishmongers on a question of 
precedence, and they constantly 
met the Merchant Taylors in the 
streets at night, when much cud- 
gelling ensued. Nowadays the 
Goldsmithsare as peaceable a body 
of men as need be. Tliey possess the 
right of assaying all articles made 
of gold and silver. The staircase 
leading to^the hall, made^entiiely 
of marble, is wdll worth a visit ; ana 
Mr. Storey’s figures of Cleopatra 
and the Sibyl are worthy of more 
than passing attention. Among a 
valuable collection of plate is a 
silver-gilt cup, used at the coro- 
nation of Queen Elizabeth, and 
piesented by her majesty to Sir 
Martin Bowes, who was Lord 
Mayor at the time. This vessel 
is highly treasured, and is used 
as^a loving-cup at the Gold- 
smiths’ feasts, ilieie is a fatrcoL 
lecdon of portraits of royfd per- 
sonage, including one of Queen 
Victoria by Hayter.

Gtosvenor GallQyy, 136,

One result of this principle of

GuHdliaB dates ^originally 
from the time of Hemry IV., which,

that they stood triumphant through 
the Great Fire of 1666, towering 
amid the flames *‘111 a briglS 
shining coat, as if it had been a 
palace of gold or a great building 
of burnisned brass.'* Tlie old 
ciypt, tooj of the same date (1411), 
is a beautiful piece of work, 7^ ft. 
long by 45 ft. wide, and divided into 
three aisles by sue clusters of cit* 
cular columns in Purbeck marble 
supporting a fine groined rodf, 
partly in stone, partly in chalk 
and bricks, the principal inter- 
sections being coveted with carved 
bosses of heads, shields nud 
flowers. The vaulting, wth four- 
centied arches, is considered to 
be one of the earliest aa Jis 
one of the finest examples of tits' 
kind in England. At the eastern 
end is a fine arched entrance of 
Early English^ and in the south- 
eastern angle an octagonal recess 
about 13ft, in height. The leugtli 
of the great hall is isoft, its 
height ssft., and its breadth 50ft, 
The side walls, which are sfL 
thickness, are divided by clustered 
columns and mouldings into eight 
spaces, and^at each end of the half 
is a splendid Gothic window oc- 
cupying the whole width, nnd^ 
nearly perfect in all architectural 
details. Only the upper portions, 
however, are filled with stained 
gla'?s, and that chiefly of modern 
date. In corners, on lofty octa- 
gonal pedestals, are the two 
iamous giants. (See Goo and, 
Magog.) The great State Ban- 
quets are held here; the halt 
being capable of containing be- 
tween 6,000 and 7,000 persons, it

Hmikton Co’art.--An old- 
fashioned village on the Thames, 
about two miles above Kingston, 
well known for the old palace of 
Cardinal Wolsey. Presented by 
the great Cardinal to Henry VllL 
it was for many years a royal re- 
sidence, and, curiously enough, 
was a favourite abode of both 
Charles I. and Oliver Cromwell. 
At present suites of apartments 
are granted in the palace to ladies 
and gentlemen favoured by the 
Crown. Cavalry barracks are 
attached to the palace, which 
are generally occupied by a de- 
tachment or the Household bri- 
gade or some other car/s (f/Iiie.

Behind the 
balcony are five private boxes, and 
two large boxes at the sides. The 
second circle also recedes a little 
from the tier below, so that the 
occupants of tlte first rows have 
nothing between them and the 
main ceiling. The proscenium 
is a ntinssive and elaborately 
gilded frame complete on all 
sides, the lower part forming the 
front of the stage and concealing 
the orchestra which is placed un- 
derneath, On either side of this 
frame are the three tiers of pros- 
cenium boxes enclosed between 
columns surmounted by Corinthian 
capitals. The same arrangement 
of columns is repeated at the angles 
of the square furthest removed 
from the proscenium, forming three 
boxes on either side of the three 
tiers. The style adopted for the 
interior is renaissance. The 
stalls, balcony^ and first and 
second circles have all separate 
chairs. Below the entrance vesti- 
bule and balcony there is a foyer 
from which, on either side, a wide 
corridor leads to the stalls, and ad- 
joining the foyer is a refreshment 
saloon and cjbalc rooms. On the 
levels of the first circle, second 
circle, and gallery, are refreshment 
saloons and retiring rooms for both 
ladies and gentlemen.

Heralds’ College, or Col- 
lege of Arms,—This is one of 
the old-fashioned institutions that 
still survive, although it is dif6.cult 
to see of what particular service 
it is to anyone but its oiHcials. In 
the days when the herald was 
really an important functionary, 
not only in state ceremonials, but 
also in registering the various 
grants of arms, superintending 
and chronicling trials by battle 
and chivalric exercises, it is possi- 
ble that the thirteen kings-at-arms, 
heralds, and pursuivants, may 
have been usefully employed. At 
present they are mainly occupied 
in assisting those who desire to 
trace their descent from the owners 
of titles, in granting new, and in 
empowering the adoption of old, 
armorial bpxings on certain con- 
ditions. 'There are three kings-at- 
arms— Garter, Norray,andClaren- 
deux j six heralds Somerset, 
York, Chester, Richmond, Wind- 
sor, and Lancaster; and four pur- 
suivants — Rouge Croix, Blue 
Slantle, Rouge Dragon, and Port- 
cullis. The College of Arms, which 
was originally founded by Richard 
m., occupied, on the destruction 
of Derby House in Doctors' Com- 
mons, new buildings planned by 
Sir Christopher Wren. The various 
improvements in that neighbour- 
hood have now brought the front- 
age of the building into Queen 
Victoria -st There are many 
objects of interest to antiquaries, 
especially in the form of curious 
roils, pedigrees.

its normal relation to the rest of 
the house. From the point of view 
of stage effect a great gain has 
thus been achieved, the actors nO 
longer stepping out of the picture 
and walking down almost to th^ 
middle of the house to sing thehr 
solos. Whether the acoustic 
qualities of the theatre have 
gained by this improvement is 
perhaps a question, but they are 
still ve;^ good. The best place 
for hearing, both here and at the 
other opera-house, is the amphi- 
theatre stalls ; the best for seeing, 
the middle or back row of the 
orchestra stalls, or the central 
portion of the grand tier. Visitors 
will find a very convenient short 
exit into the arcade from the lobby 
on the right-hand side, looking 
towards wxe stage. The theatre 
is at present leased by Mr. Maple- 
son, who gives performances of 
Italian opera during the season, 
and, at lower prices, in the 
autumn.

Holborn terminates 
at the circus of the same name, 
a handsome architectural fea- 
ture, with an equestrian statue 
of the Prince Consort in the centre, 
while beyond, the Holborn-viaduct 
spans the Fleet-valley to St. Sepul- 
chre’s Church and Newgate, 
With the exception, perhaps, of 
Queen ^ Victoria-st, this is the 
finest piece of street architecture in 
the City of London, and its effect 
is greatly increased by the fact 
that it is built in a curve. There 
is a^ uniformity in the general 
architectural design of the houses 
upon either side, which, although 
carried to a wearisome extent m 
many Continental towns, is very 
rare in London ; indeed, of the 
great thoroughfares, Regent-st 
and Holborn-viaduct are the solo 
examples. On the nght-hand 
side, going east of the Viaduct, is 
the cnapd of Dr. Parker, known 
as the City Temple. The nearest 
way from Holborn to Blackfriars- 
br, or the Ludgate-cir at the 
junction of Fleet-st and Ludgate- 
hiU, is through Shoe-la and Bride- 
st; Shoe-la runs off diagonally 
from Holborn -cir. From the

Indeed, 
we may go further, an*} say that 
It is possible, with judicious man- 
agement, to live almost as cheaply 
at one of the large hotels as at 
any of the ambitious second-class 
houses. Other handsome establish- 
ments are Claridge’s in Brook-st, 
the hotel tareaceuence for foreign 
ambassadors, princes, and so 
forth; the new Grand Hotel at 
Charing with its 300 rooms ; 
the Westminster Palace, dose to 
the Houses of Parliament : the 
Alexandra, overlooking the Bark 
at Knightsbridge; the Langham, 
at the south end of Portlanq-pl, a 
special American resort ; the Buck-

Let the house be eiaamined

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signing your lease or agreement. 
If this precaution be negkcttd, 
you may have to pay for the 
shortcomings of your predecessors. 
The gas company is very liktiy to 
try experiments on your crtduuty. 
Full information as to how this 
matter can be dealt with will be 
found under the head Gas, The 
consideration of the terms of a 
lease or of an agreement, unless 
the latter he of the very simplest 
kind, should invariably be refen ed 
to a solicitor. Should you elect 
to deal u ith tradesmen in a 
neighbourhood in which you are a 
stranger, it is as well to be very 
cautious as to whose ads ice you 
take. Personal inspection is in 
all cases the safest course. Above 
all things, never trust to the re- 
commendations or importunities of 
seivants. It may appear that 
there is considerable^ diificuUy 
in establishing oneself in house 
in London, and that is, no 
doubt, the fact; but it is only 
after the householder has begun to 
settle down, and more especially 
after his name has appeared in tixe 
director^', that his real tiouhles 
begin. As to such *inattcrs as 
rates, it appears almost impossible 
for any out the official mind 
to understand on W'hat principle 
they are imposed, and what 
becomes of the money after it 
is paid. One thing is cer- 
tain, that both rates and taxes 
must he paid. It is also certain 
that if you pay your taxes, and 
the collector employs the money 
for his own henedt, and fails to 
account for it to the authorities, 
you will have to pay it a second 
time. It is therefore considered 
advisable by experienced tax- 
payers, ^ only to pay w hen tliat 
couise is no longer to be post- 
poned. 

Too much caution cannot be ex- 
ercised in regard to the admission 
of strangers, especially during the 
absence fiom home of the master 
of the house. Every kind of thief 
is on the watch for a favourable 
moment to gain admisdon, and 
after having induced the servant 
to leave unprotected the hall or 
room, into which he contrives to 
be shown, to lay hands on all the 
available portable property. Even 
when the nefarious stranger has no 
imiuediate eye to plunder, he is 
very frequently iwmg Cfiweftd 
' ‘ * wash a view 


memoranda, 
M j^foxwMite bur^, 
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is^ he who comes prnvldirl 
with the card of a friend or 
acquaintance of the famtls^ and 
odeis for sale lacc or other light 
goods. This is sure to he a fraud 
of a most dangeious kind. The 
card which procures the introduc- 
tion to the house has been stolen, 
and the object of the \isit is in- 
yai iabJy plunder. Equally aniiujr* 
iag, though perhaps not so ulti’' 
mately danguous, is the sham 
railway porter or messenger. This 
vaiiety of the predatory race is in 
the habit of w atching the master or 
mistress clear fiom the house, and 
then calls with a bogus paiccl, for 
the carnage of which, and some- 
times for the paicel itself, he de- 
mands such sums of money as he 
thinks most likely to be paid with- 
out question. In no case should a 
paicel be taken in under these cir- 
cumstances, Anotlier well-knowa 
parcel dodge is to watch tlte de- 
livery by some draper’s cart of 
a paicel, and ten minutes after- 
wards to call and redemand It, 
on the plea of ^ some mistake 
having occurred in the delivery* 
Groat care should be taken in the 
matter of fastenings to doors and 
windows. Nothing is easier or 
more common than for a thief tQ 
make his entrance into a house by 
way of the upper windows, or by 
climbing the portico at a time 
when the houseliold is engaged 
at dinner, ^ or when the general 
attention is otherwise diverted* 
If the pattern of your mud- 
scraper pleases you, or you attaidj 
any importance to its possession, 
it IS well not to leave it unsecured 
out of doors after dusk* It may 
be taken as a general rule that: 
burglary or thieving on a large 
scale is never attempted unless mo 
practitioner knows paritoly 
that the house contains booty 
worthy of the risk necessarily iis- 
volved. It is, therefore, to say 
the least of it, injudicious to allow 
servants to make an ostentariciift 
display of plate at area or kitchen 
windows.

only by WAtchfuhie&s and constant 
care, and drilling of servants^ can 
practical security be obtained. 
JSveiy householder should be care- 
ful to make himself acquainted 
with the nearest “fixed point” 
PoLiCK, Fixed Points), at 
which a constable may always be 
found, the neaiest police-station 
( s^e Police Force), and the 
nearest stations of the fire 
brigade, both for engines and 
escapes ( js£e Fire Brigade an ^ 
Fire Escapes). Nothing is pret- 
tier than the custom of decorating 
window-sills with flowers. It is 
necessary that the pots or boxes 
Which contain them should be 
securely fastened. Any accident 
caused by neglect of this precau- 
tion may have unpleasant and 
expensive consequences for the 
careless householder. Equal care 
should be taken in the proper 
fastening of coal flaps or gratings. 
Every householder is under obli- 
gation to clear snow from the 
pavement in front of^ his house. 
For his own satisfaction he will 
BO doubt clear it away from his 
roof and gutters. In the latter 
cases it is necessary to remember 
that the interests of the passers-by 
have to be consideted, and that 
l»‘oken hats will certainly entail 
some expense, and that personal 
injuries may involve even more 
serious cona^uences. Among the 
other winter troubles which may 
^ mentioned here is the supply of 
coal* If the householder would 
remember that every coal cart is 
pirovided with weights and scales, 
and wcmld insist on all his coals 
being weighed on delivery, con- 
idderable saving would be effected; 
the coal merchant is powerless to

Houses*— A few general, hints 
upon taking a house may be use- 
ful. Having chosen your neigh- 
bourhood, and found a house 
to be let, you will do well 
to ^ consider it the situation be 
quiet or noisy ; the width of the 
street; the nature of the paving 
in front ; the outlook at back ; 
whether thjre are any objectionable 
businesses or trades carried on in 
the neighbourhood ; any mews, 
cab-yards, or carriers* premises ad- 
jacent, or any public place of re- 
sort for folk who like to be merry 
at midnight ; any noisy church 
or chapel bell to annoy you, or 
any railway running underneath 
you ; whether near omnibus or 
tram routes ; distance from various 
railway-stations, and places of 
public worship and public amuse- 
ment. Most I-ondon houses of 
any pretensions are let upon lease ; 
and upon the estates of the large 
landholders, parricuiarly, the re- 
strictive covenants, and the cove- 
nants to repair, maintain, and up- 
hold, are very stringent.

In some parts of 
London land -springs may give 
considerable trouble, and ^la this 
case land-diains must be laid, care 
being taken that they are not in 
direct communication with any 
soil drain, or with the public fiewer.i 
Another source of oamp is the 
absence of air space under the 
floors, and arrangements for the 
free admission and passage of 
air. Air bricks properly distribu- 
ted, and, perhaps, lowering the 
level of the ground, will then be 
necessary. In all cases it is de- 
sirable to well drain the subsoil, 
and to have a good layer of con- 
crete 6 in. thick under all basement 
floors. The level of the ground 
externally being higher than the 
floor internally is frequently the 
cause of damp, and in this case 
the construction of a good op<m 
area is often practicable, but, if 
not, a properly constructed ary 
area will be the best remedy. One 
of the greatest dangers to health 
is the presence of sewage gas in

As this society has been 
lately abolished, each of the four 
inns has re-admitted such of its 
members 2^ have been raised to 
the bench. 

Grav’s-inn stands on tlie north 
ride of Holborn, and was formerly 
the property of the Grays of Wil- 
ton, whence the society derives its 
name. In the time of Edward III, 
it began to be an inn of comt. 
Nowadays the society possesses 
South-sq, Gray’s-inn-sq, Field-ct, 
Gray’s - xnn - pi, Raymond -bdgs, 
Vemlam-bdgs, and the garden. 
The chambers are spacious and well 
adapted for permanent habitation, 
and aie cheaper than those belong- 
ing to theTempleand Lincoln’s-inn. 
1 he hall, which is the smallest of the 
four, IS nevertheless an imposing 
chamber, and is the oldest but one. 
The roof is of carved oak, divided 
into six compartments. The screen 
is another magnificent specimen of 
carving, supported by six pillars 
of the Tuscan order, with carya- 
tides supporting the cornice. 
Amongst the paintings which 
decorate hall are portraits of 
Charles I., of Charles II., and 
James 11 .— both cut down to half 
their original size— Bishop Gar- 
diner, Lord Coke, Nicholas Bacon 
and Lord Bacon. In the windows 
there is magnificent stained glass J 
one pane is dated as early as 1552, 
the latest bears the escutcheon of 
Mr. Justice Manisty, 1876. The 
name and dignities of the late 
Lord Chelmsford are emblazoned 
on a window near, and so are the 
name and crest of Mr. Justice 
Lush. The library consists of three 
cosy rooms, in the largest of which 
is another portrait of Lord Bacon, 
The chapel, which is an ancient 
structure, was completely moder- 
nised in the last century ; but the 
east window is gorgeous with the 
arms of several eminent divines, 
preachers of the society. There 
are some eighty studenti? attached 
to Gray's-inn at the present time, 
which means that the honourable 
society is becoming more popular 
than of yore. Lord Burghlcy, Sir 
Philip Sidney, Lord Bacon, and 
Sir SatnUel Romilly, were members 
of the inn.

is said to have lived for some 
period. In the erection of the wall, 
commenced in Queen Eli/abelh’s 
reign, Ben Jonson is said to have 
assisted as a bricklayer* The 
chapel is built upon a cloister of 
six open arches, under which are 
buried Thurloe, Cromwell’s secre- 
tary, Crome, the song-writer, and 
otheis. These cloisters served as 
a promenade in wet weather for 
the wives and daughters of mem- 
bers of the inn, when barristers 
used to reside nl their chambens 
in Lincoln's-inn.^ The chapel 
would not be particularly remark- 
able but for the stained glass, on 
which are represented the arms 
of deceased worthies and fancy 
portraits of the saints and MbHcali 
heroes. The bell which hangs m 
the south-west tun-et was brought 
by the Earl of Essex from Cadiz 
after the capture of that town in 
Elizabeth's reign. The hall, com- 
menced in 1843, and finished in 
184s, is the finest in London, 
with the exception of Westmin- 
ster Hall, being izo feet in 
length, 45 in breadth, and 64 
high. 'The oak roof is a remarkablo 
feature in its construction, divided 
as it is by trusses into Seven coiaft- 
partments. The screen is also k 
sumptuous piece of work. At the 
northern end is a fresco painted 
by Watts, R.A., “The Law- 
givers,” a magnificentwork, which 
IS now unfortunately fading.*' The 
artist contributed this Jmportant 
addition to the decoration of thse 
hall gratuitously; but when the 
fresco was finished lua 
seated him with a gold 
tainihg eight hundred sovWllij*. 
la the rooms used by lihe beuoierS 
are a fine collection of pairitlites and 
old engravings. Hogarth's “Paul 
before Peliac" occupies here an 
important position. Two hundred 
pounds were paid for the picture, 
and in a frame below the painting 
is an autograpb letter from the 
artist acknowfedfi^ng the money. 
Above the doorws^ is Gainsb^ 
rough’s portrait of Pitt in exmleut 
preservation.

a broad gold edging. The Hbnuy 
ilvhich is attached to the hall is 
a comfortable building, in which 
space has been economised in 
many ingenious ways. There 
are many thousands of books on 
legal and other subjects. In the 
gardens close to the entrance of 
the hall is an iron railing of deli- 
cate workmanship ; on it are em- 
bossed the name Lrev^hter, and the 
letters J.C.R. V. twice. The work 
stands as a memorial to Lieut. 
Col. Brewster, late commandant of 
the Inns of Court Rifle Volunteers 
—familiarly called the “Bevil's 
Own.** 

The Temple, in the reign of 
Henty H., became the home of 
the Knights Templars, who built 
their church in imitation of the 
temple near the Holy Sepulchre 
in J erusalem. In the reign of Ed- 
ward Il.jthe order was suppressed, 
hhd the Temple subsequently be- 
came the property of the Knights 
Hospitallers of St. John of Jeru- 
salem. These worthies are be- 
lieved to have let the space to pro- 
fessors of the law for the rent of 
per annum; at all events, in the 
reign of Richard II. it is clear that 
tibe lawyers were firmly established 
in the home which they have 
never mnce quitted. In Henry 
VlIL's reign the two societies 
became tenants of the Crown, and 
in the sixth year of James I. re- 
ceived a grant by letters patent of 
the mansion of the Inner Temple 
at the sum of f£xo yearly. The 
same amount was exacted for 
the Middle Temple, The Inner 
Temple hall is a modem build- 
Sag only a few years old. It is

pne, and better and more spacious 
pas jwgards its ofEces and ante- 
A luncheon-room for the 
nm of membem of the inn is a 
wplooine addition, The principal 
ftortmits are William ana Maty, 
Queen Anne, SirThomas Littleton, 
md Lord Chief Justine Coke.

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legal, suWeets. Sir Christopher 
Hatton, Sir Edward Coke, Lord 
Tentcrden, and Wm. Cowper, the 
poet, were members of the inn. 
Charles Lamb was bom within its 
precincts, and Dr, Johnson lived 
there for some lime. The gate 
leading into the Inner Temple 
from Fleet-street was built in the 
reign of James I, 

Middle Temple Hall was 
commenced in ^1562, and is one of 
the grandest Elirabethan structures 
in London. It is about 100ft. long, 
and is conspicuous for the massive 
beauty of the dark oak roof. The 
windows and -walls are decorated 
with the arms of members of the 
inn. and the screen and the music 
gallery are of dark oak elaborately 
carved. Over the dais is a por- 
trait of Charles I. on horseback^ by 
Vandyke, one of the three original 
pictures of the monarch painted 
by that master ; one of the other 
two being at Windsor, and the 
other at Warwick Castle. Portraits 
of Charles 11 ., James II., William 
III., Queen Anne, and George 11 , 
are also to be seen, besides marble 
busts of Lord Eldon* and Lord 
Stowell. Royal personages have 
frequently visited Middle Temple 
Hall ; the Prince of Wales dined 
there some years ago, and the 
benchers took die opportunity of 
calling His Royal Highness to the 
bar and electing him a bencher 
within a few minutes' time. Some 
seventeen years ago the new libr^ 
was opened, a h^dsome building 
standing near the river, at the 
south-west comer of the garden. 
It is larger than the Inner Temple 
library, out is perhaps not so well 
adapted for close study. Besides 
producing many eminent lawyers. 
Middle Temple has colled to the 
bar many celebrated poets and 
dramatists, amongst them Forde, 
Rowe, Wm. Congreire, Shadwell, 
Southense, Shendan, and Tom 
Moore. Sir William Blackstone, 
who wrote the ** Commentaries 
on the Laws of England,” was 
educated at the Middle Temple. 
The most interesting object in 
the Temple is the church, which 
was dedicated^ to the Virgin by 
Hcradius, patriarch of Jerusalem, 
in 1185. It has sunered from 
fire and rioters on several occasions, 
but at the present time it is one of 
the most beautiful specimens of 
early Gothic architecture in the 
country* It has beMi thoroughly

Knights Templars have beert 
renovated and embellished. Gold- 
smith's tomb is in the north-east 
corner of the chuichyard. There 
are two services on Sunday, Ad- 
mission to the morning service may 
be obtained by an order from *t 
bencher of either Temple, , Ad- 
mission to the afternoon service i.s 
practically free.

tTeWSt—The tangible benefits 
which flow from civil and religious 
liberty may be seen in the im- 
proved social and political status 
of the Jews of London, since the 
abolition of the Test Acts and the 
passing of the Jewish Emancipa- 
tion Bill. Until within a com- 
paratively recent period the Jews 
were deprived of tne privileges of 
the universities ; and as that of 
the capital was the fitst to break 
down the barrier of ^ caste, the 
Tews affect the University of 
London more than anywother seat 
of learning in theUnited Kingdom, 
A large number of Jewish youths 
pass through the City of Lonfion 
School, whence they have carried 
off many of the most important 
prizes, scholarships, &c. The com- 
munity have their oivti college for 
the study of the Hebrew language 
and Rabbinical lawmCreeuhurcn- 
lane, Leadenhall-st. Within the 
memory of living man the Jews of 
the metropolis were scarce! y ever to 
be found resident outside their oivn 
quarter, at the east end of the 
City, embracing ^Bevis Marks, 
Aldgate, HouncUditch, the Mino- 
lies, Haydon - sq (twenty - five 
years ago a garden surrounded 
with substantial houses, now a busy 
railway centre), GoodmanS-fields, 
Whitechapel. Petticoat-lane (since 
called Middlesex-st, but dear to 
the heart of Israel as “ the lane”), 
part of Spitalfields, &c. A large 
number^ of rich Jewish families 
have migrated from the “four 
streets’* (rows of handsomely ap- 
pointed residences, which encom- 
passed Goodman’s-fields, formerly 
a green space used as a miUtaiy 
exercising ground, but since buift 
overi. and taken up their quarters 
in Bloomsbury and Maiaa-vale. 
So plentiful are Jewish households 
in tbe south-west district, that 
^4 termor wher^ 


they have formed colonies am 
playfully called the ** New Jeru- 
salem.” Social persecution kept 
the chosen people together as 
in a sort of Ghetto; but the 
large .spirit of toleration has 
scattered them broadcast over 
the City, Rag Fair, as it is 
called, the greatest old clothes 
market of the metropolis, is htTd 
in an open space dose to Hounds- 
ditch. Sunday morning is its 
busiest time. There are also $un- 
day morning bazaars, for the sale 
of second-hand jewellery and pUte, 
held in public rooms of certain 
well knewn Jewish coffee-houses 
of the district, where valuable 
and portable property readily 
changes hands. Houndsditch 13 
the head-quarters of the fancy 
warehousemen, mostly Jews, 
who supply the hawkers and 
small shopkeepers of London 
with combs, razors, sponges, and 
mock jewellery for the ornamen- 
tation of the ambitious poor and 
others. An immense tnade in new 
and second-hand clothing, and in, 
new boots, shoes, furs, caps^ 
for exportation to the colonies, is 
carried on in this quarter, and by 
the chosen people. The Londoai 
artisan often purchases the tools of 
his trade in Petticoat-lane on Sun- 
day morninjgs; where also may 
he bought the highly spiced con- 
fectionery in which the children 
of Israel delight— the brown and 
sweet ‘‘butter cake,” the flaccid 
“ bola,'*the “stuffed monkey” and 
a special pudding made of eggs 
and ground almonds. The poiorer 
Jews of London eat Spanish oHvobI 
and Dutch cucumbers pickled id 
salt and water, as food rather than 
as a relish. They love herrings 
steeped in brine, (iernun sausage, 
the dried flesh of beef and mutton, 
smoked salmon, and, indeed, fi'fh 
of all sorts, stewed with lemons aiM 
eggs, or fried in oil. Eve w Jewijlh 
luxuiy maybe obtained in per- 
fection in Petticoat-lane, beside* 
“cosher” meat, and matsax or 
unleavened cakes, used at th<s 
Feast of the Passovei^ whmli 
falls about Eastertide. The Jew* 
slaughter their beasts by cutting 
the animars thtoat ; tho butohera 
being an inferior sort of mbbi, 
who affix the seal of the syna- 
gogue to every portion of tk^^ 
carc^« pbe rabUs^are also most; 

^efcure of the^nlmvmed breadt 
the pieie suspicion of femrentatlw* 
bein^ sufilciesut tp them 
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condemn n batch 6f it as unfit to 
be eaten during the solemn festi- 
val of the Passover, Raw and 
fned fish aic staple commodities 
of “the lane,” and several fried- 
fishmongcis have been kno^m to 
amass I*irge fortunes, Cosher ' 
rum and shrub, and liqueurs, such 
as cloves, aniseed, noyeau, Sc,, of 
uhich the Jews are exceedingly 
fond, may be obtained in this 
quarter. Drunkenness, however, 
is an ofibnee all but unknown. 
The Jews of London are among 
the best fathers, sons, and 
husbands in the metropolis. 
They are a most affectionate, 
home staying, sober people ; but 
their thrift has been much over- 
rated. Fond of display, extrava- 
gant in their habiw, and given over 
to good Hving, the Jews are often 
poor. Their poverty, however, is 
seldom obtrusive because of their 
many noble charities, the personal 
generosity of the j^eat families 
among them, and their own natural 
secrettveness. Besides the sums 
distributed hy the Jewish Board 
of Guardians in connection with 
the great sjmagogue m Duke’s- 

g :, Aldgatc, the community of 
qndon Jews support a Convales- 
cent Home, a Ladies’ Benevolent 
Society, a home for the Deaf and 
Dumb, a house for the distribu- 
tion of “ cosher" food to the poor, 
m Orphan Asylum, and three 
separate free schools for bws and 
girls. There are shops for the 
sale of Hebrew books, and articles 
used in the rites of the synagogue, 
in Bevis Marks and Bloomsbury, 
The Jews of London support two 
!DewsjMipe»s, Tiftejeioisk Chr&mde 
and Th* Jmish and they 

have seireral burial grounds de- 
voted exclusively to their own use. 
They have no need of funeral re- 
form* their religion enjoining the 
greatest simplicaty in burying the 
dead ; the use of feathers and bands

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their first synagogue was erected 
in the N. W. coiner of the street. 

Their burial-ground, called “the 
Jews’ Garden,” was m St, Giles’s, 

Cripplegate, on the spot now 
occupied by Jeunn-st.^ After 
suffering great persecutioh, the 
Jews, numbering about i^ooo, 
were banished from England by 
Edward I. in the year 1290, 
and for a period of 365 years 
but few Jews resided in this 
country. When Oliver Cromwell 
became Lord Protector, he was 
induced by Manasseh ben Israel, 
a rabbi of Amsterdam, to permit 
the Jews to return. In February, 

1657, a piece of land was granted 
them for a burial-ground, and in 
the same year a synagogue was 
erected in Kme-st| Duke’s -pi, 
by Jews who had onginally come 
from Spain and Portugal. They 
were, at that time, treated hy the 
law as aliens ; but every restriction 
has gradually been removed, and 
they are now placed on a footing 
of perfect equality with their 
fellow-citirens. The number of 
Jews resident in the metropolis is 
probably ijot less than 40,000. 

ReLIGIO us 0 RGANISATION. — 

I. The great majority ^of’ English 
Jews are Ashkenazim, whose 
ancestors came over from Ger- 
many (Ashkenaz), Holland, and 
Poland. They are under the 
spiritual supervision of the Chief 
Rabbi, Rev. Dr. Nathan Marcus 
Adler (formerly Chief Rabbi of 
Hanover), who was installed in 
his office m xS4^, His health 
having begun to fail, he asked, in 
1879, for a suffragan to aid him 
in the discharge of his duties.

Subsequently sat thecelebiated 
Star Chamber, a'he hall of West- 
tnin«>ter, or ns it is now called 
Westminster Hall, W’as built in tlie 
time of William Rufus ; and it was 
in this hall up to the year xS^o 
that the courts were held. The 
idurM W4»ijf being bound to follow 
the king in his progrebses, the 
trial of common causes was found 
much delayed ; and it was there- 
fore enacted in Magna Charta that 
the Common. Pleas should sit daria 
This pbcew'as Westminster, 
^d from that time the Common 
Pleas sat in Weatminster Hall The 
icing's Bench and the Exchequer 
still continued to follow the king to 
any f»Uce whete he might be ; but, 
as time went on, the courts became 
aeparated, and the King’s Bench 
appears tu have sat in Westminster 
Hml from the time of Henry HI. 
The Chancery was separated from 
tha mrm^ftgis as early as the 
aeign of Richard Z., but it was not 
until about tjie reign of Henry 
Vi XI. that the Chancery sat re- 
gularly in the Hall, and then only 
m term time* Out of teim the 
ChartceDotis sat at various places, 
sometimes at their own hou^Uis, 
The appearance of the courts as 
they were held in the Hall up to 
the year xSaois well represented in 
the familiar drawing ofGravelot, 
Each court cousisted of a bimplc 
bench raised within a canupy and 
side curtma, a bench beneath for 
the oSIccm of the court, a bar 
within which were assembled the 


„ , s Wnristers ajrwJ the public. The 
Chancery and Kmg’s Bench were 
atationed at the extreme end of the 
Hail, opposite the great door, near 
which, m the north-western comer, 
was the Common Pleas. The rest 
of the Hall was taken up by the 
ataiZs of bocAseUera, fruiterers, nisd 
others, who plied their trade with 
as much zeal and noiiie as did the 
advocates higlier up Hall. It 
is uoi quite known where thf 
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Exchequer was; it was probably 
held, at least ordinanly, in the Ex- 
chequer Cihamber, which whs also 
used for the arguments of great 
questions of law. 

So matters stood up to x8ao, 
when the courts now xn use were 
built. Tlie pressure of business, 
how’ever, soon drove the Chancery 
Court to Linooln's-inn, where new 
com ts were erected for the adminis- 
tration of that branch of the law* 
The new courts at Westminster 
were also soon found inadequate 
for the business of the common 
law, and they had not been built 
ten years when a violent dispute 
arose a» to their capacity for the 
constantly ^ increasing business. 
This ^itation gradually increased 
until it culminated in the scheme 
of the new Palace of Justice now 
in course of erection. 

The present courts^ m the ine- 
tropolib are the following : 

House of Lokds (The).— -The 
court of ultimate appeal in the 
kingdom sits in the House of Lords 
itself to hear appeals from the 
courts of appeal in England, Scot- 
land, anck Ireland. The House 
sits not only during the sittings of 
Parliament, but mso during the 
proro^tion at times appointed by 
the House during the previous 
session, while the Queen haspower, 
by writing under her sign manual, 
toauthonse them to hear appeals 
during a dissolution. The appeals 
are by ca^e, and are regulated by 
the standing orders of the House, 
which must be strictly followed. 
The House of L©rds at present in 
use was opened for judicial busi- 
ness in the year 1847, the old house 
having been destroyed by fire in 
the 5 ear 1834.

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Wreck Commissioners’ 
Court (The) is held at West* 
minster and other places, when 
requested by the Board of Trade, 
to hold investigations into shipping 
casualties, and the same are gene- 
rally held by one of tlic Wreck 
Commissioners (of whom there 
cannot be more than three in ex- 
istence at one time) sitting with 
assessors. The court derives its 
powers from the Merchant Ship* 
ping Act, 1876. 

Ecclesiastical Courts (The) 
are two in number : 

Art/ies Court (The) is a Court 
of appeal belonging to the Arch- 
bishop of ^ Canterbury. 1 1 is^ held 
in Westminster, and it has jurisdic* 
tion to try appeals from each of the 
diocesan courts within the province, 
the diocesan courts taking cogni- 
zance of all ecclesiastical matters 
arising within their respective 
limits. 

Consistory Court of tondm 
(The) is the oidinary court of the 
bishop, in which all the ecclesias- 
tical causes within his jurisdiction 
are tried. It is generally held at 
the Chapter House, St. I’aul's, but 
not always. 

Central Criminal Court 
(The) is held at the Old Bailey, 
it has jurisdiction to try all 
treasons, murders, felonies, ^ and 
misdemeanour committed within 
the City of London and county 
of Middlesex, and certain parts of 
Essex, Kent, and Surrey. The 
commissions of Oyer and Terminer 
are issued annually, and on the fiist 
day of the Michaelmas sittings the 
commissioners assemble to lix the 
sittings, which must be at least 
twelve in every year, and to ap- 
point the judges who are to attend 
them according to a certain rota. 
The list of sittings can always be 
obtained on application to the 
clerk of the court. 

Two judges attend every session 
to try the more serious ofiences, 
while the Recorder, Common Ser* 
jeant, and Judg^ of the Sheriffs* 
Court, preside over the other. In

Besides this jurisdiction, it may

There are at least 
twelvesessionsayem-jandgenerally 
thirteen, and sometimes fourteen — 
the two latter being for gaol de- 
liveries prior to the assues.

This court 
also awards compensation under 
the Lands Clauses Act. The 
court sits every month at the 
Guildhall, the judge being tiic 
Recorder, the Commbn Seriesat, 
or a deputy appointed by thXbh. 
The sittings are fixed each Uiohth, 
and are generally held towards the 
middle of the month. In certam 
cases there is an appeal to the 
superior courts. In this court 
many of the old City customs are 
still recognised and^ upheld ; the 
most curious of wMch is that of 
foreign attachment, which enables 
the plaintiff, if the defendant does 
not appear, or is not within the 
jurisdiction, to attach any goods 
or debts owingto the defendant from 
any person within the jurisdiction 
The procedure of this court ii 
regulated by the Mayor’s Court 
Procedure Act, *857 (so & ai Vic.

^The Nsw Law Courts, offi" 
dally knowp as the Royal Courts 
of Justice, are intended to afford 
accommodation far all the Superior 
Courts of Law and Equity, and 
the Probate, Divorce, and Ad- 
miralty Courts, and for the offices 
tonnected therewith. The con- 
centration of all the courts and 
ojfficos into one place was first pro- 
posed about forty years ago, but 
It was not until 1858, whenaKoyal 
Commission was issued to inquire 
into the expediency of bringing 
them together, that the matter 
was senously considered. The 
Commission reported in favour of 
the scheme, but a delay of se%’en 
years took place before the two 
necessary Acts of Parliament were 
passed to carry out the recom- 
mendations of the Commission, 
one being for the purpose of enab- 
ling the Oomraissioners of Works 
and Public Buildings to acquire a 
cemveaient site, and the other for 
tha purpose of providing the funds 
Im; purchi^bg the site and the 
costs of building. At the present 
time, as we have already seen, 
the Equity Courts and a Court 
of Appeal are held at Lin- 
cojn’s^nni^d the Common Law, 
Probite, Divorce, and Admiralty 
Courts at Westminster Halt The 
o%iBS were, until quite recently, 
scattered over Chancmy-la, Stone- 
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Somerset House. The Commis- 
sioners accordingly purchased 
about eight acres of ground on 
the N.'side of the Strand, extend- 
ing along the Strand from oppo- 
site Child’s Bank and from where 
Temple Bar used to stand to St.

The public wdU obtain 
admission to all the coffrts from 
the^ two octagon galleries at the 
main entrance to the hall in the 
Strand, and from tu’o public stair- 
cases at the Carey-st end of the 
building. These staircases will 
lead into a corridor skirting the 
courts. A separate gallery im- 
mediately facing the judge -will be 

S rovided in each of me courts for 
le public and another for the 
jurymen ^in waiting. The courts 
will be lighted by skylights and 
windows, and in each one there 
will be extraction channel to get 
rid of the foul air.

ut Leicester-sq^ has more in- 
teiesting memories than these. 
At No, 47, on the west side, lived 
and worked Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
and on the opposite side, dose to the 
piesent Alhambra, Hogarth spent 
some of the best yeai s of ^ his 
life. Next door to Hogarth lived 
John Hunter, and, hard by, Sir 
Isaac Newton had his observa- 
tory. Later on Newton’s house was 
occupied by Dr, Burney, better 
known as the father of Madame 
d’Arblay, the authoiess of the now 
almost forgotten Evelina. Many 
celebrated shows have had their 
habitation in the square, ^Miss 
Linwood's gruesome exhibition of 
worsted work; the earliest idea 
of hatching chickens by steam; 
assaults of arms ; and even pristc- 
fights; at various times appealed 
for public support in Savile House, 
on the north side,^ The Gordon 
Riotem sacked SAvile House, and 
the complete destruction which 
even they were unable to effect 
was some years ago consummated 
by the fire which entirely destroyed 
it. In the north-east corner of the 
square flourished for many years 
one of the best exlubitions in I-om 
don, Burford’s Panorama ; and in 
the middle of the square the Great 
Globe itself was set up, until the 
too sensitive feelings of the inhabi- 
tants could bear it no longer. On 
its removal literally a wreck was 
left behind. The most hideous 
statue in London, which Mr. 
Wyld's enterprise had relegated to 
a temporary retirement, made its 
unwelcome reappeomnoe. At last 
a band of practical jokers, under 
cover of a fog, worked such pranks 
on the mutilated statue, that even 
the sense of humour of the autho- 
rities was excited, and a prelimi- 
nary clearance w*as made. Now- 
adays the Mjuare i$ ^neat and 
orderly, Leicester-sq is still the 
capital of the great forei^ 
ments about Soho,

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LXoydFs#— This establishment, 
which has risen to the dignity of a 
corporation,^ with rights assigned 
to it by special Act of Parliament, 
occupies a great portion of the 
firtit floor of tlie Royal Exchange, 
Comhill. It is still frequently 
spoken of by old-fashioned people 
and foreigners, as Lloyd’s Coffee- 
house ; Edward Lloyd having been 
the name of the enterprising pro- 
prietor of a coffee-house in Tower- 
st, once much patronised by ship- 
owners and merchants. The first 
mention of it is to be found in the 
Londm Getseiie of 21st Febniary, 
j 6SS, During the reign of Charles 
11., and towards the close of the 
seventeenth century,^ merchants, 
like their more fashionable con- 
temporaries farther west, greatly 
affected coffee-houses, though it 
was not until 1691 or 1692, when 
Mr. Lloyd removed to the comer 
of Abchurch-la and Lombard-st, 
that his house became the head- 
quarters of sHp sales, and of 
marine insurance with which the 
name of “ Lloyd’s " is now asso- 
ciated. Previous to his settling 
in Lombard-st, the chief resort 
of ship -^srokers and owners 
“ John’s ” (surname unknown), in 
Birchin-Ia, bat Mr, Lloyd suc- 
ceeded in attracting to his house 
the best of the shipping fraternity, 
and before long it became their 
chief place of meeting. For many 
years, and even after the middle of 
the eighteenth century, the trans- 
actions carried on seem to have 
been of a nondescript character, 
and, according to existing records, 
many of the everyday occurrences 
were of an order 'calculated to 
w’ound deeply the susceptibilities 
of the respectable body of gentle- 
men who at present preside over 
the destinies of Lloyd s. In addi- 
tion to the sale of ships, all sorts 
of articles were put up to auction, 
varied by an occasional raffle of a 
horse, 6b members at £,x is., which 
it was prudently stipulated must 
be paid in advance. Another 
form of speculation in which our 
ancestors indulged was effecting 
insurances on me livt^ of public 
men ; the chances of pemons in 
bad health, or who had infringed 
the laws of the country, being 
alike made the medium of gam- 
bling. Steele, itt ♦*The Tatler,” 
and Addison in “The Spectator," 
notice Lloyd^'s coffee-house as the 
mortofmernhsmtsand shipowners, 
and the lattae^s paper, No. 46. 
April ag, *7x1, gives a very good 


insight into the manners and cus- 
tomsof its frequenters. The miscel- 
laneous forms of betting and gam- 
bling in vogue seem to have made 
the respectable <iJ«^zV»ifjashamed of 
their surroundings, and about 1770 
the notion, which had been taken 
up and abandoned more than once, 
of making Lloyd’s,^ hitherto open 
to all comers, a society confined to 
qualified members of repute and 
means, was again brought on the 
tapis^ chiefly through the energy 
of John Julius Angerstein, a Ger- 
man by descent, whose talent and 
integrity had raised him to a 
foremost position amongst un- 
derwriters. Martin Kuyck von 
Mierop, considerably Angerstein’s 
senior, and a man of weight, pre- 
sided at the first meeting, held 
towards the close of X771, when 79 
gentlemen put down ;£icoo apiece 
towards umting themselves into a 
society, then mentioned as “ New 
Lloyd’s,” though before long the 
adjective was dropped. After 
temporary occupation of a place in 
Pope’s Head-alley, Cornhill; which 


. 1774, entered mto posses- 
sion of premises on the first ^loppp 
of the old Royal Exdiange (since 
burnt down), previously qccupied 


quarters, Lloyd’s rapidly increased 
in importance and reputation, and 
membership became, and has been 
ever since, a guarantee of high 
commercial standing. In xSxx its 
arrangements were reorganised, 
and the first regular secretaiy ap* 
pointed. Sixty years later I 

succeeded in getting an Act pistEteq 
constituting it a corporation, and 
giving it many important facilities* 
At the present day those who 
have the cniHe of Lloyd’s rooms 
are: members entitled to under- 
write ; members not so entitled ; 
subscribers ; and substitutes. The 
expenses of the corporation in 
graphy, &c., are very considemhle, 
and the records, kept in alpha- 
betical order, of the voyages oT all 
vessels, with the other misoella/- 
neons requirements of a larg%^ 
establishment, involve the employ^ 
ment of an extensive staff, ranigd^ 
from expert linguists to my 
sengers.

Lodging Houses (Com- 
mou). — The Common Lodging 
House Act has workeda nian’el lou$ 
revolution in the housing of the 
London poor. Every establishment 
of the kind throughout the me- 
tropolis is now under direct and 
continual police supervision ; every 
room being inspected and mea- 
sured before occupation, a pla- 
card being hung up in each stating 
the number of beds for which it is 
licensed, calculated upon the basis 
of a minimum allowance of space 
for each person. Every bed, more- 
over, has to be furnished weekly 
with a complete supply of fresh 
linen, whilst careful prorisioa is 
made for the ventilation of the 
rooms, the windows of which aie 
also thrown open throughout the 
house at 10 a.m., at which hour 
the night’s tenancy of the occu- 
pant is supposed to terminate. In 
Its way there are few things more 
striking, especially to those whose 
acquaintance with the slums and 
rookeries of I,ondon dates from 
before the passing of this admirable 
Act, than the comparative sweet- 
ness of these dormitories, even 
when crowded with tramps and 
thieves of the lowest class. The 
common sitting-rooms on the 
ground floor are not, it must be 
confessed, always equally above 
reproach. But even with tne worst 
the upstairs region is at least com- 
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paratively .sweet, and there are but 
very few that, in point of atmo- 
sphere, need shrink from compari- 
son with any ordinal London 
lodging at jCx xa. or At los. per 
ucck. In ail cases, too, the men'is 
and Women’s dormitories are sepa- 
rate ; rooms devoted to mamed 
couples being partitioned off in 
the fashion or the old square- 
pewed churches, and into separate 
pens upon about the same scale. 
The mixed lodging-houses— -or 
those at which both sexes are 
leccived— -are comparatively few, 
the general practice being for each, 
house to confine itself to one class. 
All have a common sitting-room on 
the^ ground floor, with a fire at 
which the lodgers can cook their 
own victuals, vihich in most cases 
have to be purchased at one of the 
small shops in which the neigh- 
bourhood abounds, and where 
bread, cheese, dripping, bacon, ve- 
getables, and indeed almost eve^ 
kind of food, can be obtained in 
halfpenny portions. In a few in- 
stances these supplies can be 
obtained in the house i tself. About 
the best sample of this kind of 
establishment extant will be found 
at St George's Chambers, St 
( 5 eorge’s-st, London Docks 
Ratchff-highway), a thorough poor 
man's hotel, where a comfortable 
bod, ^vrith use of sitting-room, 
cooking apparatus and nre, and 
laundry .accommodation, soap in- 
cluded, can be had for 4a, a night } 
all kinds of provisions being ob- 
tainable in the bar at proportionate 
rates. To any one interested an 
the condition of the London poor, 
this establishment is well worth a 
journey to the East End to visit 
On the other hand the following

The 
prices here will be found much the 
aanie^ as in the two districts last 
mentioned, vai-ying of course with 
the accommodation, w'liich has 
here a greater range than in most 
districts. Those wdio desire still 
cheaper accommodation must go 
further afield, the lowest priced of 
all being in the north-east aud 
south-east districts, in either of 
which a bed and sitting room may 
be had at rents varying from los., or 
even less, to 30s. In the estrome 
west, south-west, and north-west, 
rents are a little higher, 15s. a w'eek 
being here about the minimum. 
In all cases, except perhaps that 
of the JPall Mall district, tliese 
prices {diould include kitchen fire, 
boot-cleaning, hall and staircase 
gas, attendance, and all extras 
whatsoever. It will, however, be 
necessary to stipulate for all these 
things mdividually. The mere 
word “ inclusive " means nothing, 
or less^ being very commonly taken 
as an indication that the enquirer 
either does not know what extras 
mean, or is too shy to formulate his 
requirements categorically. Set 
evervtbing out in plain terms and 
in black and white. Stipulate 
also at the same rime and in the 
same way as to the prices to 
be^ charged for gas and coal for 
nnvate consumption ; the former 
being usually charged at the rate 
of dd. per week per burner, and 
the latter at the rate of 6a, per 
scuttle.

London Bridgre— built in 
iS24-?7 from the designs of John 
Rennie, architect of Southwark 
and Waterloo Cridges, partly by 
himself, partly ou his death by 
his son, Mr. J. Rennie. The cost, 
from, vniious causes, was enor- 
mous, and a good deal of mis- 
apprehension seems to exist upon 
tnis^ point; some authorities 
placing it at a little^ under a 
million and a half, while others 
give it at over ^’o and a half mil- 
lions. It is built of granite in five 
arches ; the centre arch being 132 
ft., the two next 140 ft,, and the 
two shore arches X30 ft. each, in 
span. In order to facilitate 
trafF.c, police-constables are sta- 
tioned along the middle of the 
roadway, and all vehicles travefang 
at a walking pace only are com- 
pelled to keep close to rite kerb. 
There are .still, how'ever,Trcquent 
blocks, and the bridge should he 
avoided as much as possible, es- 
pecially betw’een §and xo a.m, 
and 4 and 6 p.m. This periodical 
congestion ot London-bridge, and, 
still more, of its approaches, is 
a very serious matter, and one 
with which it would seem that the 
City authorities are quite unable 
to cope. Various schemes have 
been proposed for widening the 
bridge so that all the existing 
space could be devoted to vehicular 
traffic, while the pedestrians could 
he rel^ated to what may be called 
anvexeSi but for some rc.ason or 
other they have all fallen through. 
As an alternative plan it has been 
proposed to build a new bridge 
further down the river to take the 
traffic of the extreme east, and 
this no doubt would at once and 
permanently relieve London-br. 
But the difficulties in the way of 
this arrangement are formidable 
in the extreme. Not only would 
the cost of making the bridge and 
the necessary new streets be very 
great, but the new bridge would 
have the effect of preventing the 
passage of large shi^ and steamers 
up the Pool and w'ould, in efifect, 
remove the Pokt of London some 
con&idt^ble distance down the 
river. It was at one rime attempted 
to get oves? the difficulty by build- 
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ing a hij-h-level bridge at so great 
an elevation as to admit at the 
pas-mge under it of all such vesseh 
as already come up to Londan-br, 
but the necosuarily steep gradieuK 
of the approaches put this plan 
out of court, 1 he present position 
is truly British. Everybody says 
that .something most be done, 
but nobody knows W'hat that 
something is, or, more important 
still, who is to do it.

no wonder that the most insigni- 
ficant mercies are received with dis- 
proportionate gratitude, It is neces- 
sary to bear this well in mind in 
endeavouring to account for the 
contlttued popularity of the pro- 
cession which blocks some of the 
principal City streets annually on 
the ptn of November. One redeem- 
ing point may be noticed. There arc 
always plenty of bands and .some 
military display ; and there is so 
little to enliven the usual dingi- 
neas of a London Noi'cmber day, 
that the streaming flags and ban- 
ners give unwonted life and colour 
to the dingy scene. Itmay,afteraU, 
be doubt<m whether he is not the 
wisest I-ord Mayor whorelies on the 
personal attractions of the ^erson^ 
ml of the City for his show'. Quite 
enough wonderful things have 
been exhibited by ambitious and 
aestheric Lord Mayors in the way 
of beery knights in armour, circus 
elephants, and ^ivering ladies 
firoim the back rows of the 
ballet, to prove that whatever 
i^uaMties may be requisite to 
MCiem civic honours, the organi- 
ftwdon of shows finds no place 
them. The course of

man, la any case Fleet'-strect 
and the Strand are sure to have 
all the benefits and all the dis- 
agreeables of the show.

If more shows were provided for 
the people— who after all, may be 
supposed to require amusement as 
well as their betters— the Lord 
Mayor’s ‘‘annual march through 
Coventry” would piobably be 
better organised. In 1830, in con- 
sequence of a political panic, there 
was no Lord Mayor’s Show.

From Ludgate-hiU 
only can a good view be obtained 
of the grand western facade of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, a view that has 
been greatly improved by the clear- 
ing away of the iron railings, so 
leaving the west front open to 
Ludgate-hill.

Hansion Haas^^x-Thls offi- 
cial palace of the City sovereign is 
only about ico yeans old, and was 
built by Dance on tbe site of the 
old stocks market. Its princijpal 
feature is a Corinthian portico 
with six fluted columns, hut the 
broad staircase which should lead 
up to them is missing; and the 
irortico, approached by two little 
side flights, has a drolly incon- 
sequent air perched up some dozen 
feet or so over the heads of passers 
by. The building itself has 
somethiftgof the general air of a 
Roman palaz^o, and had originally 
a central courtyard ; this however, 
has now been roofed in, and so 
converted into what is known as 
the Egyptian Hall ; not on account 
of anything particularly Eg>*ptian 
about it, but as a delicate com- 
pliment to Vitruvius.

life. The Bank of England, the 
Royal Exchange — ^which contains 
Lloyd’s— and the Mansion House. 
In the streets around are all the 
great banking establishments of 
London, and the »vealth within a 
quarter of a mile radius of this 
spot is incalculable. Of all the 
sights of London there is nothing 
that fills a foreigner with such a 
sense of amazement and admira- 
tion as the mighty ceaseless flow 
of traffic in front of the Mansion 
House 

Maps*— The ordinary ordnance 
maps of London and its environs 
are, according to information fur- 
nished from the office : x.

A 
map contained on ^ur sheets, 
scale six inches to a mile, price is. 
per sheet, which .sheets are also 
published in four quarters at the 
same price, on a scale of tw'elve 
inches. Both the latter are vhat 
are known as skeletons — that is to 
say, only showing streets, roads, 
and rivers, without houses cr 
other characteristics. The noxt 
size is a map on a scale of ^twenty^ 
five inches to a mile, published m 
eighty-nine sheets, at as. 6ri. each, 
which gives full details of 
houses, &c.; and the last and 
largest on a scale of five feet to a 
mile, in 327 sheets, at 2s. each. 
These form the basis of most, if 
not of all, the private maps pub- 
lished, the skelelom being filled 
up in each case in accordance 
with the special object in view. 
Dealing first with what may be 
termed the normal map,^ wmiuh

It w 
divided into quarter-miles* and 
has an illustrated index of streets., 
&c, Messrs. W. H. I^mith & 
Son’s New Plan of London is 
a remarkably clear and w cll-printed 
skeleton map, extending from 
Hammersmith to Blackball, and 
from Upper HoHow'ay to Brixton, 
It is very lightly and judiciously 
coloured, ail water being tinted 
blue, and all grass green ; whiLt 
omnibus and tramway routes are 
traced out in yellow. The number 
of these routes, and the w’ay in 
which they permeate every section 
of the town, is one of the most 
striking features of London, and 
comes out in this map with especial 
cl<mrness. Another good point is 
the distinguibhing b|t\veen under- 
cjround and surface railways, not 
in the ordinary fashion by elimi- 
nating the former altogether, but 
by differently coloured lines. Al- 
together this map, w’hich is divided 
into half-mile squares, calculated 
from St. Paul's, is one of the 
most generally useful we have 
received, Collins's Standard 
Map of London, with illlustrated 

f uide, is a large, useful map, 
oldly printed, and with the sta- 
tions, railways^ docks, canals, Sr., 
brought prominently forward by 
means of colour.^ It Is divided

The former, indeed, which is 
on the rdn. seme, has a rather 
more ambitious scope than its title 
would necessarily imply, being, in 
fact, a map not so much of South 
London as of the Southern envi- 
rons extenduig a mile or two be- 
yond Croydon and Cheam. It is 
a very haaidy little map, about 
three inches square when folded in 
its cloth case, and very clearly 
drawn.

map is the unusually elaborate 
manner in which it is marked off 
for the calculation of distances.

Altogether, for 
railway use, one of the best maps 
of the series. Airey’s Railway 
jMap is almost unique in its way, 
devoting itself to its subject with 
a singleness of purpose which is 
really almost ^ sublime, and ab- 
solutely ignoring all such minor 
features of the <muntry it portrays 
as hills, roads, streets, churches, 
public buildings, and so forth. It 
IS rather startling at first to find 
the Metropolitan Railway pursu- 
ing its course through a country as 
absolutely devoid of feature as was 
the** Great Ssdiara” in the good 
old African map® of the Pre-Spekian 
period. But, as a matter of fact, 
It is only by such means that Mr. 
Airey attains, or can attain, his 
object, which is just to convey 
in simple but unmistakable form 
a considerable amount of curious 
information as to the ownership 
of the various lines which honey- 
comb the metropolis in every 
direction. London Railways 
Simplified and. Explained^ is 
a ^ ^fle le^ rigid in the sim- 
plicity of its adherence to one 
id^, inasmuch as it devotes a plain 
thin line — mere scratch such as 
in ordinary ma|;® of Europe serves 
to denote a foutth-mte river— to the 
tracing out of the more important 
streets and roads. But with it, 
as with Mr. Airey’s, the railway 
.system is thebe-alland the end-afi 
of its existence, and from it may 
in like manner be extracted a 
large store of useful and interest- 
ing infoTxaation.

half-way between London and 
Brighten, whilst on the other hand 
the London and Brighton line 
burrows under the river on its way 
to Liverpool-st, and the ubiquitous 
London, Chatham, and Dover 
thinks nothing of thrusting out its 
tentacles to Palmer’s Green or 
Colney Hatch. A map of the same 
character, but better for ordinal^ 
purposes than any of these, is 
Bacon’s London Railways and 
Stations at a Glance, which 
gives the railways in strong black 
lines, dotted or broken or otherwise 
characterised to distinguish each, 
with a very good skeleton map of 
the principal streets in pale wue. 
If that portion were brought up a 
little more to date, this map would 
be, for its purpose, as nearly per- 
fect as a map often i.s. The 
Illustrated Map of London 
(C. Smith and Son) is another 
specialty map, and of a ^very 
curious appearance, being printed 
on a solid orange ^ound, asof a 
glorified London fog. It is, how- 
ever, one of the most useful maps 
that the tourist visitor could well 
carry about with him, every build- 
ing of any importance, ffom his 
point of view, being given i» 
pm^ri&penonA on Broodingnagian 
scale, whilst the omission of all 
ordinary houses, &:c., and of all 
but the really important streets, 
reduces the problem of finding the 
way to a really charming sim- 
plicity ; and the whole niap, 
which is by no means unwieldy 
in size, and which Is sDrongly 
mounted on stiff cotton, is a 
capital companion. $o, too. Is 
the Indicator Map of Ia^ndon 
and Visitors’ Guior of the same

found in a moment. The Indicator 
map, indeed, requires to be laid 
upon a table when consulted, and 
so far, for use at street comem, itii 
orange-coloured competitor wowjld 
probably have the advantage of itt 
But, on the other hand, the Indicator 
will conduct the enquirer at once 
to thousands of places withs ^hich 
the other does not prefess or care 
to deal.

Atrivinj? now at the snaps of the 
country immediately around Ten- 
don, one of the handiest little 
sheets of really pocket sire is 
Letts’s Envisoks op Eondow, 
on the inch scale, which folds up 
into a little cloth case of between 
three and four inches square, and is 
essceedingly clear and legible. It 
extends from Hanweli to Erith 
Marshas and from about a mile 
north of Friern Barnet to about 
half a mile south of Korwood 
Junction, the railways being 
coloured red except when under- 
ground. It may, perhaps, be 
questioned whether this exception 
is npt a mistake, the almost entire 
disappearance of the Metropolitan 
Railway thus produced having a 
rather curious eaect, HounsTON’s 
Handv Map op Surrey Is another 
of the same kind, quite small 
enough for the waistcoat pocket, 
yet containing all necessary detail. 
Letts’® Survey op the Country 
Rounu liONDON, to the distance 
of thirty-two miles from St. Paul's, 
is, of course, a much larger sheet, 
though on a slightly smaller scale. 
It contains also rather more detail, 
but dispenses altogether with the 
use of colour, Stanford's Map 
OF TvyfthVE Miles Round I<on- 
DoN, on the other hand, which is 
on a comiderably kilter scale, uses 
colour freely, to distinguish be 
tween the various counties j the 
railways also being laid down in 
red, while the parks^ river, Src., 
are shown similarly distinguished. 
Bacon's Environs of Lonoon is 
a good pocket map on the inch 
seme, brought up to within the last 
two ot three years, Messrs. 

H, Smith & Son’s Map 
OR THE environs op London, 
on the scale of one inch, ex- 
tends from Windsor to East W^k- 
ham, and froih South hlimms to 
Epsom Downs. It is coloured in 
counties, of which it contains por- 
tions of no fewer than eight, the 
^jailways being strongly marked in 
The roads, parks, gentle- 
men’s seats, ^c., with ml the 
Datural features of the country, are 
dearly distinguished, the names of 
all places of any impor tanoe being 
printed in type of a ske very 
acceptable to eyes that have lost 
something of their first vigour. 
The Excursionist's Map ofthe 
OF Lonpdn k m the 
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half-inch scale, and uses colour for 
the boundaries of counties only. It 
is a useful map for its purpose, and 
giving fewer details than tliat last 
mentioned, is to some extent easier 
of reference. On the other hand 
Reynolds’s Oarsman's and 
Angler's Map op the River 
Thames, from its source to Lon- 
don-br, and the same firm's Co- 
loured Chart of the Thames 
Estuary, with map of the river 
from London to Gravesend, abound 
in detail ; the former especially 
ha\ing its wide mat^n studded 
thick with ^ useful ^ hints as to 
islands, weirs, ferries, currents, 
favourable fishing-grounds, pre- 
serves, &c. 

Among the finest maps that 
have come into our hands are 
Stanford's Environs of I.on- 
DON, extending twenty-five miles 
from the metropolis, and the same 
firm’s six-inch scale map of London 
in twenty-four sheets. It is hardly 
necessary to say that neither of 
them are strictly adapted— or in- 
tended— for casual study at street 
comers, but for home use they are 
excellent, while their scfele admits 
of an amount of detail which in 
smaller sheets would be hope- 
lessly confuang. And finally the 
best and most practically useful 
of all is beyond question the new 
map of the District Railway 
Co., of which advance sheets have 
been sent us corrected up to 
within a very few weeks of the 
present date. From a purely 
artistic point of view, this ex- 
cellent publication suffers no doubt 
to some extent from the exceeding 
prominence given to the Under- 
ground Railway, with its various 
branches and connections, which 
wandering hither and thither over 
the whole surface in a network of 
massive blue and scarlet lines, 
give the whole somewhat the air 
of an anatomical plate. But the 
facility thus afforded of tracing in 
a moment any conceivable railway 
route, and recognising at a glance 
the particular station of the par- 
ticular line at which to embark or 
alight, would more than repay a 
much heavier sacrifice. Great 
pains, moreover, have been taken 
to prevent the broad lines of rail- 
ways from blotting out the names 
of streets, &c., which are every- 
where jperfectly legible thmiigh 
them. In all other respects it is 
as artistically finished as any map 
we have seen, and clearer than 
mastt m> lUiilter how large th«s 
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scale. Nor is clearness attained 
by any sacrifice of necessaty de- 
tail ; on the contrary, the District 
map goes in for such rarely-given 
features as the distribution, for in- 
.stance, of Battersea-pk into cricket 
ground, sub-tropical g&rdeaf &c., 
whilst in the various parks every 
path is carefully hid down. The 
company announce their intention 
of printing only a comparatively 
small number at a time, and thus 
keeping each edition thoroughly 
posted to date, a pledge which, 
if kept, will meet for the first time 
the real requirements of modern 
London in this respect. The sheet, 
too, is of a very manageable size, 
and is altogether the ieleai of 
a London map.

Middlesesc Sessions 
House, Clerkenwell -gn, near 
F arringdon-rd. ■— The Illiadlesqx 
Sessions House .stands nearly on 
the site of Hicks’s Hall, the 
famous old mansion built in 1612 
by Sir Baptist Hicks, silk mercer, 
to accommodate the magistrates 
of Middle.sex at the times of ses- 
sions. It is said that the place 
was christened Hicks’s Hall by 
the festive justices after the ban- 
quet which Sir Baptist Hicks (who 
seems to have been nothing if not 
‘‘thorough”) gave to celebrate 
the opening of his new Sessions 
House. The cntei prising silk 
mercer, who combined a good 
deal of money-lending to the Court 
with his proper business, received 
his reward about a do/en years 
after the opening of his hall, and 
was raised to the peerage w the 
title of Viscount Campden, In the 
following year he died. Hishnll 
survived him only about xgo year.s, 
having fallen into a parlous state 
of decay in 1777, when it was 
pulled down. The new hall, which 
cannot be numbered among the 
most successful of the archi- 
tectural features of London, wa** 
built in *782, For many yeats 
the name of “ Hicks’s Half” stuck 
to it, and it is said that, even now, 
the criminal classes who are most 
funniUar with the Sessions House 
on Clerkenwell-gn continue to 
call it hy the old name, although 
it may reasonably be supposed 
that their Ideas as to who Hicks 
was, and what he did, are hut hSKy.

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Milk.— London milk-selleirs are 
supplied partly from cow-shcds in 
London itself, partly from nunier« 
OU& farms in all parts of the coun- 
try, brought within easy reach by 
the railway system. Milk is, un- 
fortunately, as recent experience 
has proved, often the means of 
spreading serious epidemics of 
typhoid, diphtheria, and scarlatina. 
The Adulteration Act made it a 
penal offence to sell milk-and- 
water as ‘‘milk," and an Order in 
Council now enforces the registra- 
tion j regulation, and cleansing of 
daines^ milk-shops, &c. It is almost 
impossible for small proprietors of 
milk businesses to properly carry 
out the sanitary arrangements 
necessary to secure freedom from 
contamination. A medical in- 
spector to frequently inspect and 
report upon the farms from whence 
the supplies are obtained; an 
engineer to supervise the water 
supply and drainage : care taken 
of the einploy< 5 s in London, by 
giving them suitable dwellings for 
themselves and families, so as 
to avoid the probability of their 
living in wretched and crowded 
tenements ; and a staff of inspec- 
tors to gu^ t^ainst malpractices 
on the part oi the milk-carriers, 
are urecautions that can rarely 
be adopted by private milk-sellers. 
It is only in companies with large 
capital at command that the neces- 
sary precautions and supervision 
can be thonsughly carried out. A 
system composing such arrange- 
ments as given above may be 
seen in operation in the establish- 
ments of the London and Pro- 
vincial Dairy Company, and the 
Aylesbury Dairy Company, though 
the arrangements for checking the 
sophistication of the article on its 
road to the consumer still seems 
to leave something to be desired. 
Much confusion was caused by an 
ingenious person who discovered an 
ambiguity in the Adulteration Act,

Mines, Boyal School of,

Model Lodging-Houses. 

—So many of the poorer among 
the working classes of London ap 
absolutely compelled to live witliin 
easy distance of their work, that a 
serious problem is added to the 
many difficulties which arise when 
great metropolitan improvements 
are in contemplation. The de- 
struction of whole quarters of the 
town, which house, however in- 
adequately, many families, is not 
an enterprise to be undertaken 
without due regard being had lo 
the requirements of those whose 
little homes are taken from them, 
and whoi, if matters are left to 
take their own Course, have no 
choice but to seek refuge in the 
already overcrowded streets and 
alleys which remain untouched, 
Fortunately this is » question 
which early attracted the atten- 
tion of practical philanthropists, 
and several associations now exist 
which have its solution for their 
object. Of these it will be suffi- 
cient to mention three of the best 
known, and some extracts from 
their respective reports will be read 
withinterest.

The 
impediment to traffic was, however, 
So great that it was determined to 
widen the street, and the whole of 
the N. side has now been thrown 
hack some ao feet. At the point 
where Holborn-vkduct ends and 
Newgate-st begins the street 
called Old Bailey runs in front 
of Newgate Prison. Giltspur-st, 
which is a continuation of the Old 
Bailey, leads'toSmithfield Market. 
On the N. of Newgate-st is the 
Blue-coat School, or Christ's Hos- 
pital {which m)l the play-ground 
of the school facing the street. 
Many propositions have been made 
fw the remdv4 of the school into 
the country, ae tho tod which 

it stands of great value, and no 


doubt ere long the change will 
be brought about. On the N. 
comer, where Newgate-st runs 
into the end of St. Martin’s-le- 
Grand, is the new Post Office, an 
imposing pile of buildings, dedi- 
cated to the especial service of the 
Telegraph and Money-order De- 
partments. To the S. of N ewgate- 
st, behind Newgate Prison, was 
Newgate Market, which has for 
some years been abolished, al- 
though many butchers still retain 
shops in their old premises.

New Bead, or, as it is now 
called, the Maiylebone and Buston 
roads, forms, with its continuation, 
the City-rd, the northern alterna- 
tive route from the City to the 
West End, It starts from Moor- 
gate-st by way of Pinsbury-sq, 
and debouches into the Edgware- 
rd about half a mile from the 


Matblc Arch. It has ao very 
specml feature, except perhaps the 
semi-suburban character of most 
of its houses, each %vith its little 
patch of garden in front, and its 
little duster of tombstone-maker^ 
about Tottcnham-court-rd. 'i'he 
Metropolitan Ry. runs under it for 
nearly its whole length. 


New Sadler’s Wells 
Theatre, St. John-st-rd, E.C.— 
The famous old house of Grimaldi 
and of Phelps, at one time known 
as the “Water Theatre,” its 
position right on the New River 
affording an opportunity for 
nautical displays not to be had 
elsewhere. Its chief modem in- 
terest, however^ is to be found in 
the Shakespearian revivals which 
so honourably distinguished the 
management of the late Mr. 
Phelps and raised this Httle out- 
lying place of entertainment into 
the front rank of the London thea- 
trical world.

Oxford Street (De Quincey’s 
atony-hemted step-mother) ought 
to be, if it is not, the finest as well 
as the longest and straightest of 
the main arteries of London. With 
one end reaching through its ex- 
tensions— Holborn, Newgale-st, 
aiid Cheapside — to the City, with 
the other continued by the Bays- 
water-rd by the side of Hyde-pk, 
through Notting-hill, and out, with 
scarce a curve, to the far west, it 
ought to be the finest thoroughfare 
in the world. As a matter of fact 
it is not so by any means, and 
though it is, like all the other 
thoroughfares, improving, it still 
contains many houses which even 
in a third-rate street would be 
considered mean. Rickety, tum- 
ble-down, one-storey shanties stand 
next to modern mansions, and in 
no other street in London is there 
such incongruity and diversity of 
architecture and appearance.

The police are not only allowed, 
hut are taught that they are bound 
to render this or any other service 
in their power to the inhabitants ;

The next nine deliveries are nmde 
in every district hourly, and in- 
clude all letters reaching the

p.m. Each delivery within the 
town limits occupies about an 
hour. The provincial day mails 
are duo at vaiious^^ times, and let- 
ters are included in the next de- 
livery after their arrival in London.

“ to be called for ” added to the 
address, otherwise such letters 
are sent round, in the first in- 
stance, to the several departments 
of the General Post Office, to 
ascertain whether they are in- 
tended for#ny of the officers, and 
therefore may not he at hand 
when applied for. AU persons 
applying for letters at the Poste 
Restante must be prepared to give 
the necessary porticidors to the 
clerk on duty, to prevent mistakes 
and to ensure the delivery of the 
letters to the persons to whom 
they properly belong. If the 
letters be for a subject of the 
United Kingdom he must be able 
to state from what place or dis- 
trict lie expects them, and must 
produce some proof of identifica- 
tion; and if he sends for his 
lettei's, the me.sscngcr, besides 
being furnished with this informa- 
tion, must have a written autho- 
rity ^ to receive them. If the 
applicant be a fordgner he must 
produce his passport; or if he 
send for his letters the mes.senger 
must produce it. Subjects, how- 
ever, of States not is.suing pass^ 
ports, are treated as subjecLs of 
the United Kingdom. Letters 
from abroad addressed to the 
Poste Restante, London, are re- 
tained for, two months. Letters 
from provincial towns similarly 
addressed are retained one month, 
and letters po.ste 4 in London one 
fortnight ; all such lettem, at the 
end of these periods, being sent 
to the Return^ Letter Omce for 
disposal in the usual manner. 
Mom of the fetter receivers in 


the London district are required 
to take charge of letters to be 
called for; and all nowly-ap-* 
ointed letter receivers are for- 
idden to do so. Those who 
have been for some time in thd 
service are for the present per- 
mitted to tiike in such letters 
(charging a fee for the accommo- 
dation), provided that the leitens 
are addiesscd ” Post Office,” and 
that the persons- .seeking such ac- 
commodation arc known to them 
or have previously made a like 
application, and that the reC(ii\ el* 
is satisfied that proper use will he 
nmde of the privilege. When, 
howevci, letters for strangers are 
presented without the receiver's 
consent having been first obtained, 
or, when there is reason to sus- 
ect that the receiving house is 
eing made to serve improper 
ends, the receiver is instructed 
to refuse to take them in. Letters 
may not be re-directed from the 
Poste Restante to a receiving 
house, Or from one receiving house 
to another in the London dis- 
trict. This regulation does not 
apply to communications from the 
Savings* Bank Department ad- 
dressed to receiving houses tp 
be called for, letter receivers 
being required to take in such 
communications, but without re- 
quiring any payment from the 
depositors. 

Letters for the country posted in

This Confe.ss!on forms at the 
present day the doctrinal standard 
(ill subordination lo Holy Scrip- 
ture) of all Prcsbyterimi Churches 
that use the English language in 
the British Islands, in the Colonies 
and Dependencies of the Empire, 
and in the United States of 
America, 'The tenor of doctrine 
in the Confession is popularly 
known through the ‘ Shorter 
Catechism ’ composed by the 
same Assembly 01 Divines.” A 
board of eldem, presided over 
by the ministerj lakes djs.rgja of 
each congregation, mid this is 
called the session or congrega- 
tional presbytery. A group of 
congregations is placed under a 
district presbytery, in which sit 
the ministers with an equal num- 
ber of elders who are chosen at 
‘Stated rimes by the sessions as 
their representativesi. The dis- 
trict presbytery h^rs and settles 
coniphrints and appeals, e?tamines 
approves new preachers, 
Idain# miidsters and missioiiaries, 
l&q. t mSL of tkesef presby- 
pteacher tnhiister 
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is answerable for his doctrine and 
life, “Above the pre*>byteries is 
the synod, which has the supreme 
power of dhectionand legislation 
in the Church, and to w’hich all 
the missionaiy work and the 
aiTangomciits for the education 
and support of the ministry are 
reported and submitted. In the 
sjisod, as in the prosbyteiics, 
ministers and elders sit in equal 
numbers, with equal rights^ of 
speech and vote, mid no clerical 
or hay p.arties exist.”

years the poverty of 
the and the churches 
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organised by them prevented their 
erecting, purchasing, or renting 
suitable places of worship, and the 
growth of the denomination was 
slow.

In 1864 the mem- 
bership had risen to 2,014, and 
in 1870 to 4,621. In 1864 there 
w'ere but 4 circuits, i branch, 
and 2 missions in London ; in 1879 
II circuits and 4 missions.

Hammersmith Mission 
had then 149 members; it now 
numbers 372 : and London Twelfth 
Circuit, with 133 members, has 
been made from it. Tottenham, 
which then^ was a branch of Lon- 
don First Circuit, has become Lon- 
don TenthiCircuit, and reports 201 
members. Trinity Street, South- 
wark, Walthamstow, North Bow, 
and Surrey Chapel are Missions 
of recent date; they have an 
aggregate membership of 303 mem- 
bers.

Private Wires.— The Post 
Office I'clegrapli Department un- 
dertakes to construct arid after- 
wards maintain, upon the payment 
of an annual rental, a line of 
private wire between the place of 
business or residence of a firm or 
private individual and a Postal 
Telegraph Office, or between two 
or more places of business or 
residence. The advantage of hav- 
ing a private wire led into a Postal 
Telegraph Office is that the^ renter 
is placed in direct ^communication 
with the public wires to all parts 
of the kingdom, or abroad, mes- 
sages being received from and 
sent to the Postal Telegraph Of- 
fice by wire instead of by hand. 
The renter has also the privilege 
of sending messages over his pri- 
vate wire to be forwarded from 
the Post Office as ordinary letters. 
In any town where a .sufficient num- 
ber or wires are led into the Head 
Postal Tel^raph. Office, the De- 
partment is prepared to provide 
a means whereby any two wires 
may be joined together at will, in 
order that messages may be trans- 
mitted by one renter to another 
direct without the necessity for 
repetition at the Postal Telegraph 
Office.

Baeing.-'There is no lack of 
racecourses in the neighbourhood 
of London, and s^cel^ a week 
elapses in the racing or steeple- 
chasing seasons without some op- 
portunity being given the turfite 
for the pursuit of his favourite 
amusement in almost every form. 
Between the Ascot week and a 
day’s plating at one of the smaller 
meetings there is a very consider- 
able range, and the Londoner has 
only to take his choice. The most 
famous of the metropolitan race- 
courses is Epsom, with its time- 
honoured traditions of Derby' and 
Oaks; and one of ike London 
weeks is the “ Derby week,” which 
is at the end of May or beginning 
of June. There is also a vepr 
pleasant meeting, increased in 
i88o to three days, at Epsom 
in the early ftpwng, on one 
of which the popular City and 
Suburban Handicap is decided. 
The pretty little town of Epsom is 
easily and conveniently reached 
from Waterloo by ^the L. & 
S.W., and from Victoria and 
London-br by the Brighton Ry. 
The latter has also a station on 
Banstcad Downs, within a quarter 
of a mile of the course. The sta- 
tions in the town itself are rather 
more than a mile from the grand- 
stand, Ihe road being, for the most 
part, very steep. Plenty of vehicles 
areiuways in waiting at the railway 
smima to convey the traveller to

the scene of action, and prices 
range from is. to 5&, each pas- 
senger, according to circumstances. 
On an oR day in fair weather 
“a bob a nob^’ is generally the 
correct thing, Half-a-crown to 
five shillings may be taken as 
the normal tariff on “ big days,” 
but, of course, the weather and 
the great “law of supply and 
demand” have to he taken into 
con'^ideration. The Epsom grand- 
stand is fairly convenient, but 
the managofij charge high prices 
both for admission and for any 
extra accommodation that may be 
required. A number of temporal y 
stands are erected for the races at 
Epsom, as at other meetings, the 
chaiges for admission to which are 
much lower. Perhaps Barnard’s, 
next the winning-post, is the most 
convenient of these. 

Far superior to Eps<^ for the 
general quality of its sport and 
of its visitors, is Ascot, where the 
races take place a fortnight aftei 
the Derbj'. The Cup Day (Th.) 
is considered the great day ; but 
to the lover of racing for itself, 
as distinguished from the ordi» 
nary pleasure-seeker, the Tu. is 
far preferable. The important and 
valuable stakes contended for on 
that day almost invariably attract 
the cream of the best horses ini 
training. Indeed, even as regards 
the attendance of visitors, the Tu, 
has of late years been running the 
Cup Day very close. The show 
of ladies’ dresses in the royal en- 
closure, and^ on the carriages and 
drags opposite the stand, on cithrr 
the Tu. or Th., is one of the most 
extraordinary sight's of the season. 
Ascot can be reached by the 
G.W.R. to Windsor, where omni- 
buses, &c., meet every train. The 
drive from Windsor to Ascot-heath 
(about five or six miles) is chimning, 
but this is not a very convenient 
route, especially on the return 
journey. The other route to Ascot 
is by the L. &S.W.R., from 
Waterloo, and the journey in the 
race week probably costs more 
money and occupies, more time than 
any journey of a similar length in 
England, The very unsatisfactory 
nature of the railway service is, in*

*‘up” and **down" are applied 
to the trains on this as on other 
lines, but instead of signifying 
trains to or from London, they 
signify trains to or from Aldgate. 
From Aldgate to the Mansion 
House is, in Underground par- 
lance, not /‘up,” but “down,” 
and following this rule, trains 
from Hammersmith, &c., to the 
Mansion House are “ down ” 
trains alsoj and vice vers/i. The 
safe plan is to ask for a “City” 
(or other)^ train, or, better still, for 
the particular station to which 
you are bound. It is also worth 
remembering by those to whom it 
is otherwise indifferent which line 
they take, that on the Metro- 
politan line, if you find it con- 
venient to go on to a station be- 
yond that marked on your ticket, 
you will be compelled, even though 
the fare from the starting point be 
the same, to pay the full amount 
chargeable between the sta- 
tioms. ,On the District line every 
ticket is available to the full ex- 
tent of ^ the fare it represents, 
irrespective of the precise destina- 
tion for which it may originally 
have been issued* Last year 
arrangements were made by 
which this discrepancy should be 
done away with, and tickets be 
available throughout the two 
lines to^ the full extent of the 
price paid for them. At Christ- 
mas, however, the Metropolitan 
came under new management, 
and die contemplated change ap- 
pears to have been abandoned. 
Metropolitan and District^ trains 
are invariably made up with the 
second-class carriages at the Aid- 
gate, and third-class at the Man- 
sion House end, or— in the case of 
trains running from either of these 
stations to Hammersmith — at the 
Hammersmith end; the mixed 
first and .second smoking-carriage 
being the last of the second^ 
This rule, however, does not 
always hold good with the foreign 
trains running over the District 
line. Of new railways there are 
only two: an extension of the 
St. John’s Wood line to Willesden 
by any means to be

The three great exchange junc- 
tions are Clapham Junction on the 
South Western, Addison-rd on the 
Great Western, and Willesden on 
the North Western ; from either of 
which points you may make your 
way easily to almost any other. 
Omnibuses run in connection with 
the^ trains of the Underground 
Railway from Putney-br to the 
“Arab Boy,” Upper Richmond-rd ;

BatclifiTe Highway.— This, 
which until within the last few 
years was one of the sights^ of the 
metropolis, and almost unique in 
Europe as a scene of coarse riot 
and debauchery, is now chiefiy 
noteworthy as an example of what 
may be done by effective police 
supervision thoroughly carried out. 
The dancing-rooms and foreign 
caftis of the Highway — now re- 
christened St. George’s-st — are 
still well worthy of a visit from the 
student of human nature, and are 
each, for the most part, devoted 
almost exclusively to the accom- 
modation of a single nationality. 
Thus at the “ Rose and Crown," 
near the western end of the High- 
way, the company will be princi- 
pally Spanish and Maltese. At 
the ‘‘Preussische Adler," jnst by 
the entrance into Welldose-sq, 
you will meet, as might be antici- 
pated, German sailors ; whilst Law- 
son's, a little farther east, though 
kept by aGerman finds its cUenUte 
among the Norwegian and Swedish 
sailors, who form no inconsiderable 
or despicable portion of the motley 
crews of out modern mercantile 
fleet. Over the way, a little farther 
down, is the Italian house, a 
quaint and quiet place, full of 
models and * ‘curios’’ of every 
conceivable and inconceivable des. 
cription, and nearly opposite is the* 
large and strikingly clean cara- 
vanserai, where a pretty, but 
anxious-looking Maid of Athens 
receives daily, with a hospitality 
whose cordiality hardly seems to 
smack of fear, any number of gift- 
hearing Greeks. These two latter, 
by the way, are not dancing- 
rooms, but boarding-houses, 'pure 
and simple ; whilst farther still to 
the eastward is yet another variety

The performance is not of a refined 
description, nor is the audience;

exclusively moral point of view, 
the advantage may even he pioved 
to be not altogether on the side of 
the higher refinement^ Hard by 
Quashie’s music-hall xs a narrow 
passage, dull and empty, even at 
the lively hour of it p.m., through 
which, by devious ways, we pen®'* 
trato at length to a squalid eui-de* 
sac, which seems indeed the very 
end of all things.

Regent Street was planned 
and built by Nash in 1813, and has 
something of that uniformity of 
design which is by many persons 
considered the highest, beauty of 
street architectme. Viewed from 
this stant^oint it is the handsomest 
street in London, as it is certainly, 
with the one exception of Port- 
land-place, the broadest. Foteim 
visitors, however, will probably 
not consider that this is very much 
to say on either head. Starting 
from the south end of Portland- 
pl it crosses Oxford;St, and runs 
for some distance in an almost 
straight line until it reaches Vigo- 
st. Here bemns the bold curve 
known as the Quadrant, each side 
ofwhicle in its early days formed 
an arcade.

Boyal KieoliangQ (Tlie) 

was opened by Queen victoria on 
January rst, 1845, It was built 
after the designs of Sir W. Tite, 
and cost no less than ;!£'iso,ooo. 
The old Exchange, which occupied 
the same site, was built after the 
Great Fire, and again suffered from 
the same element in 1838. The 
first Exchange was opened in 
*579 by Queen Elizabeth, who, by 
her herald, declared the house to 
be The Royal Exchange.” Sir 
Thomas Gresham introduced ex- 
changes into England, but they 
had been popular in most of the 
commercial cities of Italy, Ger- 
many, and the Netherlands, many 
years previous to their adoption 
here. The present edifice is al- 
most an oblong, and encloses a 
courtyard open to the sky, round! 
which is an ambulatory 170 ft. long 
by S13 ft. In the centre of the 
open space is a marble statue of 
Her Majesty, and about this image 
of the Queen merchants and traders 
meet at certain hours to transact 
business and discuss matters affect- 
ing finance and commerce.

Royal Society, The, Bur- 
lington House, Piccadilly. — ^I’his, 
the leading scientific society of 
Europe, was incorporated by 
Charfi^ 1 1 , in 1663. The Society ori- 
ginally occupied a house in Crane- 
ct, Fleet-st. In 1780,^ by grant 
from George III., it was lodged in 
Somerset House ; a move was made 
to Burlington House in 1857, and 
in 1873 the Fellows took possession 
of their present convenient quarters 
in the east wing. Meetings for 
reading and discussion of scientific 
papers take place weekly, from the 
third Thurs. in November to the 
third Thurs. in June, at 4.30 p.m. ; 
the hour of meeting having been 
changed from the time-honoured 
8.30 p.m,j in April of this year. 
The President is at present Mr. 
William Spottiswoode, and the 
nmnher of Fellows, including go 
foreign, is 540. Candidates for 
fellowship have to be proposed 
and recommended by a certificate 
in writing, the blank forms for 
which are granted only on the 
personal or written request of a 
Fellow of die society. After being 
filled up in due form, it must 
be signed by six or more Fellows, 
of whom three at least must have 
personal knowledge of the candi- 
date. Cerdficates for any session 
are not received, after the first 
Th. in March, The annual sub- 
scription is >S3- The rooms of the 
society contain numerous busts of 
past presidents, and a number of 
portraits, some of great interest, pf 
eminent scientific men.

cast of his face, which belonged to 
Koubilliac; the first reflecting tele- 
scope made by Newton’'s oitnihands 
m 1671 ; and a dial cat by him, when 
Sk boy. in the wall of the house in 
which be was bora, at Woolsthorpe.

such close ^ packing, and Her 
Majesty's lieges are enabled to 
preserve their toilettes in com- 
paratively sound condition even to 
the exit. Levees, however, still 
continue to be held at St. James’s, 
and this is the only use to which 
the palace as such is now put, 
though custom still recognises it 
as the nominal head-quarters of 
English Royalty, and the English 
court is always diplomatically re- 
ferred to as the court of St. 
Jameses. A considerable portion 
of the palace is now appropriated 
to the use of various persons to 
whom Her Majesty has been 
pleased to assign accommodadon.

Men 
drive up in hansoms, and run up 
the steps of the Pall Mall clubs; 
they stroll leisurely at St. James’s, 
stop to chat to a friend on the 
doorstep, and then go in, as if 
haste or hurry had never been an 
element in their existence, There 
are comparatively new clubs in St, 
James’s, but these belong to the 
new rigimSi and have nothing in 
common with the quiet and the 
fogeydom of the old clubs.

The order of St. John held high 
place in this country until the 
year 1540, when it was despoiled 
suppressed, and its properly con- 
fiscated by Act of Parliament. 
In 1557 it was restored by Royal 
Charter, and much of its pos- 
sessions re-granted; but only to 
be again confiscated within the 
subsequent two years by a second 
statute, which did not, however, 
enact the re-suppression Of the 
fraternity. Still, with the loss of 
possessions, and the withdrawal 
of most of its members to Malta-

St JPanl’s Oatliediral, the 

most conspicuous building in the 
metropolis, takes rank amongst 
the largest churches in the world. 
Tradition has it that the original 
building was erected in the second 
century, that it was destroyed 
during the reign of the Roman 
Emperor Diocletian, rebuilt sub- 
sequently, and again desecrated 
by the Saxons, who held impious 
revelry within its walls. William 
the Conquerorgave achaiter which 
cottferxed thepropertyin perpetuity 
upon the cathedral, ana solemnly 
evursed all who should attempt to 
dnhinishtheproperty. In 1083, and 
again in tx37j St. Paul's suffered 
from and in the Great Fire 
was totally destroyed.

portion is of a composite order of 
architecture ; the lower, Corin- 
thian. Bu ilt in the form of a cross, 
an immense dome rises on 8 arches 
over the centre. Over the dome 
is a gallery, and above the gallery 
is the ball and the gilded cross, 
the top of which is 404 feet from 
the pavement beneath. The most 
attractive vlewsof the cathedral arc 
obtained from theriver and from the 
west front, in Ludgate-hill, whence 
admission is to be gained after 
ascending a flight of stone stepi^. 
The west front opens at once info 
the nave. Immediately on the 
right is a recess,^ not unlike the 
private chapels in Westminster 
Abbey, containing a monument to 
the great Duke of Wellington, A 
figure representing Arthur Wel- 
lesley lies under a canopy of 
bronze, and the names of his many 
victories are sculptured below. 
On the other side of the nave, to 
the left, is a military memorial J 
the colours of the s8th Regiment 
hang over it, and a marble bas 
relief in commemoration of the 
members of the Cavalry Brigade 
who fell in the Crimea. A little 
further on are two brass tablets, 
one on each side of the black doors 
which are sacred to the memory 
of the two Viscounts Melbourne. 
These tablets bear the details of 
the loss of H.M.S* Ca^pimtiy Sep- 
tember 7, 1870. An illustration 
of the ship is engraved on the 
brass, and the names of the offi- 
cers and men who perished 
with her. Although there id no 
dearth of “storied urn a^id ani- 
mated bust” in St. Paul's, must

St, Paul’s CShorcliyard.— 
In olden time St. Paul’s Church- 
yard was one of the great business 
centres of London. About the 
church men met to discuss the 
doings of the day, the last piece of 
news from Flanders, France, or 
Spain, or the rumours from the 
country. Here the citirens gathered 
angrily when there was any talk 
of an invasion of their cherished 
liberties, grumbled over a be- 
nevolence demanded by his ma- 
jesty for the pay of the troops en- 
gaged in the French war, or jeered 
at some poor wretch nailed by his 
ears in the pillory.^ Here the 
heralds would proclaim the news 
of our victories by sea and land ; 
here the public newsmen would 
read out their budgets; vendors 
of infallible nostrums would wax 
eloquent as to the virtues of their 
wares ; and the vrives and daugh- 
ters of the citizens g^her to gossip 
and flirt. It was at once the ex- 
change, the club, and the meeting- 
place of London. PaflVs Cross 
was the heart of ^ the City ; here 
men threw up their bonnets when 
they heard of Crecy and of Agin- 
court; here they listened to the 
preachings of the first followers of 
wycUffe ; here they erected their 
choicest pageants when a new 
sovereign visited the City for the 
first time, or brought his new- 
made spouse to show her to his 
lieges ; and gathered with frown- 
ing brows beneath iron caps when 
London threw in its lot with the 
Parliament, and the train-hands 
marched off to fight the King’s 
forces. The business mart of the 
City lies now in front of the 
Mansion House, but a great deal 
of business is still done under 
the shadow of the Cathedral. 
On the south side are several very 
large and important warehouses, 
while on the north are some of the 
largest drapers and silk-mercers in 
the metropolis. St. Paul’s Church- 
yard is the only spot inside the 
City in which establishments of 
this kind are gathered, and it 
is almost singiuar, turning out 
of CheapsidC and other thorough- 
fares in which very few women are 
t met with, to find so large a

Sea - water Baths. — The 

question of the p^sibiUty of pro- 
viding the regular supply of sea- 
water to the metropolis lor bathing 
purposes has long exercised the 
ingenuity of pr<^ectors. Indeed, 
things at one time went so far, 
that it was in contemplation to 
form a company to lay a gigantic 
pme to Brighton for the purpose 
of turning the Channel waters on 
to London in much the same way 
as the waters of Lock Katrine are 
laid on to Glasgow. For the pre- 
sent, however, this and other 
schemes of almost equal grandeur 
remain in abeyance— possibly in 
consequence of that uncomfortable 
want of confidence with which the 
investing public has of late years 
been so much aflUcted. It has 
occurred to the manager of the 
Great Eastern Railway Com- 
pany that, if the sea cannot be 
brought to London wholesale, 
something might be done to 
organise its transmission by instal- 
ments. Accordingly, on and after 
the ut June, sea-water from Lowe- 
stoft w 3 l be delivered daily, exmmt 
Sundays, at any station on the 
railway, or at any address within 
thetwwy cartage delivery of the 
Coaqfiany in London or theooimtry 


at one uniform price of sixpence for 
every three gallons, payable on 
delivery. The cam containing the 
water are perfectly tijght, well 
corked, and fitted with ahandle to 
admit of their being easily carried 
upstairs; they axe left by the 
Company's carman, if required, 
for the convenience of the con- 
signee, and sailed for afoerwarda 
without extra charge. Orders can 
be sent by post direct to the station- 
master at Lowestoft^ or given ver- 
bally to any station-master on 
the railway, or to the carmen 
when delivering or fetching tlie 
cans. The water is got from 
the sea at Lowestoft by means of 
pipes extending into deep watejr. 
It is delivered by the Company 
between 8 and xa in the morning, 
as, for the present, it iS onTy 
brought into London by the night 
mail passenger train.

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Servants vary even more than 
mobt commodities.

The next best, to advertise your 
wants (sa Advertising), though 
this will expose you to the attacl^ 
of a considerable class who will 
uiU simply for the purpose of 
extorting their “expenses.*’ In 
either case insist upon a personal 
character. Written characters are 
not worth reading. A false cha- 
racter-written or personal— is an 
indictable offence, and the London 
comts will convict both the ser- 
vant %ho uses and the person who 
gives it. It is not a safe plan to 
go to a Registiy unless you know 
all about it 6rst, though there are 
some which are really trustworthy. 
But a servant who once finds his 
or her way to a Registry Ofiice b 
almost always unsettled, and no 
sooner in a place than looking out 
for another.

If eco- 
nomy is necessary, bear in mind 
that the payment of commissions 
from tradesmen to servants is an 
almost universal London custom, 
and a fruitful source of deliberate 
waste. “ Kitchen stttfif” b another 
expensive institution, specially de- 
signed to facilitate the consump- 
tion of articles on the replacing of 
which cook may make her little 
profit. Dripping, which is a per- 
quisite for which almost all cooks 
will make at least a fight, not only 
means a good deal more than its 


name would imply, but leads to 
the spoiling of your meat by sur- 
reptitious stabbings that the juice 
may run away more freely. This 
ingenious arrangement b also much 
favoured of late yearn by the but- 
cher, who nowadays in “jointing” 
always cuts well into the meat. 
The avoidance of these and pthe*’ 
similar forms of robbery requires a 
little intelligence and a good deal 
of firmness. Give good wages, and 
let it be clearly understood before 
hiring that no perquisites are per- 
mitted. A seriot^ mistake, and one 
too often made, is to lay down the 
hard-and-fast rule “ no followers 
allowed.” Servants always have 
had and alwa>^ will have followers 
whether their masters and mis- 
tresses like it or no. It is much wiser 
to recognise this fact, and to auiho* 
rise the visits of the “ follower ” 
at proper times and seasons, first 
ascertaining that his antecedents 
and character are good.— (iSVff

The three-card trick, and other 
tricks with cards, practised often in 
railway trains, may cost an inno- 
cent man, who m so foolish as to 
play with strangers, all he pos- 
sesses.

The museum is open free to the

Perhaps me most remarkable ob- 
ject in this museum is the magni- 
ficent sarcophagus, nine feet in 
length, carved out of one block ol 
translucent oriental alabaster. It 
contained the bbdy of Sethos, or 
Osirei Mcneptha, the father of the 
great conqueror Ramses II,, and 
IS covered both inside and out with 
hieroglyphic writing and figures 
from the mythology of Eg3^t, re- 
presenting the judgment of the 
dead, ana other subjects. This 
sarcophagus was discovered by 
Beizoni in the year 1817, and pur- 
chased by Sir John Soane nrorn 
Mr. Salt in xSa4 for the sum of

the work of Sir W, Chambers, and 
was erected with an express view 
to the purpose to which it has 
ever since been devoted, visE. the 
accommodation of various Govern- 
ment and semi-public offices. It is 
a fline work of its kind, though the 
effect of the river front, which is 
its finest visible facade, is natu- 
rally not improved by the re-* 
moval of the river. It is in the 
Italian style, with capitals of 
varioui^ Grecian orders copied 
from original antiques.

Soixtli Kensington 
Musetmt >tands on twelve 
acres of land, acquired by the 
Government at a cost of ;^6o,ooo ; 
these are a portion of the estate 
purchased by Her Majesty’s Com- 
missioners for the Exhibition of 
1851 out of the surplus proceeds 
of that undertaking. Here, in 
1855, a spacious building was con- 
structed, chiefly of iron and wood, 
under the superintendence of the 
late Sir W, Cubitt, C.E., at a cost 
ol" jCz5>ooo ; which was intended 
to receive several miscellaneous 
collections of a scientific charac- 
ter, mainly acquired from the 
Exhibition of 1851, and which 
had been temporarily housed in 
various places. In addition to 
the collections already alluded to, 
the whole of the Fine Art col- 
lections which had been exhibited 
at Marlborough House since 1853 
were also removed to South 
Kensington^ and these were 
supplemented by numerous and 
valuable loans from Her Majesty 
the Queen and others. Tbis iron 
builoing was opened on June 33, 
1857, as the South Kensington 
Museum. It occupied the site of 
the new South CourL in which 
the cast of the Trman Column and 
other architectural works are now 
exhibited. Immediately after the 
opening of the museum, the erec- 
tion of permanent buildings was 
commenced ; and the Picture 
Galleries, the Schools of Art, the 
North and Central Courts, the 
KeramicGallery, Lecture Theatre, 
and Refreshment Rooms were 
completed and opened in suc- 
cessive years. ^ The iron building 
was removed in X865, and has been 
re-erected as a branch museum at 
Bethnal-green. The Museum Is 
open daily ; free on Mon., Tu., and 
Sat. On students’ days, Wed., Th., 
and Fri., the public are admitted 
on p^ment of sixpence each per- 
son. The hours on Mon., Tu., and 
Sat. are from xo a.m. till xo p.m. ; 
on Wed., Th., and Fri. from 10 a,m.

The Collection op British 
Pictures at South Kensington 
was commenced by the gift of Mr. 
Sheepshanks, who, in presenting 
his pictures to the nation, stipu- 
lated that they should be kept in a 
suitable building in the immediate 
neighbourhood of Kensington. 
This gift was followed by other 
donations of pictures, and the 
galleries now contain 6x7 oil 
paintings and 1,391 water-colour 


all contributed by private indi- 
viduals for the ^vancement of 
the public art-education in this 
country. 

The Collections of Scup- 
ture consist chiefly of decorative 
sculpture of the Renaissance period 
in marble, stone, and terra-cxitta, 
including numerous specimens of 
the glazed 'erra-cotta of the isth 
century, known as Della Robbia 
ware. 

The Eoucational Collection 
was begun by the Society of Arts, 
and first exhibited in St. Martin’s 
Hall, in 1854, nfter which exhibi- 
tion numerous objects were pre- 
sented to the Government to form 
the nucleus of an educational 
museum. The library containsi 
upwards of 36,000 volumes of 
educational books, and the collec- 
tions of scientific apparEtuls, 
models, and appliances ior educa- 
tional pur poses^ number some 
thousands ofspeamens. 

Materials for Builoing and

Loans from Private Col- 
lectors. — In addition to those 
important collections of art-objects 
acquired by the State, the South 
Kensington Museum contains in

Regulations for Copying 
IN the South Kensington 
Museum.— Any person may, at 
any time when the Museum is 
open to the public, sketch or make 
notes of any objects in the Museum 
(see exceptions below), provided 
such copying do not necessitate 
his or her using an easel or extra 
seat, or otherwise obstructing the 
circulation of visitors. Any 
person wishing to copy by using 
an easel. &c., can do so on any 
students day, under proper ar- 
rangements to prevent inconve- 
nience to the public. The follow- 
ing are the exceptions referred to : 
a. The paintings in water colours, 
to copy which no permission is 
granted. Objects on loan can 
only be copied on the production 
of the wntten permission of the 
owners, which will be retained by 
the department, e. Pictures in 
the^ Sheepshanks* Gallery, to copy 
which special permission must be 
obtainea, in accordance with the 
following conditions : Forms of 
application for permission to copy 
are supplied by the attendant m 
the gallery, or will be sent in reply 
to a letter addressed to the Direc- 
tor, S. Kensington Museum, Lon- 
don, S. W. No application to copy 
the works of any living artist can 
be entertained unless it be accom- 
panied by the written permission 
of such artist. Such permission 
will only allow of works being 
copied by means of water colours, 
or on porcelain, or by drawing or 
engraving, copying in oil not 
being permitted. Applicants must, 
if reqtured, send specimens of their 
competency. No copying can be 
permitted except on the days 
devoted to study? and not more 
than four persona can be admitted 
at the same time to work in any 
apartment. No work can be 
removed from the walls for the 
purpose of copjring. 

The Library is contained in 
rooms on the west side of the 
north court, and is entered through 
a door in the west arcades.— (.SVe 
Art Training School.)

Agmnst the west wall 
is a fine marble sculpture of the 4th 
centmy B.c.y representing Pheebms 
Apollo driving the horses of the 
sun, originally forming a metope 
of the Doric temple of Pheebus 
Apollo at Ilium ; beside it is a 
stele or memorial pillsSJ' with Greek 
inscription, found on the site of 
the temple of the Ilium Minerva. 
In front of the colossal figure of 
a Bodhisatura, or sacred person 
destined to become a Buddha, is 
a case containing a sea-eagle, or 
osprey, with outsnr«|ad wings, and 
standing on a rodki, the work of the 
famous Japanese sculptor Mlyo* 
chin Muneharu, a specimen of 
Japanese ironwork of the i6th 
century. In the Oriental Courts 
the cases contain weapons of war, 
swords, &c., showing the pecu- 
liarities of ancient construction or 
artistic decoration. One case is 
filled with steel coffers, some of 
them remarkable for their large

Streets. — it may by some be 
considered superfluous to give any 
directions for the guidance of foot- 
passengers in the streets, but in a 
city where the traffic is so large, 
and the press and hurry so great, 
as is the case in London, a few 
words of caution will be found 
not to be without their use. The 
first thing to recollect Is, that 
people who are only bent on 
pleasure should give way to 
those who clearly have some 
business object in view. What is 
called in America mere “ loafing ” 
should always beavoided. Not only 
is the “loafer” alway«?in every- 
body’s way, but he is invariably 
the favourite mark for the pick- 
pocket. However attractive the 
shop-window of which the idler 
wishes to take stock, the watch 
and other pocket property must 
always be carefully guarded. 
Perhaps no custom contributes 
more to the support of London 
thieves than the practice in 
which many^ ladies indulge of 
carrying their purses in their 
hands. Be very chary of strangers 
who accost you in the streets. 
It is possible that they only 
wish to know the time or to 
ask the way. It is, however, 
quite as likely that they belong 
to the great fraternity of sharpers 
and swell mobsmen, and are only 
paving the way to the ultimate 
transaction of business* A street 
row or crowd should always be 
avoided. If there be really some 
difliculty on hand, private inter- 
ference do no good, and police 
intervention is sure not to be long 
delayed. But it very frequently 
liappens that a disturbance is 
created by street thieves solely 
with a view to their own profit. It 
is well to £^ive houses building or 
under repair a wide berth. Bnciks, 
lumps of plaster, paint, workmen’s 
tools, &c., am easily flropped 
from the ladder or scanoldmg, 
and may tmn a. lifelong iidnry. 
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Visitors to London in the spring, 
when cleaning and repainting are 
the fashion, should be on theirguard 
against wet paint. Coal-flaps and 
gratings of all kinds should be 
distrusted, A butcher with his 
tray, a sweep with his brush, a 
carpenter with his saw protruding 
from his basket, and a scavenger 
ladling mud Into his cart, must be 
treated with the greatest respect— 
they will treat you with none* 
ScMcely less dangerous are the 
ladies and gentlemen who persist 
in swinmng umbrellas, parasols, 
and sticks about to the common 
danger, without the slightest idea 
of the damage they may do. It 
is desirable, where possible, for foot 
passengers to keep to the right- 
It is hardly necessary to add that 
any form of street altercation or 
quarrel should be mo^t carefiilly 
avoided, and that in this, as most 
other matters, the man who knows 
how to give and take fairly will 
get through I^ndon with the least 
trouble and inconvenience to him- 
self and others. Crossing, although 
a matter that has been lately much 
facilitated by the judicious erection 
of what may be called “refuges,” 
and by the stationing of police- 
constables at many of the more 
dangerous points, still requires 
care and circumspection. Many a 
general action is fought with a 
smaller list of killed tlm this class 
of accident annually supplies in 
london. One of the most fatal 
errors is to attempt the crossing in 
an undecided frame of mind, while 
hesitation or a change of plan 
midway, is ruinous. 'To the wary 
wayfarer London is the safest 
promenade in the world.

Tourist Agencies have, of 

late years assumed a rather im- 

S t place in the economy of 
n. The system was ori- 
ginally started by Messrs. Cook 
& Son, formerly of Leicester, now 
of Ludgate-cir. For some time 
they had a practical monopoly of 
the business, and the “Cook’s 
Tourist " has for years been a recog- 
nised feature of Continental travel, 
Messrs. Gaze & Son, 14a, Strand, 
and Mr. Caygill, 371, Strand, 
who now divide the business with 
them, have not achieved quite so 
wide a notoiicty, but provide the 
intending tourist with the same 
facilities, both for ordinary expe- 
ditions and for those joint-stock 
journeyings known as “ personally 
conducted parties.*’ A comparison 
of the books of fares issued hy^ the 
several shows, that while a 
variation, now and then occurs of 
a penny, or even a shilling, upon 
their respective charges, the prices 
are practically, and in most cases 
identically, the same. With regaid 
to hotel coupons, those who can 
do with one meal of meat a day 
will hnd an economy in dealing 
with Messrs. Cook, whose chaiges 
on this basis are 8s. per diem. 
Those, on the other hand, who 
fmd their travelling appetites able 
to compass a second meat meal, 
will find it cheaper to take the 
cdupons of Messrs. Gaze, whose 
daily charge of 8s. fid. covers a 
& la fimrebeiie, the 
extra charge for which, with 
Messrs. Cook's coupons, is “about 
a franc.” It should be noted that 
Messrs. Gaze dispose of their 
coupons to all comers, Messrs. 
Cook only to those travelling with 
the tickets of the firm. Doubtful 
or very careful voyagers will per- 
haps oe best served by Mr, Cay- 
gill, who will accommodate them 
with coupons on either of these 
plans or ins both. Reference on 
this head should also be made to 
Bkjkbns’s Dictionary op Con- 
TrwreNTAi, Railways.

upon by Henry III* Inside is 
the chapel of St. John, the most 
perfect specimen of Norman 
architecture in the kingdom. 
Surrounding the White Tower 
is a series of battlements now 
used for government purposes, 
flanked by a number or smaller 
towers, many of which are cele- 
brated for the captives who have 
been imprisoned in them. For 
instance, in the Well Tower Qn. 
Elizabeth was immured; in the 
Devereux Tower the Earl of Essex ; 
and in the White Tower Sir 
Walter Raleigh. In the Bloody 
Towel the two sons of Edward IV. 
were murdered; and in Bowser's 
Tower Clarence is supposed to 
have been drowned in a butt of 
malmsey wine. The Beauchamp 
Tower was built probably by 
Henry III. The last executions 
took place aftei the rebellion of 
1745. when Lords Lovat, Bal- 
meiino, and Kilmarnock were be- 
headed for high treason. The 
latest occupants of the Tower as 
state prisoners were Sir Francis 
Burdett, and the gang of ruffians 
known as the Cato Street Conspira- 
tors. The regalia or jewel-house 
is a show place, and contains 
the royal crowns and sceptres and 
other jewels^ whilst in the armoury 
is as magnificeut a collection of 
armour and weapons as there is 
extant, A gun outside the White 
Tower is worth notice. It is 
nearly eighteeen feet long, and 
was cast by the Sultan Solyman 
the Magnificent for his intended 
invasion of India. The Tower is 
open fiee to the public on Mon. 
and Sat. On other days a fee of 
a shillingwill pass the visitor to 
the regalia, the armoury, the 
Beauchamp Tower, and other 
points of interest. Nearest Ry ,

Tower Bulyway.— A curious

The 
original intention was to have 
passengers drawn |>ackwards and 
forwards in a small tram omnibus. 
This, however, was found unre- 
munemtive, and the rails having 
been taken up the tuitqel has since 
been open as a fqotway. Unfor- 
tunately, however, al^er subtract- 
ing from its dlarpeter the amount 


necessary to afford a sufficient 
width of platform, there is^not 
much head-room left, and it is 
not advisable for any but the 
very briefest of Her Majesty’s 
lieges to attempt the passage in 
high-heeled boots, or with a hat 
to which he attaches any particu- 
lar value.

Trpifalgar Sqymte has been 
called the finest site in Europe, 
but, however this may be, it is 
very far from having been utilised 
to the extent of its possibilities. 
A short but broad approach to 
the park should be driven through 
Sprmg-garden^ so as to afibrd 
an enective view* If from this 
new street the houses at present 
standing were pulled dovwi as far 
as the comer of ParliamenDst, and 
an appropriate building erected 
on their site, much wotild have 
been done to render Trsdalgar- 
square worthy of its porition as 
the centre of London. The Na- 
tional Gallery has long tbeen con- 
demned, but no Government has 
yet felt itself financially strong 
enough to ask the nation for the 
money su6ficien;t for an entirely 
new building, worthy ofthenational 
art collection of the county.

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Gfaiid Hotel on the sUa of Korth- 
nuibtrUnd House, and the plot be- 
t\\ eenNorthiunberIand‘avenueand 
Parliament-st still partially vacant ; 
while W. ofPariiaraenfc-stireet are 
some shops and insurance offices as 
far as the entrance to Sprxu<?-gdns* 
Kelson’s monument, with its four 
lions, is the most conspicuous 
feature of the square, which con- 
tains, moreover, statues of Napier, 
Havelock, and other worthies, 
^he fountains, which ought to add 
to the appearance of the place, in 
reality detract from it, by the 
ridiculous insufficiency ^of their 
jets of water; and it is to he 
hoped that the flight of time will 
materiallyimprove the appearance 
of the trees.

Medicine, Music, and also in such 
other departments of knowledge, 
except theology, as the governing 
body should from time to time 
determine. In 1863 the present 
charter was granted with a view 
to “ascertaining by means of ex- 
amination the persons who havd 
acquired proficiency in literature, 
science, arts, and other depart- 
ments of knowledge^hy the 
suit of such course of educatioujii 
and of rewarding them by aca- 
demical degrees and certificates 
of proficiency ^ evidence of their 
respective attainments and marks 
of honour proportioned there- 
unto,” Provision is also made by 
the present charter for granting 
the additional degrees of ‘^Master 
in Surgery, and for the imirove- 
ment of medical education in ail 
its branches, as well in medicine 
as in surgero. midwifery, and 
pharmacy.’ There is no specasd 
provision for Music. Power to 
grant degrees in Music was coth 
tained in the charter of craft 
Victoria.

Blackfriars, a distance of about a 
mile and a quarter, and was con- 
structed by Sir Joseph Baralgette, 
the engineer to the Metropolitan 
Board of Works. The whole of the 
space now occupied by the Em- 
bankment was covered by water or 
rnud, according to the state of the 
tide, and few London improve- 
ments have been more conducive 
to health and comfort.

At Westminster 
and at Charing ►f, both from 
iNorthumberland-avenue and from 
Whitehall-pl, and at Blackfriars, 
the apnroaches are all that can be 
desired, and are worthy of the Em-

All owners and occupiers of pre- 
mises are entitled to demand a 
supply of water for dome tic pur- 
poses only where they have laid 
down pipes communicating ^with 
the company*5 pipes, and paid or 
tendered the water-rate in respect 
thereof, and ^ any such owner or 
occupier desiring to make a con- 
nection with the company’s pipes 
is allowed to open or break up 
such part^f the pavement and 
ground between the pipes of the 
company and his premises, upon 
giving notice to the local authori- 
tte.s and reinstating the same with- 
out delay. Such owner or occu- 
pier may lay down any leaden or 
other s«rvice*pipes, which in the 
absence of special provisions must 
not have a bore exceeding half an 
Inch unless with the consent of 
the company, and such pipes must 
be approved by the company, and 
fourteen days' notice given before 
commencing to lay down the same. 
The connection of the service-pipes 
to the company’s pipes must be 
made under the supervision of the 
company’s surveyor, and two days’ 
notice of the horn and day fixed 
for such connection must be given. 

The service-pipes are provided 
by the persons seeking the supply,

by distress and sale of the de- 
faulter’s goods ; or if the rates 
amount to more than ;^2o, the 
company may sue for the same, 
with expense of cutting off and re- 
covering thereof 

No greater dividend than ;^io 
per cent, per annum on the paid- 
up capital, unless authorised by a 
special Act, can be declared.except 
when a larger dmdend shall be 
necessary to make up a deficiency 
of any previous dividends which 
shall have fallen short of such 
£xo per cent. If the clear profits 
amount to more than sufficient, 
after makingup any such deficiency 
if any, the excess must be invested 
at compound inteiest, and forms a 
reserve fund, which fund shall not 
exceed, unless a prescribed sum is 
sdt out in any special Act of Par- 
liament, one-tenth part of the 
nominal capital. 

If any person supplied witu 
water either causes or permits 
waste, mflsuse, undue consump- 
tion, or contamination, the com- 
pany may, without prejudice^ to 
any remedy they may Iiave against 
such person, cut off the supply of 
water to his premises. 

The character and qualities of 
the water supplied to I^ondon by 
the different companies differ con- 
siderably. The south-east of Lon- 
don is supplied by the Kent Com- 
pany, which takes the water from 
the chalk hills. This water is 
purer organically than any other 
supplied to London, but is some- 
times objected to on account of its 
hardness. ^ The New River Com- 
pany, which supplies the north- 
east districts and the City, also 
supplies a water which has the 
character of being purer than the 
water taken from the ^Thames. 
The other companies, vix., West 
Middlesex, Grand Junction, Chel- 
sea, Lambeth, Southwark and 
Vauxhall, take their supplies from 
the Thames, and filter all the 
watei thro^h large filter-beds. 
Upon the efficiency of their filtra- 
tion depends the purity of the 
water they supply. By efficient 
filtration there is no doubt that the 
Thames water can be supplied as 
pure as water from the deej^st and 
purest spring, the purity of such 
spring water being simply caused 
by fiitmug thmugh the ground. 


It is therefore, a question of im- 
portance to public health that the 
companies should be made to filter 
thoroughly; and if that were done 
we should hear nothing more of 
schemes lor bringing water from 
distant lakes. As an extra precau- 
tion against contaminated water, 
householders should always pro- 
vide themselves with a good filter. 
The Silicated Carbon Filter has 
been proved to be wonderfully effi- 
cacious in removing organic matter 
from water, and has been known to 
remove even vegetable poisons, 
such as strj'chnine, immediately. 
The whole question of the London 
Water Supply has now beeix for 
some time under consideration 
with a view to thfc*transfer from, 
the various companies to the muni- 
cipal authorities. Early in 
present year a bill was brought in 
by the late Government with this 
object, hut the terms proposed to 
be conceded to the^ companies 
were considered too high, and the 
bill met with an unfavourable re 
ception.

Water-Cress and Flower 
Girls Mission, X2, Clerkenwell- 
close, Clerkenwell— One of the 
most useful branches of this insti- 
tution is the loan fund, which en- 
ables poor water-cress and flower 
girls to borrow capital for stock 
without interest, and to repay the 
money by weekly mstalments. 
This was one of the many practical 
ideas for which the poor of Lon- 
don have to thank the Earl of 
Shaftesbury, by whom the scheme 
was set in motion, in 1872. The 
fund now amounts to a goodly 
sum, and has been called “ The 
Emuy*' in memory of the late 
Countess* After the death of 
the Countess of Shaftesbury, the 
Daroncss Burdett-Coutts took up 
the cause, and in 1879 founded a 
Society from amongst the most 
hopeful of the girls, and called it 
**The Flower Girls Brigade.” 
The girls are supjplied with 
flowers which are bought in Covent 
Garden Market, and are never 
allowed to be under any but the 
“ Brigade” room roofj and on the 
sale of these they receive a small 
commission besides regular weekly 
wages. They are stationed in 
places where thw can sell their 
Rowers secure from insult and 
molestation, and they are also sent 
with supplies to regular customers 
in various parts of London. A 
tolerably large trade is carried 
on with private families, but

called MethodHts.” The Rules of 
this Society, drawn up and signed 
by the brothers Wesley, bear date 
May jst, 1743. ^^*5! 

Society is de.scnbed as ** no other 
than a company of men having the 
form, and seeking the power, of 
godliness ; united m order to pray 
together, to receive the word of 
eMhortatton, and to watch over one 
in Jwe, that they may help 
each other to work ouj tlifiir ?afva- 
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tion.” The society is divided into 
small companies called classes, con- 
taining about 12 persons in every 
class, one of whom is styled the 
leader, whose chief duties are 
“ to see each ^person in his class 
once a week, in order to inquire 
how their souls prosper ; to adv isc, 
reprove, comfort, orexhort^ as occa- 
sion may require ; to receive what 
they are willing to give towards the 
support of the Gospel ; and to in- 
form the minister of any that are 
sick, or of any that walk disorderly 
and will not be reproved,” The 
condition of membership is thus 
stated : ” There is only one ctuidi- 
tion previously required in those 
who desire admission into these 
societies— viz,, “a desire to flee 
from the wrath to come, and to be 
saved from their sins.” ** It is ex- 
pected of all who continue in these 
societies that they should continue 
to evidence their desire of salvation; 
ist, by doing no harm, by avoiding 
evil in every kind, especially that 
which is most generally practised ; 
2nd, by doing good, by being in 
every kind merciful after their 
power, as they have opportunity, 
doing good of every possible sort, 
and as far as possible to all men ; 
srdj by attending upon all the 
ordinances of God ; such arcj the 
public worship of God, the ministry 
of the Word, either read or ex- 
TOunded, the Supper of the Lord, 
family and private prayer, search- 
ing the Scriptures, and fasting or 
abstinence." Persons, not being 
members of the society, are ad- 
mitted to the Lord's ©upper on 
application to the minister. By 
such rules as the above the Wes- 
leyan Methodists am united in 
what is often called *‘The Metho- 
dist Connexion." Although the 
phrase, “ The Methodist Church," 
15 now in common use, it was not 
used by Mr* Wesley and the early 
Methodists, nor has anydednitipn 
of a Churchy as su^ been authori- 
tatively made. The number of 
members in the Methodist societies 
in London and its suburbs in 1879 
was about 29,500. There are ttbo<ut 
x6o ministers resident in or near 
London. The central authority of 
the Methodist Connexion is **Tho 
Conference," whioh, when purely 
ministerial affairs axe coiusidered, is 
compo^ of minister only, of 
whom xoo, chosen accor^ng to 
certain pres^sribed rules, qoashtute 
**The Legal Conference,” by whom 
ah acts of the Conf«xeiK» be 
ip the year j877Stisras 
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determined that whem certain 
aflhiiTF other than what are judged 
to be ptnely ministeiiol are con- 
sidered, the Confeience shall con- 
sist of ** the president, and of 240 
mini'^ters and 340 laymen.’" The 
doctunal views of the Methodists 
arc mainly those of the Church ot 
Hncland.

In it 
and the surrotigding burial-ground 
are many monuments of the earlier 
Methodists. At the side of it stood 
the ** Homing Chapel,” wheie Mr, 
Wesley held his early morning 
services. It was recently destroyed 
by fire, and the larger chapel much 
imured. Both have been restored. 
Here are also Mr. Wesley’s house 
and other buildings erected for the 
use of his preachers.

The com- 
missariat department is one which, 
has always received particular at- 
tention from the executive, and is 
at present confided » 4 o the care of 
Messrs. Bertram A Roberts.

A pleasant way of reach- 
ing Wimbledon fe by steamer from 
any of the London piers to Pattjey, 
and the Putn^ omnibuses al^ 
run along the btrand ^nd Picca- 
dijly route to the Middlesex end 
of Putaey-hir. The best route, 
however, trom any internal part of 
London is by the new Putney-br 
extension of the District line 
branching from Earl’s-court.

Special cffoits are made on behalf of jonng mothers with their first infants, who are 
really the most hopeful cl«iss of the fallen, and are generally greatly to be pitied. 

A Home has been opened for the reception of such young women, before they become 
mothers, as are unfitted, from their previous good character and position, for a workhouse. 

Since the Homes have been established 1,982 have been admitted ; of this number 606 
belonged to the class of young mothers who were thus saved from falling into deeper and 
continued &m ; 210 were rescued firom surroundings of great temptation unfallen. In 
almost every case the young motlicrs, and those admitted unfalien, have turned out well, 
and about 70 per cent, of the others. 

While inmates of the Homes, the young women are trained in household and domestic 
duties, with a view to their becoming good and useful members of society. The great 
object, however, kept most anxiously before the Committee is, to affoid them opportunities 
of religious instruction, and to impress upon them the extreme importance of turning to 
God wuth all their hearts.
